The meeting was called to order by the President at 1:00 p.m. The notice of meeting was read by the 
Secretary. 

The President welcomed everyone to this meeting of the SRCF Board of Directors and thanked them for 
their attendance. He pointed out that Gordon Greasley would be late in joining us and that Stephen 
Caldwell would not be attending. 

The invocation was offered by Jim Finch. 

Invitation to Attend: It was moved by Alan Stoddart and seconded by Jim Finch that Bob Brethour, 
Loren Kline, Duncan Skinner, Matthew Todd and Steven Warren be present at the meeting and 
participate in discussions without voting privileges. Carried 

Approval of Agenda: It was moved by Jim Sutherland and seconded by Rob Whitmore that the agenda 
be approved as distributed. Carried 

Variation of Agenda: It was moved by Brian Gilkinson and seconded by Terry McLean that the agenda 
be altered at the discretion of the President. Carried 


Declaration of Conflict: The President reminded the members to inform the meeting should a topic 
under discussion potentially represent a conflict of interest for them. 

Approval of Minutes: It was moved by Brian Gilkinson and seconded by Garry Dowling that the 
minutes of the teleconference meeting of April 9, 2018 be approved as circulated. Carried 

Business Arising from the Minutes: It was determined that any business arising from the minutes 
would be dealt with under the respective reports and subject headings in the agenda. 

Treasurer’s Report - Duncan Skinner 

Copies of the Treasurer’s Report, including the Investment Report and proposed budget for next fiscal 
year, were distributed to all members and participants prior to the meeting. The Treasurer reviewed his 
report which is as it has been printed in the Annual Report. He reminded directors that the grants are 
increasing up to $120,000 over three years as previously approved and highlighted the fact that the 
budget was met in large part due to the sizeable bequests received in the recent months. 

The Treasurer was asked whether, in light of the larger projected balance and the recent bequest, the 
Board should be considering how best to utilize that money and whether that balance is sustainable. It 
was suggested that, based on current market trends and interest rates, the balance is sustainable and 
how best to utilize those funds should be a topic for future discussion by the Board. In response to 
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another question the Treasurer confirmed that a certain percentage of our funds must be dispersed 
annually and that we are currently safely outside that number. 

The Treasurer then provided a detailed explanation of the Investment Committee Report explaining 
that the cash portion of the portfolio is up due to the bequests and also pointing out the impact of NAFTA 
discussions on oil prices and the Canadian dollar. 

The Treasurer was then invited to explain the Audited Financial Statement which he described as a 
“good news story”. We continue to be subject to the soft qualification as it pertains to donations which, 
according to the auditors are not subject to audit. That will only change if we were to retain a different 
auditing firm and that is not seen as a good idea. 

It was moved by Alan Stoddart and seconded by Jim Sutherland to approve the Treasurer’s Report. 

Carried 

It was moved by Jim Sutherland and seconded by Terry McLean to approve the Investment Committee 
Report. Carried 

It was moved by Tom Wills and seconded by Garry Dowling to approve the 2018-2019 budget. Carried 

It was moved by Rob Whitmore and seconded by Jim Finch to approve the Audited Financial Statement. 

Carried 

The President thanked Duncan Skinner for all his hard work and efforts pertaining to all the financial 
matters. 

President’s Report - Gareth Taylor 

The President read his report as it appears in the Annual Report of the Foundation. It was moved by 
Karl Springer and seconded by Brian Gilkinson that the report be accepted. Carried 

Executive Director Learning Centre Program Report - Matthew Todd 

Copies of the report were distributed to all members and participants prior to the meeting. Some of the 
points highlighted included: 

• the ongoing struggle with waiting lists for service to children which are directly proportional to the 
number of trained tutors in any centre. In some cases, as in Halifax with 211 children on a waiting 
list in the range of four years, some of those children will never get off the list in order to receive 
services; 

• funding for the Advanced Language Course needs to be gradually decreased as an expense to the 
Foundation with the costs being borne by the Centres; and, 

• as reported previously, the Halifax Centre is no longer receiving financial funding for the adult 
literacy program from the provincial government but the adult students are receiving the excellent 
training through tutors previously trained at the Halifax Centre. The adult stories of difficulties due 
to an inability to read are as heart-rending as the children’s stories from the Learning Centres. 

In response to questions, the Executive Director explained that a waiting list of 15 or 20 students 
translates to a waiting period of six to twelve months and that the number of non-tutoring volunteers does 
not have any significant impact on the waiting list. Concern was expressed about those centres that had 
a year-end shortfall and while shortfalls are typically not being carried over to another year but are being 
addressed, the Boards of those centres are being encouraged to more actively fundraise. 

Considerable discussion ensued regarding the question of satellite programs as both Vancouver and 
Edmonton have been considering this possibility. The Executive Director reviewed the criteria for 
establishing a satellite, which are essentially the same as those for a new centre. He stressed the 
importance of ensuring adequate supervision of the satellite is outlined in any proposal. The question of 
whether to continue with a “moratorium” is appropriate was discussed at length. It was agreed that since 
Valleys have copies of the criteria, they should be permitted to submit a proposal, either for a new centre 
or a satellite, and each submission would be reviewed on its own merits and a decision made 
accordingly.

Grand Secretary-General’s Report 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is my privilege to present this annual report. 

Annual Sessions 

The Annual Session in Montreal, with 457 in attendance, was extremely successful with many positive 
reviews and feedback. Chairman Frangois Nasraoui, 32 5 and the members of the various host 
committees are to be congratulated and thanked for a job well done. 

The organization of the Annual Session in September 2018, hosted by the Valley of London, is now 
complete. Chairman D. Garry Dowling, 33° and his team have worked hard to ensure those in 
attendance have a most enjoyable time at this Session. 

As a result of discussions and decisions made in Montreal, Supreme Council - on a trial basis - will 
make a very significant change in the timing and management of future Sessions. Beginning 
immediately, Full Sessions will only be scheduled in even numbered years with Executive only Sessions 
in odd numbered years. This will impact many areas of our operation and necessitated various 
alterations and amendments to the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. Effective with the 
election of our next Sovereign Grand Commander, he and the officers of Supreme Council will serve 4- 
year terms of office. Another significant by-product of the change to full sessions every second year will 
be increased class sizes for Plonorary Inspector-General, and increased attendance in general. 

Future Sessions 

Linder the new format of Executive only meetings in odd numbered years and full sessions in even 
numbered years, 2019 will see an Executive Session via teleconference on a test basis. The Executive 
Sessions will be for Active and Past Active Members of Supreme Council only. The next Full Session for 
all members of Supreme Council will be held in 2020. 

The Valley of Plamilton will be hosting the 2020 Full Session under the chairmanship of III. Bro. Steven 
Warren, 33°. A site inspection by the SGC, LGC, GSG, COO and Valley reps has been undertaken and 
the planning process is proceeding in a timely manner. 

An Application to Host a Full Session in 2022 has been received from the Valley of Saskatoon, and an 
Application to Host for 2024 has been received from the Valley of Ottawa. 

Grand Representatives 

The Supreme Council for Panama has recommended III. Bro. Daniel Abouganem as the Grand 
Representative for Canada near their Supreme Council. This recommendation is to be confirmed at this 
Annual Session. 

In addition, our Supreme Council currently requires Grand Representatives for Ecuador, Serbia, and 
Spain. These will be appointed by the SGC. 
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Scottish Rite Membership in Canada 2017 

At year end of 2017, membership in Scottish Rite in Canada was approximately 12,923. This is a further 
decline of over 600 members from the previous year. These figures are approximate as 9 Valleys had 
not yet submitted their AR Membership Forms at the time of the writing of this report. Valley Secretaries 
and Deputies are reminded that these returns are due before April 30 th each year. 

Valleys are encouraged to be proactive in attracting members. Master Masons events, Craft Lodge 
Degree Teams, and Information/Education Presentations in Craft Lodges are all useful tools in informing 
and educating potential members of all that Scottish Rite has to offer. The opportunity is there, and 
those Valleys making use of these various tools have been successful in attracting new members. 

Supreme Council Office Updates 

The office in Hamilton continues to work in a most efficient manner thanks to the efforts of COO III. Bro. 
Steven Warren and Office Administrator Ms. Leslie Drake. Some specific duties associated with the 
recording of information are outsourced as required. 

The website of Supreme Council (scottishritecanada.ca) continues to be a useful tool to both educate 
and provide useful information to members and non-members alike. In particular, the Members Section 
contains an abundance of forms, statistics, reports, and useful information. New additions to this section 
will include: a catalogue of music for the Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix degrees; and Degree 
Playbills for all Scottish Rite Degrees. The former will be of great benefit to those Valleys who do not 
currently have an Organist, and the latter will provide Valleys the opportunity to create colourful ‘take 
aways’ for selected degrees. These new additions to the website will be rolled out across Canada in the 
near future. 

The Education & Enlightenment section of the website provides information and educational material on 
a variety of subjects. It is updated on an ongoing basis. 

The formation of a facebook page for Supreme Council necessitated the creation of a Social Media 
Policy. All members are reminded of the requirement to act and post within the parameters of that policy. 

The Clarion Magazine and the Communique electronic newsletter continue to mark, recognize and 
publicize Scottish Rite events and milestones across Canada. These publications continue to be very 
well received. 

Conferences Attended 

Report on the Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America 

The 2018 Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America was held in 
Indianapolis, Indiana from February 17-20. Representing the AASR of Canada was Grand Secretary- 
General Robert D. Brethour and spouse Charlotte. There were a total of 493 brethren and 180 ladies 
registered. 

Registrants, other than the Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America, included 
representatives from: the Northern and Southern Jurisdictions of Scottish Rite in the USA; Hi-Twelve 
International; George Washington Memorial; DeMolay International; Shriners International; Masonic 
Service Association; the National Sojourners; Association of Masonic Arts; Royal Arch Masons; Rainbow 
Girls; Job’s Daughters; Masonic Memorial Research Laboratory; the Order of the Amaranth; Knights 
Templar; Tall Cedars of Lebanon; and Grand Masters or their representatives from Athelstan, Paraguay, 
Brazil, Portugal, Kazakhstan, Liechtenstein, Malienne, Montenegro, Serbia, Turkey, Bulgaria, Iran in 
Exile, and Romania. 

While a full report of the conference has been submitted, highlights included: 

A presentation by Imperial Potentate Gary J. Bergenske concerning the hurricane relief efforts in Texas, 
Florida and Puerto Rico; 

A presentation by Masonic Renewal Committee President Patton Hart on the activities and material 
available from the MRC. He then introduced the committee members present (which includes your 
GSG). The winners of the North America wide Essay Contest were announced, and a presentation by 
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the AASR Northern Masonic Jurisdiction introduced the ‘Path Forward’ program and the ‘Not Just A Man. 
A Mason.’ video, both of which are available to all Masonic jurisdictions as a marketing tool; 

A presentation and explanation of Freemasonry in Mexico and the sometimes complicated organization 
of numerous Grand Lodges within their jurisdiction; 

A presentation by Past Grand Master of Michigan, Robert Conley, on an initiative which will dramatically 
change the operation of the Grand Lodge of Michigan. This ‘Shared Services Discussion’ outlined their 
efforts to combine services and focus on the delivery of benefits and value to their members; 

A Breakout Session presented by the Masonic Renewal Committee on ‘Membership Retention’; 

A Breakout Session/Group Discussion on four topics: ‘What positive changes have improved Grand 
Lodge office performance? What negatives are impacting office performance?’; ‘Identify membership 
incompatibility issue trends reaching Grand Lodge. How are these dealt with?’; What are the pros and 
cons of the administrative relationship of the Grand Secretary’s office with an office 
manager/administrator?’; and ‘Lodge building fire safety standards and officer liability coverage. What is 
adequate? How can it be addressed?’. Each group reported back with a presentation on their 
discussions. 

A further presentation on the ‘Path Forward’ initiative by the AASR NMJ was provided; 

The Frank S. Land Memorial Breakfast, hosted by Shriners International, on behalf of DeMolay 
International; 

A presentation on ‘Lodge Security & Safety’ outlining both social media and physical threats against 
Freemasonry and specific Lodges and individuals; 

Presentations by several Grand Secretaries reporting on activities in their various jurisdictions; 

A report by the Commission on Information for Recognition on several Grand Lodges seeking formal 
recognition. The commission examines these requests and makes their observations/recommendations 
-which are not binding. 

A delegation from Rapid City, South Dakota, the host of the 2019 conference, made a presentation; 

A Breakout Session on ‘Social Media’ highlighted the need for caution by our members and a strong 
social media policy for Grand Lodges; 

A report by the Masonic Service Association on the disaster relief efforts undertaken following the 
devastating hurricanes of last year; 

A presentation on the ‘Grand Secretary’s Position, Past, Present, and Future’ by Robert Conley outlined 
the significant changes and restructuring of the Grand Secretary Office and duties in Michigan; 

And the election and installation of the officers of the Grand Secretaries Conference for 2018-2019. 

This conference provides an excellent opportunity to meet the leaders of Freemasonry across North 
America and to discuss the challenges and issues all jurisdictions are facing. 

Report on the All Canada Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges 

The 2018 Conference of Grand & District Grand Lodges A.F. & A.M. of Canada was held in Winnipeg, 
Manitoba on April 27 h & 28 th . Representing Supreme Council as an observer was Grand Secretary- 
General Robert D. Brethour. Immediate Past Sovereign Grand Commander Richard A. H. Brown was 
also in attendance as Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan. All ten Grand Lodges in 
Canada were represented as well as the District Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and Labrador. 

Again, while a full report has been submitted, highlights of this conference included: 

A report on the Grand Masters of North America and the Grand Secretaries of North America 
conferences were presented by Ontario Grand Master Paul Todd and Quebec Grand Master Andre 
Boivin; 
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A presentation by Nova Scotia Grand Master John Cody on the Widows Sons Motorcycle Club prompted 
much discussion on the perception of this organization by the public at large; 

Jurisdictional Reports were presented by all Grand Masters, providing a snapshot of membership 
numbers and the issues each Grand Lodge is facing. Various initiatives designed to promote 
Freemasonry and to combat declining membership - particularly demits and suspensions - were 
presented and shared. These discussions are outlined in the full report on this conference; 

A discussion on formal programs for Entered Apprentices, Fellow Crafts, and Master Masons in the 
various jurisdictions was introduced by President Andre Boivin. The need for esoteric programs and 
education - particularly for millennial members - was noted by several; 

Potential topics for future meetings were discussed and included: inviting a millennial member as a 
keynote speaker; the electronic payment of dues; Best Practices; and Masonry’s relationship with the 
Native Community. 

Breakout Groups were organized to examine the following topics: ‘Incorporation & Voluntary Disclosure 
of Grand Lodge and Lodges’; ‘Discord in Lodges and the influential control by senior brethren’; and the 
‘Automation of the Grand Lodge and Lodges’. Each group then presented their findings. These are 
included in the full report; 

The keynote speaker was Robert Conley, Past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Michigan. His 
presentation, similar to the presentation in Indianapolis, was on Shared Services and the need for Grand 
Lodges to become more ‘member focussed’. 

A power point presentation on the Masonic Renewal Committee was provided by Canadian MRC 
members Chibu Uson - Past Grand Master of Manitoba - and Robert Brethour - GSG AASR Canada. It 
provided an overview of the services and programs provided by the MRC in an effort to raise awareness 
of the materials available; 

A Round Table Discussion was introduced on ‘Indictable & Summary Conviction Offenses’. Various 
individual instances were presented, but it was noted that it is up to each individual Grand Lodge to 
determine their course of action. There was considerable discussion regarding the use of criminal 
background checks on prospective candidates; 

And the 2019 Officers were elected and installed. 

As with the GMNA Conference, the opportunity to gather with the leaders of Freemasonry in Canada is 
very beneficial, and the conference provides a real snapshot of the health of Freemasonry in the various 
jurisdictions as well as the challenges all Grand Lodges are facing. 

Special Committees 

The Special committees of Membership; Leadership; Communications; and Education & Enlightenment 
remain in place and are working for the benefit of our Scottish Rite membership. These committees are 
chaired by III. Bros. Terry McLean, Robert Whitmore, Alan Arbuckle, and Robert Brethour. The actions 
of these committees will be the subject of separate reports. 

In addition, the SGC named an Ad Floe Committee to develop a Grand Secretary/Registrar Orientation 
Program (III. Bro. Owen Devereaux - Chair) and an Ad Floe Committee to develop a Valley Bylaw 
Template (III. Bro. John Plarrison - Chair). These committees will also make separate submissions. 

Closing Remarks 

It is an honour to have the opportunity to serve Supreme Council as Grand Secretary-General. The 
continuing thorough and capable manner in which the office is managed and operates is something for 
which I am most appreciative. The input and cooperation of the SGC, LGC, Deputies, COO and Valley 
Secretaries is most appreciated, and the guidance provided to this office is of great and valued benefit. 
Thank you! 
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As mentioned in last year’s report, the ability to perform most of the duties of this office from a remote 
location has resulted in much less time needed in the office in Hamilton. The fact that the office is 
managed so efficiently makes this possible. 

I can assure all of our membership that Supreme Council is working very hard on your behalf, and it is 
our goal to enhance the Scottish Rite experience across Canada for the benefit of all.

Grand Treasurer-General’s Report 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am once again pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Independent Practitioner’s 
Review Engagement Report for the year ended May 31,2018, which will be published in the Annual 
Proceedings of this Session. Copies of these financial statements, which were approved following 
consultation with our accountants can be found in these Preliminary Proceedings. The Financial 
Statements constitute both a general and detailed report of all revenues and expenses during the year 
pursuant to Art. 28 (c) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

The unaudited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31,2018, were 
reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant Thornton LLP, Chartered Accountants. For the 
year ended May 31,2018, your Supreme Council experienced an excess of revenue over expenses 
before unrealised gain on investments in the amount of $24,263 as compared to an excess of 
expenses over revenue in the amount of $61,587 for fiscal 2017. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be found in these 
Preliminary Proceedings present the results of operations for the year ended May 31,2018 together with 
the comparative figures for the year ended May 31,2017. 

The Draft Budget found in these Preliminary Proceedings outlines in detail the results of operations for 
the year ended May 31,2018 compared to the 2018 budget approved at last year’s annual session of 
Supreme Council. 

General Comments 

As stated in many prior years’ reports, producing much needed investment income to fund Supreme 
Council operations is becoming more and more difficult with the prevailing low interest rates received on 
investments and the fear of higher interest rates and lower prices. 
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Declining membership and its effect on the annual per-capita assessment to Supreme Council continues 
to be a concern to your Grand Treasurer-General. Dues [per capita assessments] continue to decline 
each year, however costs continue to increase each year. 

As always, as your Grand Treasurer-General, I continue to be concerned with the financial health of the 
Valleys across Canada and I am cognisant of their financial concerns and problems. As such, we must 
be cognisant of the need to walk a fine line between the financial requirements to operate Supreme 
Council, our governing body and the ability to pay by the Valleys. 

The total revenue decreased from $193,561 in 2017 to $187,900 in 2018 due primarily to decreased per- 
capita assessments as a result of declining membership. Hopefully, dues revenue should show an 
increase in fiscal 2018, 2019 & 2020 due to the annual assessment increases passed in prior years at 
Supreme Council, although the continual decline in membership will partially offset the increased per- 
capita assessments. 

Comparison of expenses, i.e. Administrative, Activities, Officers and Committees and Annual Session 
cost have decreased from $307,603 in 2017 to $251,392 in 2018. Administration expenses and Activities 
expenses reflect a decrease of approximately $12,900, and $8,400 respectively. Officers and Committee 
expenses including travel increased by $3,335 and net Session expenses decreased by $42,101 from 
the previous year. 

Your Grand Secretary-General would like to congratulate the Valley of Montreal on their successful 
hosting of last year’s Supreme Council Session. 

As indicated in the Trustees’ Report found in these Preliminary Reports, the two investment portfolios 
combined aggregated $1,578,712, an increase from the previous year [$1,548,666] of $30,046. This is 
due primarily as a result of various cost cutting measures undertaken to operations and the reduced cost 
of last year’s Annual Session. 

The Investment income and realised [net] capital gains indicate an increase for the year of $35,300 [2018 
-$87,755 vs. 2017 $52,455], 

Financial Statements and Financial Instruments 

The financial statements and the Financial Instruments should be read in conjunction with the Notes to 
the Financial Statements, which accompany these to further explain and provide additional information. 

Investments 

Our investment portfolios continue to be in the care of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and as indicated 
above, they continue to struggle despite recent improvements to the markets and the portfolios. I would 
continue to recommend the engagement of R.B.C. Dominion Securities to attend to our financial needs. 

The net value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at May 31,2018 consisting of cash on deposit 
and cash equivalents, investments at fair value together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid 
items, less liabilities for accounts payable and fees paid in advance totaled $1,586,070 as compared to 
$1,560,135 as at May 31,2017. 

Our investment income aggregated $44,410 for the year ended May 31,2018 as compared to $51,026 in 
the prior year. The net gain on the disposal of investments during the year amounted to $43,345 as 
compared to the prior year of $1,429. Your Trustees’ and Investment Advisors continue to work within 
the amended [2012] guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby the portfolios are 
generally managed within a maximum of 50% / 50% split of fixed income to equity investments. The 
details of the investment portfolios can be found in the financial statements and in the report of the 
Trustees. 

In accordance with Art. 28 [d] of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer-General has 
submitted a draft annual budget for the ensuing fiscal year [June 1,2018 to May 31,2019]. This 
proposed budget has been submitted to the Chairman of Audit and Finance and his committee for review 
and will be addressed in detail in due course and submitted for your approval. 
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Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined in the Statutes 
and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General, Grand Secretary-General and 
Chief Operating Officer are in regular communication throughout the year with our representative at 
R.B.C. Dominion Securities to review the investment portfolios and their respective performances. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating Officer have met 
on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the financial affairs of Supreme Council 
and other staffing and office matters. As indicated above, we have also met with our accountants, Grant 
Thornton, Chartered Accountants to review their report and the year-end unaudited financial statements. 
A special thanks to our accountants Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, LLP for their overall 
assistance and interest during the year. 

Special Candidates Fund 

Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a Candidates’ Capital 
Fund in 2005, this fund as outlined in the unaudited financial statements received the initial seed money 
of $15,000 together with the contributions from the candidates and investment income over the past few 
years. The investment portfolio for this fund at fair value now aggregates $203,663 plus cash equivalents 
of $1,350 for a total of $205,013 as at May 31,2018. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by $9,400 i.e. 47 x $200. From here 
on in, the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council of every new 
Honorary Inspector-General will include an amount of $200 or such amount as determined by Supreme 
Council from time to time. This amount will be invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

The $9,400 from this years’ class will be transferred to the Special Candidates’ Fund maintained by 
R.B.C. Dominion Securities and duly deployed. 

Again, it is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually Supreme Council 
would withdraw say eighty-five [85%] percent of the income earned by the fund to assist with the financial 
operations of Supreme Council. The capital would remain intact. Accordingly, each year the fund will 
increase by the fifteen [15%] of the investment income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions 
made by the fees paid by the new Honorary Inspectors-General and hopefully by capital appreciation on 
the investments being held. This recommendation, now implemented will provide an annual renewable 
source of capital in the future. 

In Conclusion 

Your Sovereign Grand Commander, Grand Treasurer-General, Chief Operating Officer and the Advisory 
Council last year expressed their concern that Supreme Council was continuing year after year to incur 

excess of expenses over revenue before unrealised gains flosses] on investments. This situation 
was and is further exacerbated by the declining membership statistics. 

With the result that Supreme Council annually draws down on their investments to meet operating 
expenses, which is in itself self-defeating. 

To address this concern, the Advisory Council in concert with the Sovereign Grand Commander, the 
Grand Treasurer-General and the Chief Operating Officer undertook a detailed review of all incomes and 
expenses of Supreme Council. 

As a result, a number of cost saving measures were in fact implemented for fiscal 2018 which positively 
affected the operations of Supreme Council, as reflected in the bottom-line of the financial statements. 
However, cost cutting measures can only do so much and go so far. Declining membership is by far our 
greatest concern, as well as the cost of hosting the Annual Session. 

I would again laud the efforts of our Sovereign Grand Commander, Lieutenant Grand Commander and 
our Deputies to introduce meaningful programs and management skills to not only improve the Rite, but 
provide assistance to the various Valleys across Canada. 
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In closing, I would once again wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme Council staff for 
their loyal support throughout the year. And to all the Supreme Council brethren who have 
conscientiously applied fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme Council keep expenditures to budget. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General acknowledges the work and efforts of III. Bro. Steve Warren, 33° Chief 
Operating Officer and a very special thanks to Ms. Leslie Drake of the Office of the Grand Secretary- 
General. 

Again, a special word of thanks to III. Bro. Terry McLean, 33°Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. 
Robert Whitmore, 33° Lieutenant Grand Commander, III. Bro. Robert Brethour, 33°Grand Secretary- 
General and again III. Bro. Steve Warren, 33° Chief Operating Officer and the office staff at Supreme 
Council for all their assistance rendered to the Grand Treasurer-General during the past year.

BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board of Trustees of this Supreme Council can be found in Article 
35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31,2018, the net assets under its charge totalled 
$1,586,070 compared to $1,560,135 as at May 31,2017.The increase in the net assets in the amount of 
$25,935 is represented by an operating excess of revenue over expenses of $24,263 plus a year end 
adjustment for unrealized gain on investments in the amount of $1,672 for a net excess of revenue over 
expenses in the amount of $25,935. 

During the last fiscal year, securities matured or were sold with the result that Supreme Council realized 
a net capital gain of $43,345 compared to a net capital gain of $1,429 in 2017 together with investment 
income of $44,410 [2017 - $51,026]. The total of investment income and net capital gains in the amount 
of $87,755 [2017- $ 52,455] was $15,755 over the budgeted amount of $72,000. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $1,525,600 at market value as at May 31,2018. 
Note, additional cash is included in the cash and cash equivalents, which represents residual cash in the 
broker’s accounts of the General Investments and the Special Candidates’ Fund in the amounts of 
$51,762 and $1,350 respectively for a total of $53,112. Thus bringing the total investment portfolios to 
$1,578,712 as at May 31,2018 as compared to $1,548,666 as at May 31,2017. The cash on hand as at 
May 31,2018 was the result of cash accumulated from investment income received and Maturities at or 
near the year end, which had not been deployed at May 31,2018.

Your Trustees and our investment advisor R.B.C. Dominion Securities continue to work within the 
guidelines of the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby we manage the portfolios generally within 
a maximum 50 % / 50 % split of fixed income to equity securities. Information provided by R.B.C. 
Dominion Securities indicates that for fiscal 2018, the General Investment Portfolio experienced an 
annual overall rate of return of 5.4 % and the Special Candidates’ Fund experienced an annual overall 
rate of return of 8.24 %. 

We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the requirements of Art. 35 [b] of 
the Statutes and Regulations and income from there is paid to the Supreme Council on request except 
for investment income earned on the Special Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted until such 
time as the fund balance and the investment income from there become more meaningful. 

In some years, it is unnecessary to transfer funds to Supreme Council, however during fiscal 2018, cash 
requirements were such that it necessitated the transfer of $70,000 from the General Investment 
Portfolio to the Supreme Council bank account to cover operating costs. 

General Comments 

In Toronto, 53.5% of the TSX Composite Index is made up of just two sectors: financials [53.2%] and 
energy [18.3%]. Financials have had a good run in the past few years and we expect that to continue 
despite concerns about house values and personal debt levels in Canada. The energy sector has been 
split, with large cap exploration and production companies holding their own while the infrastructure and 
pipeline companies, which are typically more defensive and pay high dividends, have been in a three- 
year downtrend, largely over the fear of higher interest rates and lower prices. In fact, many other 
defensive names, such as BCE Inc. and CN Rail, and defensive sectors such as Real Estate Investment 
Trusts [REITs] and utilities, have also sold off on the fear of higher interest rates and the market’s shifted 
focus from a dividend investing strategy to a growth at any price strategy. 

Nevertheless, the Supreme Council investment portfolios continue to provide well needed investment 
income to fund operations. 

Once again, we continue to be pleased with the services of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and their 
representatives. In particular, we would like to express our thanks to Mr. Richard te Boekhorst of R.B.C. 
Dominion Securities for his assistance, interest and availability throughout the year. Accordingly, we 
would recommend the continuing engagement of this firm to administer the Supreme Council Investment 
portfolios and provide for our investment needs.

Report of the Committee On 

JURISPRUDENCE AND LEGISLATION 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation is required by ART. 40 (d) of the Statutes and 
Regulations to consider all matters referred to it, with particular reference to proposed amendments to 
the Statutes and Regulations and to report to this Supreme Council accordingly. 

Part I of this report covers proposed amendments presented to the Grand Secretary-General and 
published in a timely manner as required by ART. 47.1 (a) i and ii. 

Part II of this report covers the Committee’s report on the Allocution of the Sovereign Grand Commander. 

Part III of this report will cover amendments, if any, proposed at the Annual Session and which meet the 
requirements specified in ART. 47.1 (b). 

PARTI 

This year the Committee has received the following notices of proposed amendments to the Statutes and 
Regulations and, in accordance with ART. 47.1 (a) iii, your Committee reports hereon as follows: 

Two notices of proposed amendments were received. They are: 

1. An amendment proposing an additional subsection, subsection (c), to ART. 48. 

2. An amendment proposing a new provision designated ART. 63.1, immediately following ART. 63. 

Note re: Special Treatment of Presenting Amendments 

To present these amendments in a format which your Committee hopes will make them easy to visualize 
and understand, that concerning Article 48 displays the present wording of subsections (a) and (b) in 
black type with the proposed additional subsection (c) in red type. The amendment concerning a 
proposed Article 63.1 appears in red type, preceded by the present Article 63 in black type simply to 
provide context. This follows the general practice that any proposed amendment that would constitute an 
additional or new provision to the Statutes and Regulations will appear in red type, appropriately labelled 
as to Article and subsection. 

Words of Caution 

Your Committee wishes to emphasize that in reporting that a proposed amendment is found to be 
regular, it is in no way endorsing or commenting on the merits of the particular amendment but is stating 
only that it has been found to be regular and, therefore, open to be considered and made the subject of 
voting at the upcoming Executive Session of this Supreme Council. 

Proposed Amendment to add ART. 48 (c) 

Take Notice That at the Annual Session of the Supreme Council to be held in the City of London in the 
Province of Ontario commencing in September 2018, a motion will be made to amend the Statutes and 
Regulations of this Supreme Council by adding Article 48 (c), to read as follows: 
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Relating to Constituent Bodies 

ART. 48. (a) A Scottish Rite Valley shall be the place or area where one or more constituent bodies 

shall meet, which may consist of a Lodge of Perfection and/or a Chapter of Rose Croix and/or a 
Consistory. (1983) 

(b) Wherever within a Valley, a Lodge, a Chapter or a Consistory performs its ritual and 
conducts its meetings primarily in one of the official languages of Canada, it is permissible to have one 
Lodge, Chapter and/or Consistory working in each of the English language and the French language. 
(1998) 

(c) Wherever within the same place or area, if more than one Lodge, Chapter and Consistory 
performs its ritual in either the English or French language, it is permissible to have two separate Valleys, 
one working in the English language, and the other working in the French language. 

On review, your Committee finds the proposed amendment to be irregular. 

Proposed amendment to add ART. 63.1 

Take Notice That at the Annual Session of the Supreme Council to be held in the City of London in the 
Province of Ontario commencing in September 2018, a motion will be made to amend the Statutes and 
Regulations of this Supreme Council by adding Article 63.1, to read as follows: 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS 

ART. 63. (a) All elective officers shall be elected by ballot, with or without nominations as provided 

in By-Laws of the body. Appointive officers shall be named by the presiding officer-elect. All officers, 
elective and appointive, are to be installed at each Installation Ceremony and shall continue in office until 
the installation of their successors. An appointive officer may be installed by proxy. An officer-elect, not 
present at the installation, may be installed thereafter as the presiding officer may direct.” (2017) 

(b) In a body working under dispensation, there shall not be an election of any of the three 
principal officers or an installation of any officer. 

(c) In a Valley, organized with either a Valley Executive Committee or a Valley Advisory 
Committee, and where a Valley has a single officer designated as the Valley Grand Secretary/Registrar 
or Valley Executive Secretary, it may be considered desirable to have the Valley Grand 
Secretary/Registrar or Executive Secretary compensated by means of a contract and conditions of 
employment. In such cases it is permissible for the bodies in the Valley to provide in their respective By¬ 
laws for the elimination of the Grand Secretary and/or Registrar as an elected officer, and place the 
authority for the selection and engagement of these officers with the Valley Executive Committee or the 
Advisory Committee. (2000) 

ART. 63.1 

Executive and Advisory Committees 

(a) A Valley can utilize in its administration either an Executive or Advisory Committee and these 
committees can be either a Valley Committee or a committee of a constituent body. 

(b) The duties of an Advisory Committee include: 

i. Advise and make recommendations to the presiding officers regarding the establishment 
of committees, their terms of reference and reviews of their structure composition and 
performance. 

ii. To review and consider all requests for by-law amendments and to make 
recommendations concerning them to the presiding officers and to the membership at 
meetings authorized to discuss and vote on them. 

iii. Perform a general advisory role on all matters related to the administration and activities 
of the Valley or a constituent body. 

iv. Make a written report to the membership at the Annual Meeting of the Valley or 
constituent body, or more often as directed by the presiding officer. 

(c) The duties of an Executive Committee include: 

i. Those listed above relating to an Advisory Committee. 

ii. Perform specialized functions related to the financial processes of the Valley or 
constituent body as provided for in the by-laws and under the direction of the presiding 
officer. 
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iii. Where the engagement of a single officer as Executive Secretary is desired, to give 
advice and make recommendations concerning hiring, terms of reference for the position, 
remuneration, performance reviews, general oversight and, if necessary, dismissal. 

iv. Make a written report to the membership at the Annual Meeting of the Valley or 
constituent body, or more often as required by the presiding officer. 

(d) Any authority vested in either an Advisory or Executive Committee must not usurp the authority 
vested in a presiding officer by the Statutes and Regulations or be in any way inconsistent with 
them. 

On review, your Committee finds the proposed amendment to be regular.

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Rob Whitmore, 33° and John Harrison, 33°, that the 
proposed amendment, by adding Article 63.1 subsections (a) (b) (c) and (d), be adopted. 

SGC: You have heard the amendment properly proposed and seconded. Any questions or discussions. 

III. Bro. Greasley: I have a question and I’m not sure who present can answer it, but specifically with 
respect to the operation of an Executive Committee, (c) iii states that the engagement of a single officer 
as an Executive Secretary is subject to the recommendation of the Executive Committee. It is unclear 
from this amendment when the Executive Committee functions for the Valley as a whole, who then does 
the hiring. Who is the hiring authority if the Executive Committee is only making a recommendation and 
the Executive Secretary functions for the Valley as a whole? Just to give some context, the Valley of 
Winnipeg functions this way, the Executive Committee hires the Executive Secretary who functions for 
the Valley as a whole not as a Body Secretary. So if we were to take this amendment as, if we pass the 
amendment and take it back to the Valley of Winnipeg, the first question they would ask is; who then is 
the hiring authority if we wish to, well, in this room, and I know it stays in this room, our current Executive 
Secretary will be stepping down at the end of, in the spring, and so it would be time to find a new 
Executive Secretary. If this amendment is passed what do I tell the Valley in terms of who will actually 
be the hiring authority? 

LGC: Sovereign Grand Commander, may I respond to that? 

SGC: Absolutely 
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LGC: It seems to me that in a situation such as that, it will be the Valley that would be hiring the 
Executive Secretary and the effect of this provision would be that the Executive Committee may give 
advice with respect to the hiring and the terms of the hiring and so on, but that ultimately it would be the 
Valley itself if the Executive Secretary is providing services to the entire Valley. That’s how I would see it 
taking place and I think it’s very important to keep in mind the amendment, by adding sub-section (d), 
which makes it very clear that any authority which may be given by this amendment to the Advisory or 
the Executive Committee does not and cannot usurp the authority vesting in the presiding officer as set 
out in the Statutes and Regulations. 

SGC: Is that a response Gord? 

III. Bro. Greasley: inaudible remarks. 

SGC: Any further discussion? Yes. 

III. Bro. Gilkinson: I don’t know that you need anything further from the Chair of Jurisprudence and 
Legislation, but it’s no surprise that I subscribe to the view taken by the Lieutenant Grand Commander, in 
that it would be the Valley, during an annual meeting or at a special meeting called for that purpose by 
the Presiding Officer to deal with hiring recommendations pursuant to Article 63.1. And with respect to 
whither or not anyone other than the Presiding Officer or the membership is ultimately responsible for the 
decision to hire, I think that would depend on the by-laws that were in existence in the Valley at the time. 
You have to take Article 62 into account in terms of the prerogatives of the Presiding Officer in fashioning 
those by-laws. But as it stands, Article 63.1, it would be making recommendation without further detail to 
an annual meeting or a general meeting of the membership called for that purpose to pass on the 
decisions that the Executive Committee recommends to the Presiding Officers. 

III. Bro. Greasley: One supplementary, then I promise to sit down. I can’t think of another organization 
off the top of my head where the employment of a person is subject to the vote of the general 
membership. I’m sure there are models somewhere else but for one thing I think that that process might 
be somewhat un-wieldy in terms of timing. For example, if you’re your Executive Secretary were to leave 
in November or January or something, then the Valley in effect, would have to appoint an Acting 
Executive Secretary, and then do they have the authority to compensate that person without a vote of the 
Valley. I’m not entirely sure that the most effective solution is to open up your hiring decision to annual 
votes of the membership. I’d just like to say that I work for the government and I would find that hiring 
process un-wieldy. 

SGC: Any further discussion on the amendment? Hearing none, I will call for the vote. All in favour? 
Opposed, if any? We’re okay, we need three-quarters, that motion is carried. 

And thank you Brian for all the work you and your committee do in regards to jurisprudence and 
legislation. 

At this time I would call on Loren Kline for the Committee on Ritual.

Report of the Committee On 

THE GENERAL STATE OF THE RITE 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

Let us begin by recognizing that Good things are happening in Scottish Rite! 

Introduction 

In compliance with Article 40(c) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your committee is 
pleased to submit this annual report which contains matters pertaining to the General State of the Rite 
throughout the jurisdiction of Canada. 

The Committee is composed of the Lieutenant Grand Commander as Chairman and the members of this 
committee are all eleven Provincial Deputies across Canada. 

Deputies’ Reports 

As stated above, one need only read, in detail, the individual reports prepared by our hard working 
Deputies and contained in these Proceedings to see examples of the many good things that are 
happening within our Scottish Rite in Canada. A thorough reading of these reports will provide the 
reader with a true picture and a good sense of the many activities that are taking place, the initiatives 
undertaken during the past year, and a feeling for the brotherhood and masonic ties being embraced by 
so many of our members and they as they undertake their masonic activities throughout our entire 
masonic family - all the while doing their best to meet the many challenges that we face. 

To our Deputies, we once again express much appreciation and congratulations for jobs well done and in 
many cases for driving the progress and advancement within Scottish Rite. Let us not forget, however, 
that a Deputy alone is not enough-he must have a vibrant and enthusiastic Valley willing to work hard, try 
new approaches, embrace modern media, and truly put in the effort to make it all work. You will see, 
from the Reports, that we have many such Valleys, some small and some large, but it is those successful 
Valleys that confirm to us that we can overcome challenges and that what we have in Scottish Rite is 
indeed important and worthwhile. 

What are those good things that are happening? Plere are some examples: 

• Inter-Valley visits 

• Five year, and even twenty year, plans are being established to inspire, set priorities, and 
measure success for Valley development 
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• Master Mason nights 

• Scottish Rite degree teams going out to Craft Lodges and thereby assisting the Craft Lodges 
while also promoting interest in Scottish Rite 

• Visits, gifts, and social calls to our widows and house bound brethren to let them know that we 
care and that they are not forgotten 

• Scholarships and bursaries developed and distributed by individual Valleys 

• Family social events, often including the whole family of masonry within a Valley 

• Specific instructions and training in acting and directing to promote high quality degree 
presentations 

• Learning Centres, new and old, that are so successful that waiting lists have developed 

• Our very strong and active Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and all of its good works 

• Interesting and professional web sites in many Valleys 

• Enhanced use of electronic media, not just for emailing notices, but for reminders, newsletters, 
interesting photographs of Valley events, etc. 

• 150 th Year Celebrations 

• Extensive and interesting educational material being produced and distributed as well as group 
discussions pertaining to Scottish Rite masonry 

• Recognition of the need for careful succession planning for officers and other appointments and 
nominations both within Valleys and in Supreme Council 

• Development of a By-law template to assist Valleys in amending and drafting By-laws 

These are but some of the ongoing and encouraging steps being taken throughout our country by so 
many very dedicated and devoted members. But above all else, whether our numbers are few or many 
and in spite of any challenges that may arise, it is the preservation and continuation of our core Scottish 
Rite values that are the true measure of the General State of the Rite in Canada. The fact that we, by 
living as masons, can stand firm and loyal to our basic masonic principles, constantly striving to become 
better men, especially in this world today which seems more troubled than ever, speaks louder than any 
naysayers who may point to declining membership, reduced attendance, financial concerns, or any other 
negative factors. 

It is for these reasons that we say that “Good things are indeed happening within our Scottish Rite”. 
Nevertheless, there are obvious challenges that must be faced. 

Membership 

This is always a topic of great importance and of ongoing concern. In our report last year, we advised 
that during 2015 our overall membership in Lodges of Perfection had declined by approximately 670. As 
of December 31,2016, our Lodge of Perfection membership was 13,562. As of December 31,2017 this 
number had decreased to 12,795 resulting in an overall decline of 767. Nevertheless 2017 had 281 
initiations. Given the nature of our demographics it seems sadly inevitable that we will experience the 
loss of more and more of our older members who have vastly outnumbered our younger initiates; but, 
there is no doubt that this trend must be reversed. 

In spite of these statistics, you will read in the Deputies’ reports that several Valleys have been holding 
even, perhaps making slight gains, and in any event, attracting some new members. Always remember 
that one new, committed and enthusiastic member is more valuable to a Valley than any number of 
apathetic and uninspired new members, no matter how the statistics may appear. There can be no doubt 
that many of the “good news” items listed above will over time attract quality members. We can’t ignore 
our declining membership but, it is submitted, we ought not to be blinded by it to the extent that we lose 
our focus on attracting and keeping men committed to true masonic values. 

Finances 

Our financial well-being, both within each Valley and in our Supreme Council is of prime importance. In 
that regard, the Deputies report that most, but not all Valleys appear to be in reasonably stable financial 
positions. These will be reported in more detail elsewhere but obviously we must never lose sight of the 
need for fiscal responsibility and a firm financial footing. Our Grand Treasurer General does a fine job in 
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watching over our Supreme Council finances. We anticipate that going to a four year term with Full 
Supreme Council Sessions only every other year will improve our overall financial stability. Each Valley 
must pay close attention to its finances. Even those that appear to be financially secure can easily 
experience erosion as the number of members decline. 

Communication 

We all are aware that, in many Valleys, only a low proportion of the Valley membership actually attends 
meetings or participates in Valley activities. Low attendance sends the wrong message to new members 
who cannot help but to conclude that regular attendance is not expected. This issue is a prime focus of 
the efforts being made to enhance communication with our members. In this new age of electronics and 
its inexpensive, quick, and relatively easy methods, many Valleys are developing extremely effective 
communication programmes. Web sites, reminder emails, Facebook postings-all these and more 
stimulate interest and enthusiasm among new members and old. These initiatives are spreading and are 
to be encouraged. 

Education 

The call for more masonic education was heard very clearly from the National Membership Survey 
conducted in 2015. Since then our Education and Enlightenment Committee has been working very hard 
and has developed some very interesting and popular materials. All of this will be reported on separately 
but suffice it to say that this is a Committee which truly is improving the General State of our Rite in 
Canada. 

Conclusion 

We began this report by stating that good things are happening in Scottish Rite. Without the hard work, 
encouragement and dedication of our Deputies, the leadership within our Valleys, the support of our 
Active and Past Active Members of Supreme Council, and the staff within our Supreme Council office, 
particularly our C.O.O., III. Bro. Steven Warren, 33°, and our Office Administrator, Ms. Leslie Drake, 
these would not be happening. To each of you I offer my own personal thanks as Chairman of this 
Committee and also express the gratitude of each member of the Committee. 

Finally, we note this completes the triennial term of our Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. Terry 
McLean, 33°. Many of our initiatives have originated with him. Aside from simply coming up with the 
ideas, he has had the ability and energy to see so many through to successful implementation. It has 
been a pleasure to work with him throughout his term and we all look forward to many more years of 
benefiting from his leadership, his ideas, his enthusiasm, and his friendship. Fie is, has been, and will 
continue to be a very important and welcome part of the General State of our Rite in Canada.

Report of the Committee On 

FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

The Standing Committee on Fraternal Relations is pleased to present this report in discharge of the duty 
imposed upon it by Article 40(c) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council to keep informed with respect to 
fraternal relations with other Supreme Councils and Masonic Bodies throughout the world, to advise the 
Sovereign Grand Commander with respect to the conduct thereof and to report thereon to this Supreme 
Council at each Annual Session. 

We are pleased to report as follows: 

Conference of Grand Masters and Grand Secretaries of North America. 

Our Supreme Council was represented by III. Bro Robert D. Brethour, Grand Secretary-General, and his 
wife Charlotte. The Conference was held in Indianapolis, February 17-20 th , 2018. This conference is 
usually well attended by Grand Masters and Secretaries from North America as well as concordant 
bodies and Grand Masters from countries outside North America. 

The Grand Secretary-General has provided a detailed report of the conference and it takes the form, in 
most part, of break out session to discuss ways and means to improve and support Craft Lodge 
Masonry. Among the many subjects for discussion were, membership retention and fellowship and 
education. The Grand Secretary-General will not only share many of the discussion points with our 
Supreme Council, but will no doubt be instrumental in applying many in Education and Enlightenment.

Report of the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Initiatives 

LEADERSHIP 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

This year, as in years past, our Sovereign Grand Commander continued the leadership initiative as we 
strive in each Valley and in our Supreme Council to recognize, develop, and improve leadership at all 
levels throughout Canadian Scottish Rite. Going back to the National Membership Survey conducted in 
2015, numerous concerns, areas of interest, potential improvements, and new opportunities were 
identified. Each year thereafter our Deputies were instructed to meet with the leaders in each of their 
Valleys to identify and set priorities, identify progress that was made from the previous year, re-evaluate 
those priorities as necessary, and establish new goals and objectives. 

This year there has been no doubt that all of our Deputies have recognized the importance of leadership 
and have recognized the assistance that they can provide to the Valleys. Although not every Deputy has 
submitted a separate report dealing only with leadership, it is clear from the various annual reports 
submitted by our Deputies, that the issue of leadership has been taken very seriously and progress has 
been made in many of our Valleys. 

Many of the concerns expressed in the National Membership Survey were and continue to be so 
important as to warrant specific and focused attention. As such, priorities such as education, 
membership, and communication all have received separate attention and are reported on individually in 
these Proceedings, however, all of these are directly a part of leadership and it only is through good and 
strong leadership that these other initiatives can move forward. 
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Since our last Sessions in Montreal, we have had two Deputies’ Teleconferences, one in January and 
one in April. These were very worthwhile and permitted an exchange of ideas and concerns amongst all 
of our Deputies together with our Sovereign Grand Commander, Grand Secretary General, C.O.O., and 
Lieutenant Grand Commander. While getting together by teleconference is an economical and helpful 
way for this group to communicate, there is nothing like face to face contact and it is hoped that during 
the upcoming term we will be able to have at least one, in person, Deputies’ Workshop. 

While not all Valleys have established strong Valley Improvement Plans or Valley Objectives, most 
Valleys at least recognize the importance of having strong and specific goals and objectives and the 
need for ongoing assessment of the progress being made. In many Valleys, very strong plans have 
been created and implemented. Several Valleys have drafted and implemented five year plans 
identifying objectives for each year-indeed, the Valley of Woodstock has produced an in-depth twenty 
year progress plan! 

As an example of such a plan, the Valley Improvement Plan prepared within the Valley of Ottawa, largely 
under the leadership of III. Bro. Alan Arbuckle, 33°, focusses on several issues: 

• Membership Retention 

• Recruitment 

• Valley Programs 

• Leadership 

• Education 

• Communications 

• Finances 

Specific steps are identified to further each objective with the progress measured each year. 

Some of the promising initiatives that have been and are being developed in various Valleys include: 

• Active and interesting web sites 

• Scottish Rite degree teams for presentation in Craft Lodges 

• Master Mason Nights 

• Specific succession planning to identify potential new officers and to assist existing 
officers 

• Interesting and stimulating educational programmes accompanied by appropriate written 
materials 

• Electronic reminders of upcoming events and meetings being sent to all members of the 
Valley 

• Social events, often including the full family of masonry in the Valley 

• Follow up contact with new members and encouragement and opportunities for them to 
become involved 

• Conscious efforts to improve the quality of ritual being presented 

Leadership is not only a Valley priority. It also is a priority for our Supreme Council and we recognize the 
fact that we, as a Supreme Council, must demonstrate leadership and do all that we can to facilitate the 
development and prosperity of our Valleys. As such, we have moved forward with various initiatives 
which hopefully will be of use to our Valleys as we all seek to improve our Scottish Rite. While several of 
these will be reported on separately, some of these initiatives include: 

• The development of a By-law Template to assist Valleys in amending or implementing 
new By-laws 

• A focus on the presentation of degrees in the 21 st century 

• Development of a power point presentation on Scottish Rite for use at craft lodge and 
other meetings 

• Succession planning with respect to Deputies, Active members, and Supreme Council 
Officers 

While much has been accomplished, leadership is an ongoing and never ending requirement in order for 
our Scottish Rite to flourish. Increasingly, we hear that fewer and fewer members are being called upon 
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to do more and more. This may be a fact of life as our membership declines, but it also may be a 
function of some reluctance by all of us to encourage, lead, mentor, and involve our newer members so 
that they want to return, become involved, and assume leadership roles of their own. Surely, the best 
way to accomplish this is to identify specific plans, enact the steps to implement them, and above all 
else, for each of us to live like masons, to practise our ideals, and to set the example that potential new 
members will want to be a part of. 

In closing, I extend my thanks to our Sovereign Grand Commander, our Grand Secretary General, our 
Chief Operating Officer, to our Office Administrator Ms. Leslie Drake, and to each and every one of our 
hard working Deputies and to all of those committed Scottish Rite masons who, in each Valley, do all that 
they can to ensure our ongoing success. Without all of you our efforts would fail and to all of you we 
offer our gratitude and congratulations.

Report of the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Initiatives 

MEMBERSHIP 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 

Peers and Brethren: 

A member by definition is “A person who belongs.” We need to give them a valuable experience. 

Supreme Council, being a governing body must be seen as providing resources and support to our 
Valleys by creating a national profile to support the Valleys in their efforts in membership recruitment, 
communication, leadership and Scottish Rite education and enlightenment. 

Our Scottish Rite Membership Situation. (See attached charts) - What are the Membership facts?-Lets 
work together on the solutions! 

Scottish Rite Membership The Challenge - The Current Picture 

- Average age of our Membership is 71 years. Statistics Canada reports that the average mortality 
rate for males is 82. If you assume the average of half of the 60% of us survive 82 about 4200 of 
us won’t. 

- Approximately 60% of our Membership are 68 or older 

- About 8% of our Membership is 45 years and younger 
Deaths, Demits & Suspensions have doubled our Initiations 

Our New Members annually run around 300 or 2% of our membership. We need to maintain this 
figure to support our numbers at the current levels. 

- Observation our average age above is lowered by the larger Valleys. Smaller Valleys ages are 
higher and newer younger candidates are more challenging to come by. 

What needs to be done? 

The Opportunity - Let’s all give our Membership tools a workout! 

On all my 45 official visits I have travelled with my briefcase full to the brim with membership tools. I have 
shared the contents with the Valley Secretary/Registrars and left them with an order form. This was met 
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with universal enthusiasm as the Grand Secretary/Registrars are all too familiar with the situation. 
Included in the briefcase are; 

- The SR Membership Jewel a great tool to promote Scottish Rite Freemasonry 

The membership video - The Masonic Journey Continues (it might need some editing). 

New Membership Brochures 
A 50 th Anniversary SRCF video

Membership Survey Improvement Planning 
The New Scottish Rite Banner 

SGC welcome letter to new SR members on receiving their 14 th degree 

- A paper on Flow Scottish Rite can support Craft Lodges. 

Let’s all talk Scottish Rite Freemasonry with Master Masons! Shine more masonic light! Support 
your Craft Lodge! Listen to the membership! 

Master Mason nights, Open Plouses, the Supreme Council and SRCF websites and Scottish Rite Degree 
teams are proving very beneficial in disseminating information about the Rite. 

I am very excited about the new power point presentation entitled “Welcome to Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry” created by the Education and Enlightenment Committee. This marketing tool with 
permission can be used in Craft Lodges or with a group of Master Masons to shed more light on what 
Scottish Rite Freemasonry is and does. You can even tailor it to your local Valley conditions. I look 
forward to the inaugural presentation on Saturday at this session. 

Another observation is that we need more engagement of the families in our social endeavours 
especially with that 8% of our members 45 years and younger. They insist on it. 

In the 2017 Proceedings I provided the following charts reflecting current membership data and trends 
made visible. These charts have been updated.

Report of the Ad Hoc Committee On 

RITUAL IN THE 21 st CENTURY 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

There has been a growing concern of the lack of presentation, quality and execution of the degree work 
around our jurisdiction. From time to time this topic has been raised and discussed at our Advisory Board 
Meetings. For that reason, the Sovereign Grand Commander appointed an “Ad Hoc” Committee to look 
into these concerns. 

Though this report lists many negative observations, one must recognize that many degrees are 
presented in excellent fashion. 
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OBSERVATIONS: 

1. Valleys are experiencing increasing challenges in manning degree teams, directors, support 
staffs etc. 

2. Some members are experiencing “Burn Out” - too few members doing too much. 

3. Many Valleys only perform only the obligatory degrees. 

4. Parts in degrees are being read and often even read poorly. 

5. Poor sound systems or difficulty in hearing or comprehending what is being said. 

6. Degrees with large requirement for casts often are performed with missing characters. Valleys 
experiencing “no shows” of cast members. Often as a function of not receiving commitment far in 
advance. 

7. Props are old and sometimes ineffective. 

8. Costumes are old, getting threadbare, and are soiled. This also impacts the desire of Brethren to 
get involved in degrees. 

9. Valleys do not have the financial resources to upgrade costumes, props, sound systems etc. 

10. Practices for degrees are poorly attended. In many cases, no practices at all. 

11. Lack of planning in advance. Often degree meetings and reunions are being coordinated at the 
last minute. Panic mode. 

12. Often receive comments from members from smaller Valleys on how they wish they could see 
degrees that are not performed in their Valley. 

13. Though the size of Valleys certainly has an impact on some of these observations, large Valleys 
are not immune to some or all of these issues. 

14. Over taxing some Brothers with too many parts. Lack of backup. 

15. The younger generation is raised in a digital/electronic age and their approach to communications 
is very different to that being employed by the masonic fraternity. 

16. Diminishing class sizes and some just passing through does not give us enough resources for the 
future. 

17. Memorization is becoming an archaic skill for some impacting lack of desire to take on parts and 
leadership roles.

Following are some of the suggested solutions discussed with the Advisory Board members: 

1. Create video presentations of degrees and make them available to Valleys. Educational and 
discussion topics can be added to them that engage the members. Leave out obligation and 
secrets. Officers/Members can execute them during video presentation. 

2. Authoring new degrees that require less cast members, modern props (minimal) and instill new 
enthusiasm, (e.g. - 26 th degree performed in Buffalo). New authored degrees need to encompass 
the same lessons of the original degree. 
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3. Officer training in setting up plans and communications for dealing with degree work, manning 
and maintenance of props and costumes. 

4. Visiting degree teams, (more easily accomplished in Ontario). 

5. Sharing of information across Canada on obtaining cost effective costumes and props. 

AUTHORING NEW DEGREES: 

Largest challenge is to find Brethren who have the skill set required to accomplish this. We would need 
to make it widely known what we are looking for, set the parameters of the lessons required, and set 
general guidelines. 

DEGREE VIDEOS 

For this to be really effective, videoing a degree needs to be done at least in a semi professional manner. 
Can’t be just a simple taping of a degree being performed during a reunion or meeting. 

Through the advice of III. Bro. Milan Cobanov, we determined that at least one full day of shooting would 
be required with two cameras, two videographers, lighting, microphones etc. It was also estimated that 
one to two days of editing would be required (depending on the complexity of the degree).We determined 
that an estimate on cost is approximately $4,000 to $5,000. This is based on one full day shooting with 
two cameras, lighting, mics etc. with approximately 8-10 hours of editing. 

Conclusion 

The committee was given permission to run a pilot project on producing one degree on video at an 
anticipated cost of $5,000 to $6,000. 

The committee determined that either the 6 th or 8 th degree would be good degrees for a pilot project. The 
committee will observe these two degrees at several locations in the fall of 2018. 

Barrie - 8 th degree - Friday, Sept. 28, 2018, 8:00 pm 
Flamilton - 6 th degree - Tuesday, November 6, 2018 9:30 am 
Toronto - 8 th degree - Thursday, November 22, 2018 7:00 pm 
The committee will then decide on which degree to pursue for a pilot project, who will be in the cast, and 
where it will be performed.

Report of the Ad Hoc Committee On 

BY-LAW TEMPLATE 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

During the past several years in my capacity as Chairman of the Audit and Finance Committee, I have 
expressed my concern that Supreme Council lacks a template which would provide guidance to the 
Valleys looking to make changes to their by-laws and as a result it can be challenging to work through 
amendments due to a lack of organisation and consistency. 

A standard template would ensure that the Valley is requesting authority that complies with the Statutes 
and Regulations, articles that are internally consistent, that are comprehensive in addressing process to 
govern the administration of the Valley and in enacting/supporting initiatives of Supreme Council as the 
Rite seeks to provide a better experience for its members. 

A standard template should provide a number of standard worded provisions on essential articles for 
consideration. The very act of looking at a standard template forces consideration of possible actions to 
improve a Valley and to strengthen the Rite. 
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However, a template is a menu. It cannot address the need of every Valley or its circumstances. It should 
not stifle creative thinking by being rigidly applied. It needs to present a viable option for Valleys finding it 
difficult to apply resources in the area of revamping by-laws and as an assist to others whose by-laws 
may only require minor tweaking. 

As a result of these discussions, the Sovereign Grand Commander requested that Lieutenant Grand 
Commander III. Bro. Robert Whitmore, III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, Chairman of Jurisprudence and 
Legislation, and myself as Chairman of Audit and Finance work together to draft a template for By-laws 
to be used as a guide. 

During this process, we also consulted with III. Bro. Robert Brethour, Grand Secretary General who 
assisted in the review and providing a By-Law Amendment Process which outlines the steps required for 
By-law amendments. 

I have attached a copy of the By-law Amendment Process, along with our new By-law Draft Template for 
review and consideration. 

I am extremely grateful to III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson in his crafting of this document as well as our 
Lieutenant Grand Commander, III Bro. Robert Whitmore for his review and guidance, and Grand 
Secretary General Robert Brethour for his input and assistance in providing the Process Document.

It’s fluid in as much as it’s going to be 
amended as certain by-laws will be amended and so step one is the adoption of the template, step two is 
we have someone who has volunteered to be a custodian, for lack of a better description, of the template 
who is skilled and experienced in legislative amendments and processes and he is prepared to prepare a 
Q&A session, Guidelines for using the Template. So it’s a tool, that’s the intent of it.

Preamble (optional) 

Article 1: Name 

The_Lodge of Perfection, the_Chapter of Rose Croix and the_ 

Consistory (delete what does not apply) shall be named and designated the_Valley of the A. 

& A.S.R. of Freemasonry, hereafter individually referred to as the Lodge or the Chapter or the Consistory 

(delete what does not apply) and collectively as the Bodies of the_Valley, (modify if the by-laws 

relate to one constituent body only) 

The Lodge shall be the fiscal agent of the Valley and as such one financial statement shall be issued for 
the Valley, (optional if the bodies in a Valley wish to enact one set of by-laws for all bodies) (see Article 94 
(h)) 

Article 2: Allegiance 

The constituent bodies (or name the individual body if there is not one set of by-laws for the Valley) of the 

_Valley acknowledge and yield allegiance to The Supreme Council of the Thirty-Third 

Degree of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 

The Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council of the A. &. A.S.R. of Canada are the supreme authority 

for the government and regulation of the_Valley (or name the constituent body if applicable) 

and in the event of any conflict between these by-laws and them, those Statutes and Regulations will 
prevail, (see Article 94) 

Article 3: Jurisdiction 

The jurisdiction of the_Valley (or the constituent body) will be such as may be designated 

from time to time by Supreme Council. 

Article 4: Seal 

The official seal of the _Valley for all financial documents shall be the seal of the 

_Lodge of Perfection. All other documents will bear the seal of either the Lodge, or Chapter or 

Consistory (as may be applicable). (The seal used for financial documents will need to be modified if the L 
of P is not named as the fiscal agent for the Valley) 

Article 5: Meetings 

Frequency: 

(a) The meetings of the_Lodge of Perfection shall be held ... (see Article 59). Special 

meetings may be held at the call of the Thrice Puissant Grand Master, (see Article 68) 

(b) The meetings of the_Chapter of Rose Croix shall be held...., and without exception, 

on Maundy Thursday and on Easter Day, the latter subject to an approved dispensation obtained 
pursuant to Article 26 (a) iv (9). (see Article 55) 

(c) The meetings of the_Consistory shall be held... and, in any event, no less than 

four times per year, (see Article 51) 

(d) The Annual Meeting of the Valley shall be held... 

(include the meetings of the constituent bodies applicable in your Valley and only those applicable to one 
set of by-laws or individual constituent body by-laws) 

Quorum: 

Six members of the Lodge will constitute a quorum for the transaction of business provided the Thrice 
Puissant Grand Master, a Past Thrice Puissant Grand Master or one of the Wardens be present. No 
degrees may be conferred except by, or in the presence of, the Thrice Puissant Grand Master, a Past 
Thrice Puissant Grand Master or an Active Member of Supreme Council, (see Article 60) 

Six members of the Chapter will constitute a quorum for the transaction of business provided the Most 
Wise Sovereign, a Past Most Wise Sovereign or one of the Generals be present. No degrees may be 
conferred except by, or in the presence of the Most Wise Sovereign, a Past Most Wise Sovereign or an 
Active Member of Supreme Council, (see Article 56) 
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Six members of the Consistory shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business provided the 
Commander-in-Chief, a Past Commander-in-Chief, or one of the Lieutenant-Commanders-in-Chief be 
present. No degree may be conferred except by, or in the presence of the Commander-in-Chief, a Past 
Commander-in-Chief or an Active Member of Supreme Council, (see Article 52) 

(use the quorum provisions applicable to your situation) 

Notice: 

Notice of the regular or special meetings of the bodies of_Valley (or individual bodies 

where applicable) will be given to the members at least five (5) days prior thereto. The notice will be written 
or printed and personally served upon, left at the residence or place of business, or forwarded through the 
mail to the member at his last reported address. Where a member is internet connected, the notice may 
be sent by email in accordance with the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. The Grand 
Secretary/Registrar shall send copies of every notice to the Grand Secretary-General, (see Article 69)

Should a vacancy occur 
in any elective office prior to the regular meeting at which elections are held, an election to fill the office, 
and if necessary to fill such office as may become vacant as a result of such election, will take place at the 
next regular or special meeting after the members have received due notice.

Constituent Bodies Officers in Common: 

No member shall be an officer in more than one constituent body at the same time and no member shall 
hold concurrently more than one office in that body except that a member may hold at the same time more 
than one of the offices of Grand Secretary, Assistant Grand Secretary, Registrar, Assistant Registrar, 
Grand Treasurer, Treasurer, Grand Prelate, Prelate, Grand Chaplain, Grand Almoner, Almoner, Grand 
Tyler, Grand Sentinel, Grand Organist, Guard and Grand Historian, with the proviso that no member 
may hold: 

1. The positions of Grand Secretary or Assistant Grand Secretary and that of Grand Treasurer in the 
_Lodge of Perfection. 

2. The position of Grand Registrar and Assistant Grand Registrar and that of Treasurer in the 
_Chapter of Rose Croix. 


3. The positions of Grand Secretary or Assistant Grand Secretary and that of the Grand Treasurer in 

the_Consistory, (see Article 62) 

4. Or any other multiple offices that would result in a conflict of interest, in the opinion of the Sovereign 
Grand Commander.

Duties of Officers: 

The duties of the First Officers of the Valley constituent bodies are as set out in the Statutes and 
Regulations, the Ceremonies of Installation and the usages and customs of the Scottish Rite, (see Article 
62) 

These sources of authority apply also to other officers of these bodies. 

These duties and others enumerated in these by-laws and not in conflict with the Statutes and Regulations 
include: (list specific officers and their duties in accordance with the wishes of the Valley/body) 

Examples: 

Grand Secretary/Registrar/Grand Secretary 

The duties of the Grand Secretary/Registrar/Grand Secretary (determine which need to be mentioned) are 
to keep an accurate record of all transactions of the Valley (or constituent body if by-laws are individual to 
the body) proper to be written, including a list of members and visitors present at each meeting. He will 
keep a correct account between the Valley (or body) and each of its members, collect the monies due the 
bodies (or body) and pay the same over to the Grand Treasurer (or Treasurer re CRC or Grand Treasurer 
re Consistory if by-laws relate to the body and not the Valley), taking his receipt therefor, keep custody of 
the Seals, issue all notices and summonses when required to do so and keep a list of all petitions for 
degrees, affiliations, demits, suspensions, expulsions, reinstatements and rejections. He shall present 
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annually, at the first regular meeting following the annual meeting, a statement of his accounts with the 

_Valley (or body), prepare, in conjunction with other officers where necessary, the Annual 

Returns to Supreme Council and generally to perform such other duties as may be required by order of 
the presiding officers. 

Grand Treasurer/Treasurer/Grand Treasurer 

The duties of the Grand Treasurer/Treasurer/Grand Treasurer (determine which need to be mentioned) 
are to receive all monies from the Grand Secretary/Registrar/Grand Secretary, giving receipts therefor, 
and deposit the same forthwith in the local branch of a chartered bank or trust company to the various 

accounts of the_Valley (or constituent body), including the Life Membership Commuted 

Account. He will keep a true account of the same, pay all authorized accounts by cheque signed by two of 
those authorized to do so. He will at the first regular meeting following the Annual Meeting, and whenever 
required by the Lodge (or other constituent body if the Lodge is not the Valley fiscal agent) present a 
statement of his accounts. 

Grand Almoner/Almoner/Grand Almoner 

These officers are the custodians, in trust, of the funds of the Box of Fraternal Assistance and shall deposit 
to the credit of their respective accounts all monies received plus any donations directed to those accounts. 
They will pay from these accounts amounts as may be deemed necessary for benevolence to members 
and/or their widows and children. At the Annual Meeting of the Valley (or body) they will present a written 
report outlining the monies received, disbursed and currently held in trust. At no time shall this report 
include any personal information of those receiving assistance. 

Trustees and Auditors/Financial Reviewers 

At the first regular meeting, or special meeting scheduled for that purpose, after the end of the fiscal year, 
present a written report to the Lodge (or body) detailing the findings of their examination of all accounts, 
the books of the Grand Treasurer/Treasurer/Grand Treasurer (as applicable), Grand 
Secretary/Registrar/Grand Secretary (as applicable). 

Each constituent body shall at the election of officers, elect or appoint a minimum of two trustees; and a 
minimum of two financial reviewers if a full audit of Valley finances is not conducted by a professional 
auditor, excluding the Grand Treasurer/Treasurer/Grand Treasurer and the trustees will be custodians of 
the Life Membership Commuted Account. They will be responsible for the investment of funds of this 
account in accordance with the Statutes and Regulations. The trustees shall have exclusive signing 
authority over this account and a minimum of two (2) signatures will be required for all transactions. The 
term “audited” shall include a review engagement and/or a full audit. The trustees shall cause to be 
prepared an audited financial statement of the Valley fiscal agent (or body) at the end of its fiscal year and 
deliver such statement(s) within four months of the end of the fiscal year for the consideration and approval 
of the membership at the first regular meeting of the Valley (or body) or at a special meeting called for that 
purpose. The Trustees, in conjunction with the Finance Committee, shall conduct an annual status review 
of the Life Membership Commuted Account in accordance with that recommended in the Statutes and 
Regulations and report the results of that review to the membership and the next regular meeting or at a 
special meeting called for that purpose, (see Article 64 and Regulation 10.1 - 10.6) 
Indemnification/Personal Liability 

All officers of the constituent bodies of the_Valley, and members appointed to its 

committees shall be deemed to have entered into office, or committee service, on the understanding that 
they will be indemnified against all debts, claims or obligations arising from the performance of the duties 
of their office, or committee service, if that performance was guided by good faith and within the confines 
of the authority specified for the office or committee. 

Article 7: Committees 


Commentary 

The Statutes and Regulations and Supreme Council initiatives give some guidance as to what Standing 
Committees a Valley or constituent body should establish, by the specific comments on certain areas of 
Valley/body activity. These include: Trustees and Auditors/Financial Reviewers (see Article 64, Reg 10.1- 
10.6), Applications (see Articles 74, 75, 76, 77, 78, 79, 80 and 81), Membership (see Articles 82, 83, 84, 
85, 86) Finance (see Article 70, 71 and Reg 10.1 -10.6) Leadership, Communications, and Enlightenment 
and Education and Almoners. Fiduciary duties owed to the general membership also require the creation 
of committees with clear mandates. A review of these provisions gives guidance regarding the particular

clauses a Valley or body may wish to incorporate into its by-laws, ever remembering the caution contained 
in Article 94 that those provisions must be consistent with the Statutes and Regulations. The complexity of 
some activities may aid a consideration concerning the number of members to comprise the committee 
and their aptitudes. 

In addition, there are local concerns that may be common to all Valleys/constituent bodies and others that 
are unique to particular Valleys/bodies. These may lead to the creation of other committees, standing or 
special. 

Examples: Property and Regalia Committee, Character Committee, Set-up Committee, Officer Nominating 
Committee, Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Fundraising Committee, Reunion Committee, 
Entertainment/Social engagement. This list is not intended to be exhaustive. 

Committees require work and the engagement of many members if the work is to be done effectively and 
without burning out a few good men. Therefore, priority should be given to selecting Chairmen with proven 
leadership experience and to populating committees with those who are interested in the subject matter. 
Geographic balance of committee membership, if possible, is a good way of dispelling myths that you have 
to live in a certain area to be involved in the work of the Valley. 

In drafting the parameters of a committee’s mandate, as well as the by-laws, always be mindful of Article 
94. Do not usurp the prerogatives of Supreme Council by purporting to legislate by-laws or empower 
committees to authority and actions inconsistent with the Statutes and Regulations. Supreme Council has 
prescribed forms for many functions, including application for degrees, with the legal protections it includes. 
It has exclusive authority over regalia, jewels and symbols and how they are to be treated. It regulates 
visitation, the conferral of degrees and the use of rituals and, as seen elsewhere in this template, many 
other areas that can guide Valleys and bodies in the creation of by-laws and the committees that support 
local administration. 

Of central importance is the need to avoid usurping the authority the Statutes and Regulations 
confer on the First Officers of the constituent bodies. If your Valley is organized with a Valley 
Executive Committee or a Valley Advisory Committee as provided in Article 63, neither committee 
can assume or usurp the authority of the presiding officers, or dilute, by making them one of many 
committee members, their ultimate ability to decide matters for which they have been granted 
authority in the Statutes and Regulations. 

These are things to bear in mind in fashioning a committee structure that will serve the Valley best. 

In summary, a typical committee: 

1. Should have the number of members necessary to effectively achieve its mandate. 

2. It should engage both officers and members i.e. be a vehicle for education, engagement and 
retention. 

3. Its mandate should be clearly stated. 

4. It should be under a duty to report annual progress and activity at the Valley or body’s Annual 
Meeting. 

5. Its membership should be geographically balanced where possible. 

Examples: 

Property Committee: 

This committee shall consist of.... 

The committee shall take charge of and be responsible for the care and maintenance of the furniture, 

regalia, costumes and other articles of the_Valley (or applicable constituent body). It shall 

also be responsible for, with such assistance as may be necessary, the set-up and breakdown of degree 
paraphernalia. 

The committee will have an annual budget as determined by the Finance Committee after considering the 
funding request of the Chairman. 

The committee will submit a written report to the Annual Meeting, or more often as may be determined by 
the presiding officers, detailing its activities, needs and make recommendations for future goals. 

Advisory Committee (for the Valley or a constituent body) (see Article 63) 

The committee shall provide advice and recommendations to the presiding officers, their officers and other 
Valley committees. 
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Membership shall be determined by the presiding officer with the advice and recommendations of Valley 
members of Supreme Council and with the assistance of The Manual for Officers, (see the 
scottishritecanada.ca website -Members Section) 

Term of membership on the committee shall be.... 

Duties of the committee include: 

1. Advise and make recommendations to the presiding officers regarding the establishment of 
committees, their terms of reference and reviews of their structure, composition and performance. 

2. To review and consider all requests for by-law amendments and to make recommendations 
concerning them to the presiding officers and to the membership at meetings authorized to discuss 
and vote on them. 

3. Make a written report to the Annual Meeting regarding its activities. 

Note: nothing in the by-laws generally or with respect to this committee in particular is intended to 
detract or alter the prerogatives and duties of the First Officers as set out in the Statutes and 
Regulations of Supreme Council. 

Executive Committee (for the Valley or a constituent body) (see Article 63) 

This committee can structured to perform the advisory, recommendation and support role of the Valley 
Advisory Committee detailed above. In addition, where the Valley wishes to devolve executive functions in 
areas not in conflict with the prerogatives of its presiding officers, it will generally opt for one set of Valley 
by-laws and devolve some of the functions of otherwise particular committees to an overall umbrella Valley 
Executive Committee. 

A Valley wishing to enact one set of by-laws must, by them, designate the Lodge of Perfection as the fiscal 
agent for the Valley and specify that one financial statement shall be issued for the Valley, (see Article 94). 
The creation of either a Valley Executive Committee or as an Executive Committee of a constituent body 
is a mechanism for allowing the officers and others to participate, through membership on these 
committees, to deal with issues not specifically reserved to the presiding officers and on those that are 
reserved to them, to offer advice and make recommendations. 

All financial issues must be dealt with and decided in the meetings of the Lodge of Perfection where the 
Valley has elected to adopt one set of Valley by-laws. 

A Valley Executive Committee, a Valley Advisory Committee and any such committee of a 
constituent body cannot appoint committees. It is the duty of the presiding officers. A presiding 
officer is to preside at all meetings of his constituent body. These committees can advise and make 
recommendations on these appointments but that advice is not binding on the presiding officers. 

(see Article 62) 

The primary purpose of a Valley Executive committee is facilitating work on behalf of all constituent bodies 
in three main areas: 

1. Financial where business must be considered and decisions taken in the Lodge in a one by-law 
Valley or in a constituent body otherwise. Interaction with Grand Treasurer/Treasurer and any 
existing Finance Committee may be part of this. All such business and decisions are subject to the 
ultimate authority of the presiding officer chairing the committee. 

2. Administrative, where the engagement of an overall Executive Secretary is deemed advisable, in 
which case the committee may be responsible for advising and making recommendations 
concerning hiring, terms of reference for the position, remuneration, performance reviews and 
dismissal. Oversight regarding duties of the Executive Secretary including preparations of the 
Annual Returns may be part of this, (see Article 63) 

3. The general advisory role as discussed with care not to usurp the prerogatives of presiding officers. 
Membership 

Consider recruitment initiatives, social functions, Master Masons events, member engagement to inspire, 
retain and facilitate family involvement. 

Leadership 

Consider officer selection, progression, training, administrative structures that promote wider involvement 
of the membership, policy and planning etc.

Communications 

Consider internal and external communications, determine the means and targets of communication, 
structures (notices, newsletters, bulletins, posters, hardcopy or electronic, social media and websites) and 
responsibilities necessary to achieve goals of the Valley and Supreme Council, sharing best practices, 
(use social media wisely and with the Supreme Council policy on its use in mind. See the Social Media 
Policy on the scottishritecanada.ca website-Members Section) 

Education and Enlightenment 

Consider the creation, identification and distribution of materials, using both internal and external 
resources, tailoring content to audience type and the goals to be achieved, (consult the website for posted 
resources) 

Character Investigation 

Consider the fit. Is the applicant a good fit for the Rite. Is the Rite a good fit for the applicant. Time is 
precious and not to be wasted. The informed applicant who still desires to proceed is the best applicant. 
What is his background of dedicated service in his Craft Lodge? Why does he wish to join the Rite? Do his 
sponsors know him? What kind of character committee members can best do this most important function? 
(see Article 75 (e))

Article 9: Membership 


(a) Definition: 

Every candidate for the degrees of the constituent bodies of the_Valley (or Lodge of 

Perfection, CRC or Consistory name if applicable) becomes a member of those bodies upon receiving the 
lowest degree conferred by it. (see Article 82) 

(b) Eligibility by Application for Degrees 

Master Masons, whose permanent residence is within this jurisdiction and whose Craft Lodge membership, 

in this jurisdiction, is in good standing may apply to become members of the_Lodge of 

Perfection in accordance with the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

(Alternatively for CRC) Members of a Lodge of Perfection of the A. & A.S.R. of Freemasonry of Canada 

may make application for the degrees of the_Chapter of Rose Croix upon completion of the 

degrees conferred by that body, in accordance with the Statutes and Regulations, (see Article 75 (b)) 
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(Alternatively for Consistory) Members of a Chapter of Rose Croix in this jurisdiction may make application 

to receive the degrees of the_Consistory upon completion of the degrees of that body, in 

accordance with the Statutes and Regulations, (see Article 75 (b)) 

Note: the above phrases apply to the separate by-laws of constituent bodies. For a one set Valley by-laws 
use the following: 

Master Masons in good standing of a Craft Lodge in Canada, for the statutory period and residing within 
the jurisdiction of Supreme Council will be eligible to apply for membership in the constituent bodies of the 

_Valley, by single application if desired._blackballs will be required to reject any 

applicant, (the default position requires unanimity, however, by-laws can specify either 1,2 or 3 blackballs 
be required to reject an applicant) 

(c) Eligibility by Affiliation 

A member applying for affiliation with this_Valley (or constituent body if applicable) must 

be member in good standing of the equivalent constituent body and eligible for membership as defined in 
the Statutes and Regulations, (see Articles 74 - 82) 

It is the responsibility of every member to keep the Valley informed of his current address and other contact 
information 

(d) General 

No life memberships without fee will be granted, (see Article 82) 

Honorary memberships can be granted to those not members of the Valley, (see Article 82) 

It is a condition of membership in the Scottish Rite that a member maintain membership in good standing 
in a Craft Lodge in this jurisdiction. A member must also maintain membership in good standing in a Lodge 
of Perfection to maintain membership in a Chapter of Rose Croix and, likewise, he must maintain 
membership in both a Lodge of Perfection and Chapter of Rose Croix to maintain membership in a 
Consistory. 

Demits, withdrawals, suspensions, reinstatements and the imposition of discipline will be regulated 
according to the Statutes and Regulations (see Articles 83, 84, 85, 97, 98 and 99 and Regulation 11) 

No member shall have any proprietary right to or interest in the property, investments, monies or other 
assets whatsoever of_Valley (or constituent body if applicable) 

(e) Fees and Dues 

Before receiving conferral of any degree in a constituent body a candidate shall pay to the Grand Secretary, 
(or Registrar, Grand Secretary as the case may be) such fees, and thereafter such dues as may be required 
by that constituent body, (see Article 82 and 90) 

The Finance Committee, in consultation with the Trustees and Grand Treasurer, (or Treasurer/Grand 
Treasurer as the case may be) shall from time to time propose the amount of all all fees and dues payable 
to the constituent body (ies). Changes in the fees and dues shall become effective upon approval of the 
membership by majority vote at a meeting called with due notice of the intention to make changes in those 
fees and dues. 

Annual dues shall be deemed due and payable on the 1 st of January of each year. 

(f) Arrears of Dues 

Any member, other than a member of Supreme Council, in arrears of dues for twelve months (12) will be 
notified in writing by the Grand Secretary (or Registrar/Grand Secretary if applicable) Such notice will be 
deemed duly served if sent to the last known address of the member. 

Any member who fails after such notification to remit the outstanding dues within 30 days, will be 
summoned to show cause at the next regular meeting why he should not be suspended. A member who 

fails to appear or show cause may be suspended by a vote of the_. Should he remain in 

arrears for two years suspension shall be mandatory. 

The member may be reinstated to membership should: he pay the outstanding dues, to an maximum of 
two years, if the Character Committee reports favourably and if the majority of members present at a 
regular meeting vote in favour of reinstatement. 

If a member of Supreme Council is in default of payment of dues, the Grand Secretary/Registrar shall send 
notice of same to the Grand Secretary-General who shall act to deal with the issue, (see Article 98) 

(g) Demits 

Demits will be granted to any member with no dues outstanding, who is not the subject of disciplinary 
proceedings, if he notifies the Grand Secretary (or Registrar/Grand Secretary if applicable), by regular mail 
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or email of his request to demit. He may be readmitted to membership upon application, a favourable report 
of the Character Committee and the majority vote of the members present at a regular meeting. 

Article 10: Finances 

The fiscal year of the _Valley (or constituent body) will run from _ until 

_of each year. 

The financial accounts of the_Valley (or of the constituent body) shall be: 

1. General Account 

2. Almoner Account 

3. Life Member Commuted Account (optional, see Regulation 10.1 - 10.6) 

4. And such other accounts as may be authorized by resolution of the Valley (or constituent body) 

(a) General Account 

The Grand Treasurer (or Treasurer/Grand Treasurer if individual body by-laws) will, upon receipt from the 
Grand Secretary (or Registrar/Grand Secretary if individual body by-laws) deposit to the credit of the 
General Account all fees from candidates, affiliates, annual dues, bank interest and income from 
investments. 

The Grand Treasurer (or the Treasurer/Grand Treasurer if applicable) will pay from the General Account: 

(a) All accounts when authorized by the Lodge (or CRC or Consistory if applicable) 

(b) Such monies as may be authorized for investment 

(c) To the Life Member Commuted Account, all fees from new members minus an amount not to 
exceed the current annual dues if, in consultation with the Finance Committee it is deemed 
necessary. 

(d) All monies generated by annual dues members converting to life members 

(b) Life Member Commuted Account 

The Trustees shall, in consultation with the Finance Committee and pursuant to the Statutes and 
Regulations transfer funds from the Life Member Commuted Account to the General Account, (see 
Regulation 10.1-10.6) 

(c) Almoner Accounts 

The Grand Almoner (or Almoner/ Grand Almoner if applicable) shall deposit to the Almoner Account all 
monies received from the Box of Fraternal Assistance collections and any special donations. 

The Grand Almoner (or Almoner/Grand Almoner if applicable) will pay from the Account such amounts as 
may be deemed appropriate for benevolence to members and/or their widows and children. 

Article 11: Amendments 

These by-laws, as approved by Supreme Council, supersede all earlier by-laws in force for this Valley, (or 
constituent body if applicable) 

To amend these by-laws: 

1. The full text of the motion must be presented at a regular meeting of this Valley ( or body) 

2. The full text must be published in or accompany the notice of the next regular meeting. 

3. If the full text is not included in the notice, the notice must reference the fact that the full text of the 
amendment is accompanying the notice. 

4. The motion to amend must be passed or amended by a three quarters affirmative vote of the 
members present. 

5. Each motion shall express in full the by-laws to be enacted or the amendments to be made to 
presently existing by-laws 

6. The Grand Secretary or Registrar of the body shall send to the Deputy for his recommendation the 
required copies of the Certificate for Enacting or Amending By-laws of Constituent Bodies in 
approved form (see Article 94) 

7. The amendments do not become effective until they receive the approval of the Sovereign Grand 
Commander.

SGC: Good morning, brethren. I will call this executive session open. If you looked out your window 
this morning you saw the real London fog set in and I think that will be very warming for our friends from 
England. I think the meal last night was another good one. The food has been outstanding so far, that’s 
my opinion. I want to thank everyone in this room for the way you took care of the guests, because I had 
a hard time getting to them. You all were around them so I really appreciate that. You showed the warm 
Canadian hospitality and that’s much appreciated. 

This morning we’re going to vote on the report of the Nominating Committee for Honorary Inspectors- 
General and I’ll call on Richard Brown. 

IPSGC Brown: Sovereign Grand Commander, peers and brethren, good morning. As the Sovereign 
Grand Commander has stated my purpose in this today is to strictly in terms of proceeding with the 
nominations for the Honorary Inspectors-General. The thirty-eight names were read yesterday to you 
and I had one person come up to check on a name and that’s the purpose of allowing you some time. 

So I remind you there were four nominations from Alberta, zero from British Columbia, two from 
Manitoba, one from New Brunswick, zero from Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, and P.E.I., Ontario twenty- 
five nominations, Quebec three, and Saskatchewan three for a total of thirty-eight. 

SGC: Would anyone like Richard to re-read the names? Hearing none, go ahead Richard.

ON MOTION duly made and seconded by III. Bros. Bob Brethour, 33°, and Robert Whitmore, 33°, for a 
collective ballot to be taken on the Nominations for Honorary Inspectors-General. 

SGC: You’ve hear the motion properly proposed and seconded. Any questions or discussion on a 
motion for a collective ballot? Hearing none I will call for the vote. All in favour? Oppsed, if any? 
CARRIED. 

IPSGC Brown: Thank you Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC: Thank you. And now we’ll vote for Honorary Inspectors-Generals and it shall be viva, is it voce or 
vokay? Which one do you prefer? Voce, very good, and one negative vote shall reject the nominees. 

Grand Secretary-General, please take the vote. 

The Grand Secretary-General polled the Active and Ad Vitam members of Supreme Council. The result 
was unanimously in favour of the candidates so presented for promotion to the rank of Honorary 
Inspector-General in Hamilton, Ontario in 2020. 

SGC: Thank you Grand Secretary-General, I will then declare the nominees duly elected candidates to 
receive the Honorary Inspector-General, 33 rd Degree at 2020 Annual Session, subject to the interview by 
the Active Members. 

I would remind everyone of the confidentiality of those elected. 

Are there any issues to discuss before we admit the Honorary Inspectors-General? 

I have a couple of things. Friday morning we would like to start the Executive Session at 8:00. The 
reason being that Friday morning is going to be very busy and the General Session will open at 8:30. 

We have to receive our guests, the Grand Master, and there’s a number of guests that will be bringing 
greetings, then we’re going to have a presentation from Gail Kemp and then will be the allocution and so 
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I think it’s going to be a busy Friday morning so the earlier we get started I think will be the better. I'll 
make that announcement again after the degree so everyone understands the time. 

And before I let in the Honorary Inspectors-General I want to thank you, everyone in this room for your 
service to the Craft and to Scottish Rite. I want to thank you for presenting yourselves well in promoting 
our programmes in Valleys and I want to thank you for your actions you have taken based on what is 
best for our members. I just want to say it’s been a real pleasure and a delight to work with this group of 
men for the last three years as Sovereign Grand Commander and three years as Lieutenant Grand 
Commander. It’s been a joyful experience and it’s much appreciated. 

At this time I guess we can open the doors and let in the Honorary Inspectors-General. 

Good morning Honorary Inspectors-General. Thank you for your attendance at the 144 th Annual Session 
of Supreme Council. I trust you had a good evening last night. The room was very crowded. I’m glad 
you’ve taken an interest in the committee reports. If you hear something you like contact the chairman, 
learn a little bit more, take the message back to your Valley and I’d like to thank you for your leadership 
in your Valley and support of Supreme Council. It’s very much appreciated. 

And now we’ll continue with reports on standing and special committees and I’ll call on John Harrison for 
the Audit and Finance Report. 

III. Bro. John Harrison, 33° Chairman of Audit and Finance, presented his report. 


Report of the Standing Committee On 

AUDIT AND FINANCE 

To the Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren. 

The Duties of the Audit and Finance Committee are outlined in the Statutes and Regulation in Article 40 
(a) (i) through (vii). 

Constituent Bodies - By-law Amendments 

During this past year, as Chairman of this Committee, I have reviewed the requests for by-law 
amendments and provided comments to the Grand Secretary General and the Chairman of 
Jurisprudence and Legislation. 

The Brethren are aware that I have expressed concern previously that Supreme Council lacks a template 
which would provide guidance to Valleys looking to make changes to their by-laws and as a result it can 
be challenging to work through amendments due to a lack of organization and consistency. 

I’m of the view that a standard template would not only provide much needed guidance to the Valleys, 
but would also assist to streamline the review and approval process. 

As a result of my previous recommendations, The Sovereign Grand Commander requested that 
Lieutenant Grand Commander III. Bro. Robert Whitmore, III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, Chairman of 
Jurisprudence and Legislation, and myself as Chairman of Audit and Finance work together to draft a 
template for By-laws to be used as a guide. 

During this process, we also consulted with III. Bro. Robert Brethour, Grand Secretary General who 
assisted in the review and provided a By-law Amendment Process with outlines the steps required for 
By-law amendments. 

Accordingly, templates were prepared and have been presented in the Preliminary Reports to the Active 
Members for their consideration and acceptance. 

As mentioned in my Preliminary Report, I am extremely grateful to III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson for his crafting 
of this document, as well as our Lieutenant Grand Commander, III. Bro. Robert Whitmore for his input 
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and guidance, and Grand Secretary General, Robert Brethour for his input and assistance in providing 
the Process Document. 

I am hopeful that the Active Members will find this proposal to be of value and pass its acceptance for 
future reference. 

Reports of the Grand Secretary General, Grand Treasurer General, the Board of Trustees and 
Auditors. 

The Committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary General, the Grand Treasurer 
General, the Board of Trustees and Auditors as printed in the Preliminary Reports on pages 3 through 
25. These reports were found to be informative and complete, and the Committee recommends their 
adoption. 

Audited Financial Statements 

The committee reviewed the audited financial statements for the year ended May 31,2018 in detail. The 
auditor, Grant Thornton, provided a clean review engagement opinion. 

For the year ended May 31,2018 Supreme Council incurred an operating deficit, or excess of expenses 
over revenue (before investment and unrealized gain or loss) in the amount of $63,492.00 compared 
to a deficit of $114,042.00 in 2017. 

Realized investment income of $87,755.00 resulted in an excess of revenue over expenses in the 
amount of $25,935.00, compared with a deficit of $61,587.00 in 2017. After recognizing a net loss in the 
portfolio of $24,974.00 in 2017, there was a gain of $25,935.00. Supreme Council’s investment portfolio 
is stated at market and the changes in value are flowed through the statement of operations. 

The Audit and Finance Committee recommends that the audited financial statement for the year ended 
May 31,2018 be accepted as submitted by their Grand Treasurer General. We wish to thank our 
professional reviewers and accountants, Grant Thornton, for their assistance throughout this fiscal year. 

Budget 2018-2019 

The committee has reviewed the budget prepared by the Grand Treasurer-General for the fiscal year 
2018 - 2019. The cost of annual sessions and declining attendance are concerns that continue to be 
expressed by the Grand Treasurer-General, and the Audit and Finance Committee share his concerns. 
Last year’s session in Montreal experienced an excess of expenses over revenue in the amount of 
$4,246.00, before travel allowance, even though session costs were reduced by $10,719.00 compared to 
2017. We are hopeful that this year’s session in London will be successful. 

The committee believes the budget to be reasonable for the current year and, therefore, recommends 
the adoption of the budget as presented by our Grand Treasurer-General. 

I wish to point out the extraordinary efforts by our Grand Treasurer-General, the Sovereign Grand 
Commander, the Grand Secretary General and Chief Operating Officer who meet on a regular basis to 
manage the financial affairs of Supreme Council, and they should be commended for managing to bring 
our Administrative expenses under budget by over $18,000.00. It is well known that The Scottish Rite 
has experienced an average annual decline of 5% over the past 20 years. We also continue to operate in 
a climate of minimal return on investments which challenges us to operate efficiently and profitably on an 
annual basis. The committee last year supported an increase in annual dues as warranted and 
necessary. 

Flowever, there are other factors that impact our membership numbers. As Valleys continue to update 
their membership records, our numbers decline. Once again this year; during an audit of the returns, it 
was noted that one Valley experienced a reduction in membership by 16%, simply by reviewing and 
updating their membership data. 

Clearly this is an important and necessary task to ensure that each Valley has a reliable and accurate 
data base; however, the completion of that exercise resulted in a blindside to our Grand Treasurer 
General to the tune of approximately $10,000.00. 
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We have acknowledged that Supreme Council is proactively reviewing measures to try and control this 
situation by moving to change Annual Sessions to Bi-annual Sessions after our 2018 London Session. 

However, these are not solutions, but rather measures to buy us time to creatively and innovatively 
address our membership issues; which represent the heart of the continued survival of our organization. 

An annual review of revenue and expenses is absolutely necessary in order for Supreme Council to 
remain financially solvent over the long term, and ensure that we comply with the fourth point of the 
Mission Statement of Supreme Council which reads that the Scottish Rite is a financially sound 
organization that leads by example. 

Financial Statements of Constituent Bodies 

At time of writing, there are five Valleys who have either not filed their annual returns or submitted their 
financial statements. I am encouraged that this is an improvement from the previous two years where 
the number of Valleys not reporting was nine. Several of these Valleys had been delinquent in filing 
returns and/or financials for several years. 

However, I am pleased to report that we continue to have a dialog with four of those Valleys who have 
been attempting to file their returns. We are blessed to have some very skilled and competent auditors 
who are actively reaching out to the Valleys in question to guide and assist as best they can. 

Although we have made gains in communicating with the Valleys, there continues to be some reluctance 
to fully divulge the financial status of a Valley, or provide financial statements, which is not only 
problematic from an operational point of view, but in violation of our Statutes and Regulations. 

In many cases; the Brethren continue to struggle with the Return Forms and in frustration, fail to properly 
complete the reports. 

Some examples: 

• Form AF1 asks “Has the report of the Auditors or Examiners been presented for approval to the 
members as required by Article 64(c) of the Statutes and Regulations” some Valleys have 
responded “No”. 

• Some Valleys have submitted AF Forms but did not send accompanying financials, which make 
the returns somewhat redundant 

• Five year forecasts continue to be an issue, exhibiting a general lack of planning and foresight. 
Clearly responders continue to struggle with our Annual Return forms, even though they have been in 
place for a number of years. 

This issue is exacerbated by the fact that some Valley Treasurers and Secretaries are ill equipped, or 
lack the experience to competently handle their responsibilities. 

In some circumstances we are seeing a third generation of position holders who are no better equipped 
to handle the responsibilities than any of their predecessors, so while the intention is good, and we 
commend their desire to serve the Valley, the result continues to be confusion, and they lack the ability to 
reconcile their financial statements. 

The committee enjoyed a successful dialogue last year in Montreal with the Deputies and we were able 
to discuss a number of issues relating to the audit and finance process. I give the Deputies credit for 
following up and encouraging the Valleys to complete their returns, but we need to do more to educate 
those responsible for keeping records and reporting the affairs of the Valley. We are exploring options to 
assist with this issue and I believe that the key is reaching out and establishing a good line of 
communication. 

Here is a summary of the Valleys in our Grand Jurisdiction: 

19 Valleys or 42% reported themselves to be Stable or Growing - the key word here is Stable; none 
are actually Growing. 

10 Valleys or 22% declare themselves to be Declining, but able to recover. 

4 Valleys or 9% declare themselves to be at risk. 

12 Valleys or 27% are undefined, due to the fact that we are working with insufficient data. 
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It is troubling that over one quarter of our Valleys declare undefined status, and it is critical for future 
planning objectives that we make efforts to stabilize and identify the true health of these Valleys. 

I spent some time last year noting the importance of the five -year plan and how it should not be viewed 
as a task necessary to complete the returns; but rather as an important tool for the Valley membership to 
plan their existence. This may be accomplished by an Executive Committee, or a Committee of Trustees 
or Officers, but this is an important team building exercise that will ensure that the Brethren are engaged 
in the continued well-being of the Valley. I have prepared an article for Clarion Magazine addressing the 
creation of a five-year plan, and I am hopeful that it can be published in the fall to help provide some 
insight and guidance. 

As a committee, we continue to be concerned by the issue of commuted and annual dues and whether 
or not the Valley is adequately funded to meet their long term obligations and able to ensure the 
continued survival of the Valley. 

We have rehashed plenty of commentary over the past several years with regards to the breakdown of 
adequate reporting; however, there are some regulatory requirements here: 

• Valleys are required to act in accordance with the Statutes and Regulations of their governing 
body - The Supreme Council 33 ° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

• I continue to be concerned that some Valleys fail to properly disclose their financial information. 
Flow can the Deputy or Audit and Finance Committee adequately report on the health of a Valley 
without proper disclosure? If the general membership of the Valley is not properly made aware 
of their financial status, we have a variety of issues of liability in the event of financial failure. 

The issues remain the same; however, we must be proactive in ensuring that every Valley properly file 
their returns and assisting with whatever tools are necessary to achieve this goal. 

We will continue to work with the Deputies to keep the lines of communication open and work 
constructively to assist the Valleys whenever necessary. 

Volunteers Required 

We started the last Masonic season with not enough auditors to complete the task at hand and our start 
was delayed; however, I am grateful to our Sovereign Grand Commander, Terry McLean and our Chief 
Operating Officer, Steven Warren who were able to step in and provide a list of qualified and highly 
skilled individuals who agreed to join the committee and reduce the overall workload. 

III. Bro. Peter Polkinghorne has advised us that he will be stepping down at the end of this session after 
many years’ service. 

Peter has been a long and faithful servant to the Supreme Council Audit and Finance Committee and 
was instrumental in helping to establish the reporting system and procedures that we use today. 

I have always been grateful for his welcoming manner and sage advice and on behalf of Supreme 
Council I would like to thank Peter for his years of devoted service. 

We continue to be in need of several new reviewers to join this committee. Plaving more Committee 
members allows us the very critical ability to reach out and improve the effectiveness of our dialogue with 
the Valleys and I would be extremely thankful to receive any names that could be of service to us. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman, I would like to express my gratitude to our Sovereign Grand Commander, III. 
Bro. Terry McLean 33°; the Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Robert Brethour 33°; the Grand Treasurer- 
General, III. Bro. Thomas E. Lewis 33°, Chief Operating Officer, III. Bro. Steven Warren 33°; and Leslie 
Drake at our Supreme Council office for their assistance and guidance to the Audit and Finance 
Committee. 

We look forward to continuing to serve.

DeMOLAY - LEADERSHIP DEVELOPMENT

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Annually, the Scottish Rite of Canada offers three $500.00 Scholarships to assist the members of 
DeMolay Canada in attending the DeMolay Leadership Training Course of their choice. Distribution is as 
follows: 1 each for Western Canada (Alberta & British Columbia), Central Canada (Ontario, Quebec & 
Manitoba), and the Atlantic Provinces (New Brunswick & Nova Scotia). 

Any active member of DeMolay Canada may apply by submitting an online application. 

All applications must be submitted before June 15, 2018. These awards are expected to reimburse costs 
and not pay in advance for attendance at the conference of their choice, proof of attendance may be 
required. The selection committee is comprised of members of the Board of Directors of DeMolay 
Canada and of Supreme Council of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada.

Report of the Special Committee on 

EDUCATION AND ENLIGHTENMENT 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren. 

The Education & Enlightenment Committee was formed in 2015 following the Annual Session held in 
Windsor, Ontario. Sovereign Grand Commander Terry A. McLean created this special committee to 
complement the existing Supreme Council initiatives of Communication, Leadership, and Membership. 
This was in answer to a clear demand for increased education by our membership. 

The Mission Statement of the committee is: "The mission statement for the Education 
&Enlightenment Special Committee of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada is to provide a comprehensive and cohesive collection of Masonic educational tools to be 
published on our website and to be utilized in AASR Valley meetings and instructional workshops 
throughout Canada. The standardization of the valuable lessons, history and principles of our 
Rite will strengthen our communication and increase its availability to all members of our 
jurisdiction" 

In the 3 years since it was formed, the committee has delivered several programs for the benefit of the 
members of Scottish Rite in Canada. The committee is continuing to develop new initiatives - some of 
which will be unveiled at the Annual Session in London. 

One of the first initiatives of the E&E Committee was the creation of a dedicated education section on the 
website of Supreme Council. Initially started with the three categories of ‘Governance’, ‘History’, and 
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‘Symbolism’, the material posted on the website continues to expand. In addition to the original 
categories, the E&E section also has material in the categories of ‘Addresses & Speeches’, 
‘Contemplations’, ‘MRC Essay Contest Winners’, and ‘Stone & Mortar, Trowel & Sword’. The goal of the 
committee is to provide a broad range of educational material on a variety of topics, and to update that 
material on a regular basis. 

The E&E Committee also created ‘Pre and Post Degree Explanations’ as a tool for Valleys to enhance 
the degrees they confer. These explanations contain information about the history, symbolism and 
lessons of each degree, and can be delivered either in conjunction with the degree or as a hand out/take 
away for candidates and members. These explanations have also been translated into French. 

In addition to contributions and updates in the Clarion and Communique, the committee also made a 
presentation at the Annual Session in St. John’s concerning its various programs and the progress that 
had been made. 

Recently completed initiatives include: 

The creation of ‘Playbills’ for each degree. These playbills contain information and artwork pertaining to 
the degree and can be utilized as a ‘theatrical’ tool for the benefit of those at our assemblies. They will 
be available on the website of Supreme Council prior to the annual session. 

Music for the Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix Degrees. With many Valleys without an organist, the 
SGC asked the E&E Committee to look for potential solutions. Music for the degrees is combined with a 
script of the Ritual, enabling anyone to follow along and, via a link, play the appropriate music at the 
proper time. This too will be available on the website prior to the session, and will contain some ‘easy to 
follow’ instructions for use. All that will be required is a laptop computer and a speaker system. 

Finally, a power point presentation has been created by the committee as a promotional tool for use in 
Craft Lodges. This presentation briefly explains what Scottish Rite is, its history, and the benefits of 
membership. This initiative provides an opportunity for us to take our message directly to prospective 
candidates. 

Initiatives that are still ‘works in progress’ include: 

Degree Discoveries. These ‘question & answer’ format papers will allow interested members the 
opportunity to investigate individual degrees in a comprehensive manner. 

A ‘Frequently Asked Questions’ category on the website. These will be designed to provide information 
and explanations concerning Supreme Council and the Statutes & Regulations. 

Valley Histories. Valleys are encouraged to submit a historical overview to share via the website. A 
template to assist Valleys in the creation of a suitable history was forwarded to every Valley Secretary 
earlier this year. 

A Video section on the website. This will provide direct access to videos of interest from various 
sources. 

Music for the Consistory Degrees. This is in development and will assist those Consistories who do not 
have an organist. 

Summary 

The Education & Enlightenment Committee has accomplished a great deal in the past 3 years, and it is 
committed to continuing to strive to enhance the Scottish Rite experience for our members. The 
committee would invite and welcome input and feedback on the education we provide, and certainly on 
specific topics our members would like information about. Our goal remains to publish a broad range of 
material to appeal to those seeking further enlightenment.

The Vesper Service Thursday, September 17, 
2020, Formal Opening Thursday, September 17, 2020, Chain of Union Saturday, September 19, 2020 

SGC: Brethren, you have heard the motion properly proposed and seconded. Any questions? Hearing 
none, I will call for the vote: All in favour? Opposed, if any? CARRIED. 

And now I will call on Jim Finch for the report on the Deputies Meeting that we had yesterday morning. 

III. Bro. Finch: First of all before I start, I have to assure all present that I am standing. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, peers and brethren, 

On Wednesday, September 12, 2018 for 8:00am to 10:00am, the Deputies gathered to discuss a number 
of items from the agenda. After four new soon to be Deputies were welcomed and introduced, the 
meeting began by an invocation given Gordon Greasley. 

The sharing of Scottish Rite best practices was discussed and all agreed that the Valleys can benefit 
from increased communications with one another. Example A: How to present a good Master Masons 
night. Example B: Implementation of a five year plan. Example C: Successful membership engagement 
committee program, such as the one used in the Valley of Barrie. Example D: Electronic personal 
reminders to keep members informed of upcoming meetings and events. 

The next items that were discussed were all of a financial nature, dealing with the late and sometimes, 
not so good submissions of the reports to Supreme Council. It was suggested that the Deputies be 
informed as to who is doing the reviews, so that we may be aware of who to approach for help and offer 
our assistance for getting the right information for Supreme Council. It was also suggested that Supreme 
Council could investigate a better Data Base for the reporting of the Valleys, such as the one that is 
currently being used by the Grand Lodge in British Columbia. One Deputy even stated that his Valleys 
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year end didn't agree with that of Supreme Council and therefore their reporting was based on one that 
was probably a year old. 

Next the Deputies dealt with how to recognize a worthy Scottish Rite Brother, other than making him a 
33“Scottish Rite Mason. It was noted that two Valleys give out Meritorious Service Award Jewels. 

Other Valleys give them a special evening, some name Reunions after them and others present them 
with plaques to highlight their achievements. 

It was asked in another agenda item if there was a need to revisit the times set between extinguishing 
and relighting the lights. It was mentioned that some Valleys, because of distance, still have a problem 
meeting the criteria set out in the statutes and regulations, but most Valleys have no problem with this 
time frame. 

There was lengthy discussion regarding the Mentor Program and a question arose whether any Valley 
had a formal Mentor Program? The answer was "No formal Mentor Program was available in any Valley" 
but it was agreed that a number of the Valleys have different ways of informing the new members as to 
what is happening in their Valleys. 

It was asked if we are doing too much fundraising to keep our Learning Centres going. It was stated by 
most of the Deputies that the fundraising we do for the Learning Centres only helps to raise the profile of 
the Scottish Rite. It was also mentioned that the parents of the children attending our Learning Centres, 
instead of paying for these services, could make a donation to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, 
thus alleviating some of the fundraising efforts of the Valleys. 

At the end of the sessions, it was agreed by all present, that the face to face Deputy's meetings are a 
worthwhile endeavour and should continue.

SGC: We’d better be there. 

GSG: 1:00 pm to 2:15, the vesper service is at Metropolitan United Church. Honorary Inspectors- 
General, the dress is tuxedo, no jewels. Active and Past Active Members, morning suits, no jewels, with 
the exception of the Sovereign Grand Commander. 
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All Members and ladies should wear their name tags. Metropolitan United Church is located north of the 
hotel at 468 Wellington Street, it’s about a six hundred metre walk, approximately ten minutes. Members 
of the London Valley will be positioned inside and outside the hotel to provide directions. Alternatively, 
busses will be available at the front door of the hotel starting at twelve noon. Please head out early, 
there are five hundred of us and we can’t bus that many people in fifteen minutes. For those of you who 
may be walking, it’s very easy to get to the church. You exit the hotel, turn right to Wellington Street, it’s 
the first lights, it’s three and a half blocks up the street. 

I will call on the Grand Marshall to give marshalling instructions at the church for the Actives and Past 
Actives, please Jeff. 

III. Bro. Dickson: Sovereign Grand Commander. Thank you Bob, through you to the brethren and 
members present.

The ladies hospitality suite will re-open at approximately two-fifteen. 

3:00 pm to 5:00 pm we have the formal opening of the 33 rd degree in Ballrooms four and five of the 
London Convention Centre. Name tags are required for all attendees; no name tag, you won’t be 
admitted into the room. 

Active Members, officer collars can be left in Ballrooms four and five before the vesper service if you 
wish. Actives participating in the Degree, as soon as possible on your return from the vesper service, 
please put on your collar of office and all other regalia before getting your microphone. Please attend the 
Convention Centre, Ballroom three to get your microphone and mic check. All Actives and Past Actives 
will marshal in Ballroom three prior to the degree. You will receive instructions from the Grand Marshal. 

A reminder that there will be a formal recession following the Degree. 

7:00 p.m. to 9:00 p.m. this evening is the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Banquet. A reminder of 
dress; for Honorary Inspectors-General, tuxedo; Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General, white tie and tails. 
Table numbers are on your name tags. Reception in the Grand Ballroom Foyer from 6:00 p.m. to 7:00 
p.m. The bar will close promptly at 6:45 when all are asked to be seated for the special guests to be 
piped in.

My name is Matt Todd, I’m 
Executive Director of the Learning Centre programme. Pleased to hear mention in the Deputies meeting 
from yesterday about fund raising and I’ve spoken quite a bit in the last few days to the Foundation but I 
want to remind everybody here, and especially the nine communities in Canada that have learning 
centres, in order to open and approve those learning centres by the Foundation a unanimous vote has to 
be taken by the Valley in that regard. And the Valley, it’s a Valley project. And the sustaining of learning 
centres is forever brothers. And those Valleys that are sponsoring learning centres must take some part 
in the fundraising to cover operating costs. And I will not pull any punches here, as learning centres 
grow operating budgets grow as well and that has to be taken into consideration. One of the positive 
things about learning centres in Valleys, is that surrounding Valleys, who probably for good reason would 
never be able to sponsor a learning centre on their own, are helping the Valleys that they’re close to, and 
I encourage Valleys to do that. And not taking anything away from donations to the Charitable 
Foundation, but the learning centre programme is a programme of the Charitable Foundation and I hope 
those comments in the Deputies meeting were not negative comments in anyway, but yes, fundraising, 
and I talk to all the Board Chairs of the learning centres, fundraising is huge, there’s no question about it, 
and we’re not a service club and we don’t want to be windowed as a service club that we’re out 
fundraising all the time, but Valleys have ways and means of supporting those learning centres. But I’m 
glad it was talked about yesterday in the Deputies, because certainly those Valleys look to the Deputy, 
not only for the promotion of the learning centres but to encourage fundraising. And in the next few days, 
if anyone has any questions of me throughout the time, please approach me and talk to me about it. 
Thanks. 

SGC: Thank you Matt. Are there any further announcements? Hearing none, we have finished our 
business of the morning. I will adjourn the Executive Session until 8:00 a.m. on Friday, therefore the 
general assembly will start about 8:30. So we’ve got 8:00 Friday morning for the Executive, the General 
Session will start at 8:30. This meeting is adjourned.

Vesper Service ~ Sermon

Grand Prior 

Metropolitan United Church - London, Ontario 

Exodus 32:7-14 
Psalm 51:1 -10 
Luke 15:11-32 

“The Father’s Love” 

Well folks this is it - my 'swan song' as Grand Prior. Many of you will know that I 'age out' at this 
Supreme Council Session and for those who do not know, this means that I have had my 75 th birthday 
and will join the ranks of the Past Active Supreme Council members, some of whom I have heard, think 
we should adopt the title of “Active Member Emeritus”, as out brothers in the USA. This also means that 
you will not have to listen to me drone on any longer as you have since 2004. At the next General 
Session (2020) we will be able to hear a new and fresh Grand Prior. 

I would like to apologize to the new Grand Prior for keeping these Vesper Services to under an hour 
because Supreme Council has come to expect it and schedules the Formal Opening forty-five minutes 
after the Vesper Service. We all know that worship should be at least an hour and a half. That is my first 
gift to the new Grand Prior. When I was elected Grand Prior, the Sovereign Grand Commander Norm 
Byrne, said to me “preach about God and about ten minutes”. That is my second gift. 

I did have some thoughts of reviewing 14 years of past sermons but realized that you are present, at this 
Vesper Service, today to hear the Word of God for TODAY. 

Masonry is often described as “The Brotherhood of man under the Fatherhood of God”. Indeed we are 
experiencing some of that brotherhood by attending this Session and this Vesper Service. The scripture 
readings today point us to the love that God our Heavenly Father has for us all....for us all. And I am 
sure some of you said to yourself when you heard the story of the Prodigal Son read by our Sovereign 
Grand Commander that the Grand Prior is going to recycle an old sermon. You cannot imagine how bad 
old sermons are. Well, I did use that story in 2004 focusing on the younger son and again in 2010 
focusing on the older son and this year, God willing, I plan to focus on the father. 

Many will remember the story of the impatient young Hebrew boy who, not wanting to wait for his father 
to die, asks for what will come to him when the father does die. We are surprised by the love of the 
father in agreeing to this request. The younger son takes his inheritance and moves to another country 
where he squanders all his money. The Hebrew boy hires on at, of all places, a hog farm (think of the 
dietary laws of the Hebrews). It is of note that he does not eat what he was feeding to the pigs and 
thereby keeping himself a little above the level of the swine. The younger son has an 'ah ha' moment 
when he says to himself “my father's slaves have lots to eat. I will go home and become a slave for my 
father.” Again we are surprised by the father who, watching for his son's return, runs to him (head of 
households don't run). The younger son says his piece, “I have sinned and I will be your slave”. The 
father again surprises us by telling the slaves to bring in the tailor, the jeweler, the cobbler, the butcher, 
the baker and the sommelier - get him a new suit, a ring, new shoes, a 7 bone Prime Rib roast, the best 
bread and the best wine from the cellar because “my son was dead and is now alive again”. We must 
celebrate!!! 

We see in the first reading today from Exodus that God the Father has a pattern of relenting of the 
planned punishment. Moses pleads with God not to destroy the people of Israel and God relents. Again 
we see this pattern in the Book of Jonah. God wants Jonah to prophesy against the city of Nineveh and 
Jonah runs away from God because, as we find out later, Jonah rightly believes that God will relent if the 
people repent. God has to send Jonah, by whale, to Nineveh to prophesy against them and they repent. 
As Jonah expected God relents of punishing the city of Nineveh. In the case of the Prodigal Son, the 
Father did not have any punishment planned, but throws a big party to celebrate the Prodigal's return. 
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Now the older son is a hard case. He finds out what is going on at home and will not party. Maybe he 
thinks it should have been his party with his friends. The Father reminds the older son that all that the 
Father has is his. But he will not go to the celebration. The pattern of forgiveness and mercy is 
established. 

The two sons have it all. The Father loves both equally!! 

How often do we, like the Prodigal Son, waste what has been given to us? Think of all the material gifts 
we have been blessed with by God. 

Do we use these gifts wisely? Do we use these gifts for the benefit of others or just ourselves? Or, do we 
just fritter away these gifts as the Prodigal did? More importantly how have we used our spiritual gifts 
from God? Have we shown mercy to others as God has shown mercy to us? Have we forgiven others 
as God has forgiven us? Have we loved other people unconditionally as God loves others? 

God the Father freely gives His material and spiritual gifts to all His people. 

The Father freely gives His love to all!! 

The good news in the story today is that the Father's love is Prodigal. The Father’s love has allowed the 
younger son the freedom to do his own thing and to welcome him home into the family. The Father's 
love encompasses the older son even if he won't party. It also keeps him in the family. The Father 
demands nothing from these two boys. His love is Prodigal or extravagant and is bestowed on both of 
them equally. The Father's love is enough!!! 

The good news for us in the story today is that God's love is enough, God's love is enough to allow us to 
extend God's grace to all. God's Love is enough for us to show mercy to all. God's love is enough for us 
to forgive all. The biggest surprise of all is that we do not have to go searching for God. What is your 
image of God? There are many in scripture and one of my favourites is God the Father waiting and 
watching for me to come to Him and running to greet me when I do. 

God is waiting and watching for us to return home and be welcomed back into God's family. Let the party 
begin!!! 

God the Father's love is enough. 

God the Father's love is enough for all!!!

Illustrious Brother Rob, I look forward to travelling with you for the next four years, I guess I should say ‘if 
elected’ right? But I look forward to that. How many 33 rds that received their degree yesterday are in the 
room? A show of hands. That’s great. Now you know, Illustrious Brother Allard gave you a very, very 
nice charge at the end of that, very eloquent. But I could sum it up very quickly, it’s ‘thank you for what 
you’ve done, now we’re going to get a lot out of you’. 

I’ll tell you a little bit about what the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction is up to now a days. First of all, we’re 
very proud of what we call our “Path Forward” programme and Illustrious Brother Gail Kemp is going to 
present that to you in a little while so let me tell you about some other things we’re doing. 

We changed our Vision Statement a few years ago to ‘We will strive to be a fraternity that lives up to our 
Masonic obligation to care for our members’. ‘We will strive to be a fraternity that lives up to our Masonic 
obligation to care for our members’. So we started to try to do things that focus on our members. And 
believe it or not, one of the first things we did was send out birthday cards. Every member, on their 
birthday and it says how many years you’ve been a Scottish Rite member. I was the Deputy in New 
Jersey at the time when those cards started to hit and I can’t believe how many members came to me 
and said “I got a birthday card, and they weren’t asking me for money.” It seems like they were used to 
getting cards asking for money and when they got one that was just ‘Happy Birthday’ and not asking 
them for anything, it was amazing the feelings that brought about. And one of the other things we started 
about two years ago was a brother-to-brother calling programme in each Valley. We asked each Valley 
to call their members once a year. Not to ask them for their dues but just to call them to see how they’re 
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doing. And you know what? That has generated quite a bit of brotherhood between the members 
because we’re calling and asking ‘How are you?’ and that’s when you find out maybe someone has had 
a stroke and the members just didn’t know it. And it’s just such a wonderful thing to do, to be able to call. 
And some of the Valleys gather and have some refreshments, and get on their cell phones, and the each 
get a list of about five or six guys. They call them, and then the next week they come back and do the 
same thing. But it’s worked out well. Our members are getting a phone call. They’re not being asked for 
dues, they’re just being asked ‘How are you doing? What can we do for you? What can your Valley do 
for you?’ and that’s worked out great. 

And we have our Grand Almoner’s fund, which I think a lot of you have heard about. And our Grand 
Almoner’s fund is for brothers or widows in trouble and it’s not restricted to Scottish Rite Masons, its all 
brother Masons and widows that are in trouble. And the procedure is they contact the Deputy for their 
state, or normally it comes through another brother caring about their brother in trouble. And, because 
most Masons have trouble accepting charity, because most of us are used to giving and not receiving 
and most members in trouble will say ‘I’m fine’ but it takes another brother to know that they’re not fine, 
and reaches out and contacts the Deputy, the Deputy sends that email to me and the Grand Almoner, 
Pete Samiec, and overnight we decide on and amount, and overnight that cheque is sent out to one of 
our brothers to make the presentation. We like to send it to brothers to make the presentation because 
when you do that you feel it here as you present the cheque and a lot of times that brother starts to cry, 
and you know what? You start to cry. And then you get the real feeling of taking care of brothers. 

That’s a little bit about what we’re up to in the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. I thank you for all the 
courtesies extended to Monica and I while we’re here. It was nice to renew friendships with a lot of 
brothers and to make new friends here. Just a pleasure being with you and I look forward to spending 
more time with you. Thank you very much. 

Grand Marshal: Would our Illustrious Brethren from England and Wales please join me on the level. 

GMoC: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you, III. Bro. Alan J. 
Englefield, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander, Supreme Council of England and Wales, III. Bro. Giles 
Shilson, 33°, Grand Secretary-General, Supreme Council of England and Wales. 

SGC: Sovereign Grand Commander Alan, what a pleasure it is to welcome you into our Supreme 
Council. You mentioned you were up here before when, was it Robert Wands was Grand Secretary? 

SGC Englefield: Yes, in Niagara. 

SGC: In Niagara. And Giles, welcome. Great to see you again. Alan, do you want to say a few words of 
greeting? Both of us? That’s right. 

SGC Englefield: Brethren, my colleague and Brother Dr. Giles Shilson, the Grand Secretary-General, 
like all good Grand Secretarys-General everywhere, doesn’t like me to be too far away from him. It’s a 
method of control. On our way here on Tuesday, we were reflecting on the difference in 2018, travelling 
from London, Heathrow to London, Ontario. The difference between that and how it would have been 
150 years ago in 1868, when, of course, no airplanes, I should think it was quite blissful, no mobile 
telephones, there was an Atlantic cable had been laid from west of Ireland to Newfoundland, but that was 
telegraph only, so whether or not any use could have been made of that by our brothers who started the 
Rite in Canada we don’t know and of course the steam ships that came in the late 1840’s and 50’s were 
cracking along and doing the journey in about ten days each way. But add to that the bit from London to 
the port and from the port to London, Ontario, it must have taken two or three weeks for letters to go 
backwards and forwards so, I mean our brethren showed enormous determination. Colonel McLeod, he 
Moore, McLeod-Moore, he must have worked so hard to get this going. Of course he was ably assisted 
by Albert Pike from the Southern Jurisdiction and Josiah Drummond from the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction, and they advised that Colonel Moore should turn to us in England. And I just want to say 
this, that we know from our records that the rituals that we got when we started just a few years before in 
1845, with our patent from the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, that our rituals have not changed much at 
all during that time, and I say that just to emphasize that we’re pretty confident therefore, that the 
consecration ritual used to consecrate the first Chapters, including the second one here in London, 
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Ontario, would have been so similar to ours now. And there’s one bit of that that I think is entirely 
relevant this morning in the 150 th year. We consecrated a Chapter in Lincolnshire in England earlier this 
year and I was acting as Senior Consecrating Officer, and I said to the petitioners of the Chapter, those 
are the chaps, the brethren who during the course of the ceremony become the founders of the Chapter, 

I said these rather ancient words now, “In forming this new Chapter we’re not acting for today or for 
tomorrow only, but for all the days to come, and we believe and we trust that the seed we’re about to 
plant will grow and bear fruit and continue to flourish when we, the planters, and you, the first cultivators, 
indeed everyone present at this consecration, shall have passed away.” That is the first thought at a 
consecration, the permanence of what is being done and the responsibility to future generations. How 
delighted, and they just might be in the Supreme Council above, looking down this morning, but how 
delighted those founders of the Rite in Canada would be to know that 150 years later the seed did 
prosper, it did flourish and of course became the start of the whole Rite across Canada. So they would 
be utterly delighted, and didn’t they live up to their responsibilities, and of course every brother since 
then, every member of the Rite has lived up to that responsibility and kept it going. I just wanted to say 
that, I thought it was so relevant. Now, thank you for your classical Canadian welcome. It’s friendship 
that comes from the heart. Your hospitality is second to none, and dare I say, yes I will, we feel so 
comfortable here with you. And so it’s a great privilege for us to come on this very special time of 150 
years of the Rite, and to mark that, we’d like your Sovereign Grand Commander, Terry, to receive from 
us just a tiny token, but to commemorate the fact that we’ve been here. 

SGC: Thank you very much. 

SGC Englefield: That’s the first thing. The second thing is this, that our colleagues, well there are nine 
of us on our Supreme Council, well you know how big England is, and then we’ve got Wales on the left 
hand side, so it doesn’t take as many of us to manage it, so there are nine of us, and before we left, in 
fact well before we left, we had a meeting and our colleagues said to us, ‘It’s entirely appropriate that you 
should offer on our behalf, at this very important celebration, honorary membership of our Supreme 
Council to the Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council for Canada. And so I’ve already 
done that. I couldn’t really bring him up here this morning and shock the hell out of him by suddenly 
doing it. So Giles and I gave him a letter a couple of days ago and said “be on stand-by”. And that’s why 
we actually both are here, because I haven’t got enough hands to carry everything and shake hands with 
the Sovereign Grand Commander, and of course it’s appropriate because the nine members of the 
Supreme Council of England and Wales are all equal, some will look at you with a lopsided grin and say 
“some are more equal than others”. I don’t accept that of course, I’m only the Sovereign Grand 
Commander, but, on behalf of all nine I now want to hand Sovereign Grand Commander Terry, just a 
scroll, it’s inside this, we won’t bother, but it’s inscribed saying that you are an honorary member of our 
Supreme Council. 

SGC: Thank you very much Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC Englefield: You always were welcome to come and visit us whenever you like but you can come 
and robe with us and be with us, and you know, we’ll take great care of you. 

SGC: That’s wonderful. Thank you very much, thank you very much, this is quite an honour. I 
appreciate it. 

SGC Englefield: Brethren, I’ve said enough. I’ve got to leave time for other people to speak, but just to 
say congratulations from us to all the candidates yesterday, and we pride ourselves in performing ritual 
without books and by golly didn’t you do it well too yesterday. It was actually superb, we enjoyed it 
thoroughly and look forward to seeing it again one day. Thank you all very much. 

Grand Marshal: Would our Illustrious Brethren from Scotland please join me on the level. 

GMoC: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you, III. Bro. J. M. 
Marcus Humphrey of Dinet, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander, Supreme Council of Scotland, and III. 

Bro. Alexander Galbraith, 33°, Grand Secretary-General, Supreme Council of Scotland. 
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SGC: Sovereign Grand Commander, Marcus, what an honour and pleasure to receive you into this 
Supreme Council, it’s great to have you here. Alex, welcome back again. It’s great to have you here. 
Would you like to say a few words Marcus? 

SGC Humphrey: Most Powerful Sovereign Grand Commander, Right Worshipful, Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, my apologies firstly for arriving a little late. We seem to be working to a different 
schedule, but never mind, we’re here now. Can I just bring you the very, very best wishes of the 
Supreme Council for Scotland on this your 150 th anniversary, it is a real milestone. I know, I remember 
ours well. A few years ago, we had it in a place called the Dunblane in Scotland, and at eight o’clock the 
fire alarm went off, and there I was outside, in the lovely cold, in my dressing gown and pyjamas. So that 
is a 150 th anniversary I won’t forget. Happily, I hope this is not going to happen here in the DoubleTree 
Hilton, but you never know. 

Now Soctland did play a part in the beginnings of the Supreme Council for Canada. We chartered a 
Chapter is Saint John, New Brunswick, on 29 th of August, 1871. It was our second Chapter and so it 
became number two in Scotland. So there’s quite a history, and of course that eventually became 
absorbed into the Supreme Council for Canada. 

Some of you will know that I was born in Montreal. I’m half Canadian and I have quite a strong Canadian 
Masonic connection, although I myself am Scottish, Masonically through and through. My father was a 
member of St. Paul’s, Montreal, albeit, under the English Constitution. And my great, great grandfather, 
Charles Humphrey, was Right Worshipful Master of Hibernia Lodge, Saint John, in 1843. The 
Humphrey’s originally came from Ireland to New York, but when the American Colonists got a bit 
troublesome they moved up to Saint John as United Empire Loyalists. So I’m, on my mother’s side, I 
don’t know how many generations a Scot, and on my father’s side, a six generation Canadian. So I’m 
well and truly ensconced in Canada, it is great to be back, of course I come back quite regularly, and 
we’re going on after we leave here, to Vancouver to visit relations there, which will be great fun. 

Supreme Councils are on the increase world-wide. After the fall of the Berlin Wall and Perestroika came 
into Russia, the old communist countries created Supreme Councils and some other European countries 
created them for them, and there was a bit of a rush. But this is still going on, we’re still getting new 
Supreme Councils formed. We were at the European Sovereign Grand Commanders’ conference in 
Berlin in May this year and we were amazed, surprised and delighted to learn that Azerbaijan now has a 
Supreme Council as does Mauritius, Eastern Europe and Africa coming into the scene. So the Rite 
although it may be contracting slightly here in North America and also in parts of the old Dominions, 
Australia, and New Zealand, may be contacting a little, it is expanding in other areas. And in Scotland 
itself, I am delighted to say, it is in very good heart. Recently, about a couple of years ago, I consecrated 
a new Chapter in Grenada in the Caribbean, and recently also another in the Bahamas. But before I go 
on to that, one of the points we are particularly keen to ensure, in looking at these new Supreme 
Councils, is that they are properly supported by regular Grand Lodges who have the membership that 
will be able to support a Supreme Council in the future. Unfortunately this is not always the case and 
does give us one or two problems. But to happier things, the Chapter I consecrated in Nassau ten days 
ago, number 250 of our Chapters in Scotland, is called the Sunshine Sovereign Chapter and Most 
Powerful Sovereign Grand Commander I would like to give you a little of Scotland’s sunshine. (Laughter) 

SGC: You warm my heart. (Laughter) Thank you, thank you. 

SGC Humphrey: That is from a distillery not very far from us. It is a speyside malt, they are very good 
and I’m sure you will enjoy it. 

SGC: I will, thank you very much Marcus. 

SGC Humphrey: I would also like to give you a copy of my father’s autobiography, called “The Golden 
Bridge of Memoirs”. 

SGC: Thank you. 

SGC Humphrey: Now he fought in the Canadian Grenadier Guards in World War One and won an M.C. 
at the end of the campaign. His birthday, ironically enough, was the eleventh of November, would you 
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believe, and he also played quite a part in the administration in the overseeing of Canadian Forces in the 
Second World War and he was in London throughout the blitz. So that book contains quite a bit of what 
is really part of Canada’s history and I’m sure you’ll find it very interesting indeed. And to close, can I just 
thank you very much indeed for your magnificent hospitality. It’s been a real treat being here in London. 
We’ve thoroughly enjoyed it, Sabrina and I are having a marvellous time and it’s been a great pleasure 
knowing you, and I wish you well in your retirement but beware, I retired, I was in local government for 
forty five years and I retired from that thinking I could relax. No fear, no worry, I’m busier now than I’ve 
ever been before, so just take that on-board. There’s no such thing as retirement. Thank you very much 
indeed. 

SGC: Thank you very much Marcus. Thank you, thank you. 

Grand Marshal: Would our Illustrious Brother and guest from Germany please join me on the level. 

GMoC: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you, III. Bro. Eberhardt 
Desch, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander, the Supreme Council of Germany and an Honorary Member 
of this Supreme Council. 

SGC: Sovereign Grand Commander, Eberhard. Welcome to our Supreme Council once again. It’s 
great to have you here as always. Would you like to say a few words of greeting? 

SGC Desch: Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful Grand Master, dear Brethren all. I bring 
you the cordial and fraternal greetings of Supreme Council for Germany. Congratulations to your 150 th 
anniversary. It’s a great pleasure to be here again with you. The Supreme Council decided to make 
you, Sovereign Grand Commander, an Honorary Member of our Supreme Council. You will get the 
document separately and I think given not only the amity between our Supreme Councils but the 
personal friendship with you and your predecessors and the members of Supreme Council, it’s a 
pleasure to welcome you as an Honorary Member. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander of Scotland, Most Illustrious Marcus Humphrey of Dinet, already 
mentioned the conference we had in May in Berlin. The Conference of Sovereign Grand Commanders 
of Europe and Associated Countries and we gave to every participant a graphic art of a brother of the 
33 rd degree, and it’s Frederick II, who plays an important role in our Supreme Council, in our Scottish 
Rite and since you couldn’t come because of other obligations I brought this for you with the best wishes. 
And we wish you and your Supreme Council fraternal harmony and great success in the future work. 

SGC: Thank you very much Eberhard. 

SGC Desch: And may I just say congratulations to all the members of the class. I think it’s a wonderful 
moment in Masonic life and it’s a great pleasure to attend such a great moment. 

SGC: Thank you. 

Grand Marshal: Would the brethren from the Concordant Bodies and our other guests please join me 
on the level. 

GMoC: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my pleasure to introduce to you, Most Eminent 
Knight, David P. Hardie, 32°, Supreme Grand Master, Sovereign Great Priory of Canada; Most Excellent 
Companion George A. Napper, 33°, Grand First Principal, Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of 
Canada in the Province of Ontario, and a Member of this Supreme Council; and Right Worshipful Brother 
Allan J. Petrisor, 33°, Provincial Grand Master for Ontario, Royal Order of Scotland, and a member of 
this Supreme Council; and Dad Ernest Loiselle, 32°, President of DeMolay Canada and Executive Officer 
for DeMolay, Ontario. 

SGC: Supreme Grand Master, David, welcome into Supreme Council. 

SGM Hardie: Thank you very much. 

SGC: Most Excellent Companion, George, welcome, welcome. 

MEC Napper: Thank you. 
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SGC: Dad, Ernest, thirty two degree Scottish Rite Mason, welcome. And Right Worshipful, Al, welcome 
into Supreme Council. 

PGM Petrisor: Thank you. 

SGC: You sing wonderfully. And George, you going to say a few words of welcome. 

MEC Napper: Illustrious Brother Terry McLean, 33°, Sovereign Grand Commander, Officers and 
Members of the Supreme Council, 33°, of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada and distinguished guests. 

I was notified that I would be speaking as one of the concordant branches of Masonry. I’m still not sure if 
this means I won the lottery or lost the lottery. (Laughter). I bring you greetings from the Grand Chapter 
of Royal Arch Masons of Canada in the Province of Ontario on this your 144 th Annual Session. 

I am fortunate to have gone through the degrees in both the Scottish Rite and the York Rite. That is why 
I find it hard to understand why some York Rite Masons consider the Scottish Rite as stealing potential 
members from the York Rite. Similarly, some Scottish Rite Masons feel that the York Rite is stealing 
their potential members. Both groups appear to be forgetting that we are all Masons, and while we may 
use somewhat different methods, we teach similar lessons to all our members. If all branches of 
Masonry are to succeed we need to promote more cooperation with each other. I would like to thank the 
Scottish Rite for the hospitality shown to my wife, Judith and me at your annual session. Thank you. 

Grand Marshal: Would the Representative of the London Valley please join me and I’ll escort you to the 
altar. 

GMoC: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my privilege to introduce to you, III. Bro. 
Christopher J. Beard, 32°, Thrice Puissant Grand Master, London Lodge of Perfection; and III. Bro. Terry 
D. Ronald, 32°, Most Wise Sovereign, London Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix. 

SGC: Illustrious Brother, Chris, welcome into Supreme Council, and Illustrious Brother, Terry, welcome 
into Supreme Council. Thank you both for your leadership in the Lodge and in the Chapter as well, very 
much appreciated. And Christopher, you’re going to bring some greetings. 

III. Bro. Beard: Yes I will. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful, the Grand Master, Members of Supreme Council, 
Distinguished Visitors and my brethren. Needless to say I was somewhat overwhelmed by III. Bro. Garry 
Dowling’s invitation to bring greetings to our brethren across Canada and beyond, to the 144 th 
convocation of the Scottish Rite in Canada and on the 150 th anniversary of the Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry in Canada. 

After hearing some of the Sovereign Grand Commanders speak I leaned over to III. Bro. Terry and I said 
“I don’t think I prepared quite enough.” And he said “Don’t worry about it, just read it twice.” (Laughter) 

At 3:00 PM on July 10 th , 1868 a Consistory of Sublime Princes gathered in St. George’s Lodge No. 32. 

III. Bro. Col. Moore declared himself Commander-in-Chief and appointed his officers. The Consistory 
was proclaimed and the Lodge was closed at 4:15 PM. At 4:30 PM a Chapter of Rose Croix was opened 
with the same brethren present. Commander-in-Chief, III. Bro. Moore granted a warrant for the Plamilton 
Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix. Fie later installed III. Bro. Murton as the first Most Wise Sovereign. 

The Chapter was closed at 5:30 PM. Thus we have the Moore Sovereign Consistory and the Plamilton 
Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix in the Plamilton Valley. Two days later, on Monday, July 13 th , 1868, III. 
Bro. Moore and his officers, formed the London Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix here in London. Fiere 
we are 150 years later. So it’s only fitting that we are gathered here for this demonstration of efficient 
minute reading. (Laughter) 

Sovereign Grand Commander, I didn’t bring any gifts, no bottles of whisky, so what I can bring you is the 
most emphatic greetings on behalf of the Most Wise Sovereign, III. Bro. Terry Ronald, the brethren of the 
London Chapter of Rose Croix, the London Lodge of Perfection and myself, I bring you the most 
emphatic greetings. Thank you. 
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SGC: Thank you for those kind words. Any indication that the Mayor is here. 

GMoC: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander I believe that the Mayor of London is detained. 

SGC: Okay, then I shall proceed. I will now ask the Grand Secretary-General to call the roll of the 
Grand Representatives, and as he calls your name would you please rise, say present and remain in 
place. When I seat you, I will ask III. Bro. Ron MacDonald, Past Active Member, to reply on behalf of the 
Grand Representatives. 

Roll Call of the Grand Representatives was called and regrets given for those absent.

SGC: III. Bro. MacDonald, the floor is yours. 

III. Bro. MacDonald: Sovereign Grand Commander, I apologise, I’m having trouble hearing. 

SGC: Okay, you were going to bring remarks on behalf of the Grand representatives? 

III. Bro. MacDonald: Not that I’m aware of, Sovereign Grand Commander. 

SGC: You trapped me. Okay then, very good then Ron, I’ll give your remarks. 

III. Bro. MacDonald: Please do, I apologise for that. 

SGC: No problem. On behalf of the Supreme Council I’d like to thank the Grand Representatives for 
their leadership and their connections with their respective Supreme Councils. 

III. Bro. David A. Glattly, would you please join me on the level. 

Commander Glattly, in our Executive Session yesterday, the Council voted in favour of an Honorary 
Membership to you on behalf of our Supreme Council. So here is the plaque indicating the Honorary 
Membership and our Honorary Membership Jewel, which I won’t place over yours, but I’ll give you that. 
And welcome to our Supreme Council. 

SGC Glattly: Well thank you very much, thank you. Thank you brethren, very much appreciated. 

That’s very nice, thank you. 

SGC: You’re welcome. 

The Mayor is still detained I imagine? We will proceed then. 

III. Bro. Grand Master of Ceremonies, please introduce our guest. 

GMoC: Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, distinguished east and brethren, it is my great honour 
this morning to introduce III. Bro. Gail N. Kemp, 33°. III. Bro. Kemp is a resident of Huntingburg, Indiana 
where he served as Mayor for twelve years. He is also a Past Grand Master of Indiana in the years 2000 
and 2001. III. Bro. Kemp was made an Active Member of Supreme Council in 2001 for the Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States of America. He has served as both Deputy for Indiana and 
Grand Lieutenant Commander as well as several committees. His presentation to us this morning on 
“The Path Forward” initiative, which collected and examined survey results and the resulting consequent 
campaign and future plans for membership marketing, recruitment, and retention. I am certain we are all 
looking forward to learning about this innovative programme. Please welcome III. Bro. Gail N. Kemp, 

33°. 

III. Bro. Kemp: We probably need to wait just a moment while they set something up, but before we do, 
thank you, they introduced me from Huntingburg, Indiana, small town of about 6,000. How many of you 
know where that is? Okay, but you probably have all been there. How many of you ever have watched 
the movie “A League of Their Own” about a woman’s baseball league? Have any of you seen that 
show? That’s the one where Tom Hanks is accused of scratching something, oh, never mind. But that 
movie was filmed in Huntingburg, Indiana. It was a lot of fun, and we’ve had other movies but that one 
was probably the one that’s seen the most, it was good. And while we’re waiting for this young man to 
do something here, I would like to say to the Most Worshipful Grand Master and our Sovereign Grand 
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Inspector-General, and all the of distinguished east, and all my brethren, especially the new members, 
welcome to the fraternity, we’re so glad to see you. It’s great to be here. Are we ready? All right...

SGC: Past Sovereign Grand Commander Richard Brown, would you take the gavel please. 
ALLOCUTION to follow on page 116 

SGC: I will now call upon our Grand Prior, III. Bro. Michael Farr, to conduct the memorial service.

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Allocution of the Sovereign Grand Commander 
144 th Annual Session ~ London, Ontario 

Grand Master, Distinguished Guests, Peers and Brethren: 

In accordance with the provisions of Article 22(s) of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme 
Council, I am presenting my third and final Allocution “enumerating all rulings made, permissions and 
dispensations granted, and important official acts done during the year and recommending the legislation 
I (he) may deem necessary or expedient for the continued welfare of the Rite.” 

May I first offer you a very warm and fraternal welcome to the 144 th Annual Session of our Supreme 
Council, held this year in the beautiful historic City of London, Ontario the basic birthplace of the 
beginnings of the Scottish Rite in Canada and hosted by the Valley of London under the chairmanship of 
III. Bro. D. Garry Dowling, 33°. 

The year 2018 is definitely a year of celebration - Happy 150 th Anniversary to the Valleys of London and 
Hamilton. What a wonderful time to be a member of the Scottish Rite. 

To our candidates and their spouses, I extend our congratulations and best wishes on their election to 
our Supreme Council. 

It is also a pleasure to be in the company of our distinguished guests from within Scottish Rite Masonry 
and from our larger Family of Freemasonry. I am particularly pleased that the Grand Master of the Grand 
Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario, Most Worshipful Bro. Paul E. Todd 33° is with us. 

Let me take you back 150 years ago to July 1868 

III. Bro. Col. W. J. B. McLeod Moore, acting under a dispensation granted to him by the Supreme Council 
of England, organised a Consistory and Rose Croix Chapter to meet in Hamilton, Ontario and a Rose 
Croix Chapter to meet in London, Ontario. That meeting took place in London, Ontario at the Hall of St. 
George’s Lodge, York Rite Freemasonry on Friday the 10 th day of July, 1868 after the Grand Lodge of 
Canada held their 13 th Annual Communication in London, Ontario. On the same day and shortly after a 
Consistory meeting of the Assembly of Sublime Princes of the Royal Secret 32° prepared to accept the 
warrant of dispensation and accept installation as First Officers of Moore Sovereign Consistory to be 
established in Hamilton. Also on the same day, the Chapter in London was instituted by Moore as the 
London Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix with Captain Thompson Wilson installed as Most Wise 
Sovereign. The Chapter held its first meeting on July 13 th 1868. Thus the beginnings of Scottish Rite in 
Canada. 

Well that was Then this is Now 

Supreme Council has held its Annual Session here in London, Ontario seven (7) times, the first being in 
1906 and the last one in 2001 on September 11 th being 911 in the United States, an extremely horrific 
and difficult time. The London Session in 2001 was impacted by this tragic event. London, Ontario is a 
beautiful, active and friendly city, a city nicknamed the Forest City. It received its nickname from the 
British Government to poke fun at Governor Simcoe, as he envisioned a prominent prosperous city at the 
forks of the Thames, when it was only a tiny village carved out of the centre of a forest of trees. Since 
then, London has prospered and continues to live up to its name “The Forest City, by caring, continually 
planting and respecting the history of trees. Trees, stately homes and buildings, a banking and insurance 
home office city and the well-known University of Western Ontario and of course the home of the London 
Knights. London with its ongoing planning is a very modern City and pleasant place to live and work for 
its present and future citizens. The Valley of London established our first Learning Centre in 2003, it has 
an active Consistory Club which helps out the community with medical equipment, the members portray 
excellent degrees, they have many social activities that engage the members and families and they 
present a good image to the Masons in the London area. 

NECROLOGY 

It is customary and fitting each year, at our Annual Session of Supreme Council, for us to celebrate the 
lives of our friends and brothers who were called to be with the Great Architect of the Universe. All will be 
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missed and we give thanks to God our Father for their lives and the love they shared with us. We mourn 
their passing and join together in the celebration of their lives on earth. 

Since we last met one (1) Active Member and five (5) Past Active Members of our Supreme Council have 
died. Each brought his special talents and gifts to Freemasonry and especially Scottish Rite 
Freemasonry.

III. Bro. Alan Douglas Arbuckle, 33°SGIG (1948-2018) 

Valley of Ottawa 

III. Bro. Arbuckle was received into Freemasonry in 1982. In 2012 he was coroneted an Honorary 
Inspector-General, and crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 2013. Alan served as 
Chairman of the Communication Committee and Special Awards. A proven experienced reporter/editor, 
an idea man, a candid down to earth style communicator and an inspirational ritualist. A kind, energetic 
friend and wise counsel to many. He passed on May 28, 2018. 

III. Bro. Charles Edwin Drew, 33°, PSGIG (1931-2018) 

Valley of Toronto 

III. Bro. Drew was received into Freemasonry in 1955. He served as the 66 th Grand Master, Grand Lodge 
of Canada in the Province of Ontario (1993-1995). In 1988 he was coroneted an Honorary Inspector- 
General and crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in 2000. Ed served on several Supreme 
Council committees including Membership Awareness and Community Relations.

I have approved Bylaw revisions for all three bodies of the Valley of Vernon, British Columbia. 


Several situations concerning the accommodation of candidates to receive degrees on alternate dates or 
in a sister Valley have been referred to me, and I believe in all situations the Deputy and I have been 
able to meet the needs of a candidate within the confines of our Statutes and Regulations. 

Valley of Ottawa - Under Article 22(t), I granted dispensation to present the Constans Allegory with 
Master Masons and Ladies present for this year only. As a result of my review with the Ritual Committee 
I concluded that the Allegory can only be performed in conjunction with the 32 nd Degree or at an 
authorized Master Masons event. It is ritual and may not be portrayed for non-Masons. I would 
recommend in the future the Valley look at an alternative for presentation to non-Masons such as the 
Rose upon the Altar. 

Valley of Vancouver - Under Article 22(t) I granted dispensation during construction of their permanent 
meeting location (The Vancouver Masonic Centre) to hold meetings in either of the Langley or Port 
Coquitlam Masonic Temples. Meetings held in any location other than above requires further 
dispensation from the SGC. 

It is also wise to remind Valleys that have had a dispensation approved that the approval is for that 
occasion only and that a request for a similar dispensation in the future must be submitted for each 
occasion. 

SPECIAL APPOINTMENTS 

At the 2017 Annual Session of Supreme Council in Montreal, Quebec, I appointed III. Bro. Alan J. 
Stoddart, 33°, to act as my Special Assistant for the ensuing year. III. Bro. Stoddart and his wife Cheryl 
have been tremendous supports to myself and Bonnie as we travelled on planes, trains and automobiles 
across Canada and to other jurisdictions on behalf of this Supreme Council. I once again thank Alan and 
Cheryl for their friendship and support. 

As well, III. Bro. David G. Hooper 33°, has served as Special Assistant to III. Bro. James G. Finch, 33°, 
Deputy for Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island and Newfoundland and Labrador this past year. His 
support of Deputy Finch and this Supreme Council is sincerely appreciated.

Brian Gilkinson for his addendum to the report of the Committee on 
Jurisprudence and Legislation. 

III. Bro. Brian Gilkinson, 33° presented Part II of the Report from the Jurisprudence and Legislation 
Committee on the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Allocution. 

Jurisprudence and Legislation Report ~ Part II 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and brethren: 

As directed by motion yesterday, and pursuant to Article 22 (s) of the Statutes and Regulations, your 
committee has reviewed the Allocution of the Sovereign Grand Commander presented to this 144 th 
Annual Session of Supreme Council and now reports on its contents covering the third and final year of 
his triennial term. 

The Allocution is characteristic of others delivered by our Sovereign Grand Commander. It is informative 
and comprehensive, covering his official actions, including rulings and recommendations taken in the 
fulfillment of his duties. 

This year, like that of 2017, marked significant anniversaries within the jurisdiction of our Scottish Rite. 

He noted that both London, our host Valley, and the Valley of Hamilton were celebrating their 150 th 
anniversaries of service to the Scottish Rite. There is a measure of continuity in his recognition of the role 
London played in the formation of our Rite and in the positive role its present host committee performed 
for this Annual Session, under the chairmanship of III. Bro. D. Garry Dowling, 33°. 

His warm and sincere words of welcome could not help but make the candidates and their spouses, as 
well as our distinguished guests, feel a valued and integral part of these proceedings. Indeed, those 
words directed to the candidates in particular should reinforce the sentiments contained in the lecture of 
the Grand Chancellor. 

We share his pleasure in noting with appreciation the attendance of Most Worshipful Bro. Paul E. Todd, 
Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of A.F. & A.M. of Canada in the Province of Ontario, in that capacity 
and also as an Honorary Inspector-General of this Supreme Council. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander’s summary of the history of our Scottish Rite, related to the efforts of 
Scottish Rite Masons in London and Hamilton in the early development of our Rite, points out the 
importance of recording acts of effective leadership and of recognizing them so that the brethren of the 
future will know and appreciate the past. Builders do not spring spontaneously into being. They are 
created by personal effort, the tutelage of dedicated brothers and by the example of builders who came 
before. Our Sovereign Grand Commander, who added Education and Enlightenment to the core 
initiatives to be pursued and fostered by all of us, knows this better than most. 

His story of Governor Simcoe’s vision for London is instructive. London became a city. Cities are 
populated by all sorts but to become a city requires similar vision and effort on the part of many. He 
points out that those characteristics are reflected in the involvement of local Scottish Rite Masons, in 
hosting a number of Annual Sessions and in taking a leadership role in establishing the first Learning 
Centre in our jurisdiction. 

The placement of comments regarding historical accomplishment and his comments regarding the 
necrology are appropriate. It is fitting to celebrate the lives and contributions of those who have passed 
while noting that each has died regretted. There is a common thread running through his comments 
regarding III. Bros. Arbuckle, Drew, Murray, Sproule, Waddell and Watson. Each made multiple 
contributions to Freemasonry, including our Rite. Those contributions demonstrated unceasing effort that 
spanned their lives as Freemasons. Those who knew them well were also aware of the significant 
contributions they made to their communities and to society as a whole. 

Those of us who will review the names of others listed in the Allocution will no doubt have similar cause 
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to pause and reflect on what lessons those known to us left behind as aids to our continuing labours and 
as examples for our future efforts. Those lessons can be found in the lives of members of our sister 
Supreme Councils who have passed, as well as those with whom we shared fellowship in our craft 
lodges and local Valleys. 

His mention of Mrs. Janet Weber, wife of Past Sovereign Grand Commander III. Bro. Orlan Weber, 33° is 
a useful reminder that Masonic accomplishment often depends on the support of a caring and supportive 
companion. That lifelong companion is often the first teammate facilitating the efforts that make all goods 
things happen, within Freemasonry and beyond. 

Time stood still last year when no member of this Supreme Council moved to Past Active status. This 
year our Sovereign Grand Commander noted that five Active Members will become Past Active, III. Bros. 
Michael D. H. Farr, 33°, D. Ronald MacDonald, 33°, James S. Ross, 33°, Chesley R. Piercey, 33°and 
David G. Hooper, 33°. He noted the valuable contributions of each to the work of our Rite. All deserve 
our best wishes, expressed as we have opportunity, in addition to those conveyed by him in his 
Allocution. 

Our Sovereign Grand Commander has remained faithful in reporting his dispensations and other rulings 
made in the best interests of the Rite and with the provisions of our Statutes and Regulations in mind. 
The need to accommodate candidates as much as possible within those parameters is central to the 
early impressions our newest members gain of the Rite and the importance of these being positive is 
reflected in the decisions taken. Article 22 (t) authorizes the Sovereign Grand Commander to, “do all 
other acts and perform all other duties as in his judgment the interests of the Rite may require, and at the 
Annual Session next succeeding report the same to this Supreme Council for confirmation.” He acted 
twice under the authority provided by this section, first, in granting a one-time dispensation to the Valley 
of Ottawa to perform the Constans Allegory with Master Masons and ladies present and second, in 
allowing the Valley of Vancouver to meet at two alternate locations while the new Vancouver Masonic 
Centre was being constructed. 

His admonition regarding the fact that dispensations have a one-time only shelf life is equally important. 
Every time a departure from the normal application of the provisions of the Statutes and Regulations is 
sought for an action or event, a new application for dispensation is necessary. It is also important to bear 
in mind that if the Statutes and Regulations do not provide for a possible dispensation no application 
should be made. His reference to Article 22 is central to his authority in this area while Article 26 governs 
the authority of the Deputies. 

His words of appreciation to III. Bro. Alan J. Stoddart 33°, his appointed Special Assistant, and Cheryl, 
Alan’s spouse, reflect their dedicated service to assisting him and Bonnie over the course of his final 
year, indeed, over his term as Sovereign Grand Commander. We too should be appreciative of their 
efforts in aiding in the well ruling and governing of the Rite. 

III. Bro. David G. Hooper, 33° was also congratulated on the assistance he provided to III. Bro. James G. 
Finch, 33° Deputy for Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island and Labrador over yet another year. It is 
uncertain if the amount of effort it took to assist the Deputy had any bearing on III. Bro. Hooper’s decision 
to retire to Past Active status. 

His listing of official visits and special attendances over the course of his term as Sovereign Grand 
Commander demonstrates a sincere dedication to taking care of business. His efforts to attend, not just 
events within the Rite but also those of many disparate Masonic bodies, has done much to raise the 
profile of our Rite. It is most significant in reviewing the list of his activities to note the continuing 
dedication to the well-being of craft Freemasonry and, in particular, his own lodge, notwithstanding the 
onerous demands of his work on behalf of our Rite. 

In a year when one of the first recipients of the John Ross Matheson Award, III. Bro. Sam Gilmore, 33°, 
passed, it was a welcome announcement to hear two worthy members will receive the award for their 
contributions, III. Bros. Donald F. Harrison, 33° and Norman Pohl, 33°. This is tangible proof of the value 
with which these brethren are viewed and of the continuing determination of the Rite to encourage such 
contributions and to recognize those who make them. 
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The list of progress made in furtherance of the initiatives of Supreme Council detailed by the Sovereign 
Grand Commander represents an ability to set goals, to enlist others in the efforts to achieve them, to 
record progress to establish transparency and thereby establish accountability for their achievement. The 
goals set include those exclusive to Supreme Council but as importantly those that involve the Deputies 
and Valleys in the effort to strengthen these applicable initiatives within them to stimulate progress at all 
levels of the Rite. Our Sovereign Grand Commander is to be congratulated on his efforts to further the 
initiatives established by others, to expand them and to engender positive action to have them realized. 

Therefore, the Rite has what he would refer to as an overall Action Plan, a blueprint for action and a 
method of viewing challenges as opportunities to act constructively. Consistent with this mindset is the 
establishment of two ad hoc committees to examine the degrees and to produce an orientation manual 
for Grand Secretaries/Registrars. The project to produce a template to assist Valleys in the creation 
and/or amendment of by-laws is another example of a policy motivated by a desire to serve the Valleys. 
Reference to the scottishritecanada.ca website provides a wealth of material of benefit to both Valleys 
and the general membership. 

His continuance of support for the Order of DeMolay, like his encouragement to support our craft lodges, 
affords tangible proof that his concern for our future mirrors the value he puts on the lessons that can be 
learned from the past. The three scholarships to be awarded will not only inspire the recipients but other 
young men to view Freemasonry and the Rite in a positive light. 

Maintaining a presence at the Conference of Grand Masters/Grand Secretaries of North America and at 
the All Canada Conference promotes an interchange of ideas regarding issues of mutual concern and, 
likewise, fellowship with others that strengthen the bonds between our Rite and other Masonic bodies. 

His recognition that leadership is not true leadership if it is not informed leadership makes the need for 
this involvement in the greater world of Freemasonry essential to our own viability as a Rite, contributing 
where possible to solutions, and learning of others, both of which could well deserve wider application 
than can be achieved by any one Masonic organization working in isolation. Reports on these 
conferences can be accessed on the website, enabling all our members to become better educated and 
informed Masons. 

His comments regarding the work of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and his contributions to it 
are welcome. They highlight the research initiatives of the awards programme and the work of the 
Learning Centres, both of which are equally important in improving the lot of those suffering puzzles of 
the mind. 

His concluding remarks recognize the privilege of serving our Scottish Rite as Sovereign Grand 
Commander. He makes it clear that the work of the Rite is very much a team effort. He stressed the core 
function of Supreme Council, that of providing Valleys with resources and support in their efforts to 
promote the initiatives of Supreme Council, to utilize excellent leadership, membership, communication 
and educational tools to improve the immediate Masonic experience of their members, both new and old. 

What he did not mention in his Allocution is how critical one man with vision can be to the success of an 
enterprise, whether or not its progress is the result of teamwork, characterized by the fellowship and 
contribution of many. It seems to your committee to be a glaring omission although undoubtedly the 
product of a humble nature. 

I conclude this report by referencing the quotes cited by our Sovereign Grand Commander. The African 
saying, “If you want to go quickly - go alone. If you want to go far - Go together” sums up the value he 
places on making our Scottish Rite journey a collective one -no one left behind and all subject to the 
same opportunities to contribute, each according to his ability. Someone has to drive the tour bus on this 
Masonic journey and he has very much been the “Go” in our significant progress over the last three 
years. J.P. Morgan once said, “The first step towards getting somewhere is to decide that you are not 
going to stay where you are.” That encapsulates our Sovereign Grand Commander’s mantra of continual 
effort to seek out opportunities to improve our Rite and to inspire us to take advantage of them. 

III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33°, thirty-sixth Sovereign Grand Commander of the A. & A.S.R. of 
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Freemasonry of Canada, you quoted Sir Winston Churchill when he said, “I am easily satisfied with the 
very best.” I am confident that I speak for not only your committee but on behalf of all of us when I say, 
“So are we.” Thank you for three excellent years of inspired leadership as our Sovereign Grand 
Commander.

SRCF President’s Report 

As printed in the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Annual Report 2017-2018 

“Do the difficult things while they are easy and do the great things while they are small. A journey of a 
thousand miles must begin with a single step.” These words were written by Lao-Tzu an ancient Chinese 
philosopher and writer and very accurately describes how we need to approach our goal to Help Solve 
the Puzzles of the Mind. The human brain is the most complex biological structure known and our 
understanding of the brain is still limited. Our grants program seeks to help unravel the puzzles and help 
with understanding the basic biology and the health challenges such as dementia (Alzheimer’s and 
related dementias) and Parkinson’s disease as examples while the Learning Centre program is a 
practical application assisting those with Dyslexia. 

Our ability to increase the funding to the granting program will no doubt help our funded researchers and 
could not have been accomplished without the tremendous support received from the 50 th Anniversary 
Capital Fund. 

This year also marked the tenth edition of the “Clarion”, jointly published by the SRCF and Supreme 
Council and sent to all Scottish Rite members in Canada. Congratulations to our Editor in Chief, III. Bro. 
Chief III. Bro. Darian Bacon 32° and his Editorial Board for another outstanding issue. 

The 2017-2018 will see two new Directors being elected. We thank III. Bro. Gordon Greasley who will be 
stepping down as a Director in September for his service to the Foundation. Also this September marks 
the end of III. Bro. Terry A. McLean’s term as Sovereign Grand Commander. III. Bro. McLean has served 
the Foundation as a Director during his term as Lieutenant Grand Commander and also as Sovereign 
Grand Commander. We will miss his support and wisdom as a Foundation Director and wish both Terry 
and Gord all the best in their future endeavours. 

This was an exciting year for the Learning Centre program with the Learning Centre for Hamilton opening 
its doors to its first students in May of this year. We look forward to the official opening on September 16, 
2018. Congratulations to III. Bro. Donald D. Thornton and all those who have been involved in getting this 
Learning Centre off the ground.

I continue to believe that we can be truly proud of what The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 
accomplishes for others through its Grants and Awards and the Learning Centre Programs.

SGC: Thank you III. Bro. Brethour and thanks to your committee for the wonderful they’re doing and 
these truly are valuable tools that can be used at your disposal, shining more light on Master Masons.

III. Bro. Ross: I’ll be brief, if I can find my notes in here. Sovereign Grand Commander, M.W. Grand 
Master, Paul Todd, distinguished guests, peers and brethren. I’ve often looked at my local body of the 
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Scottish Rite in Montreal as a cross section of Masonry, everybody gathered, la creme de la creme of the 
local area.

And his period as 
Deputy and my period as Deputy along with Ches Piercey, gave us a real opportunity to get to know 
each other. And the Sovereign Grand Commander said that, and quite correctly, Ron is always ready to 
help out with any task and when he speaks you are wise to listen. My observations are that still waters 
run deep. Great to know you Ron. 

Past III. Bro. Chesley Roy Piercey, Past Deputy for New Brunswick 

III. Bro. Piercey fulfilled his duties as an Active Member from 2010-2018. Served as Deputy of New 
Brunswick from 2012-2018.

This last fellow, I’m not sure what to say about him.

Bro. Ross fulfilled his duties as an Active Member from 2007-2018, served as the Grand Standard 
Bearer 2009-2013 and the Deputy for Quebec from 2013-2015. Jim also provided leadership as a 
Director of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation for several years.

Brethren, I just have a few closing remarks. I’ve been asked the question “What, in your opinion, were 
your most memorable and enjoyable experiences as Sovereign Grand Commander?” and my response 
was “All of them.” 

Can you recall in your high school yearbook, when you graduated, you had the opportunity to bequeath 
something to somebody or a group of people? Well, I bequeath to the new Sovereign Grand 
Commander, his officers, and all members of Supreme Council to enjoy the ride of your life in serving 
this exceptional fraternity and enjoying the fellowship it provides.

SGC: Most Worshipful, the Grand Master, Paul Todd, distinguished guests, honoured recipients of the 
John Ross Matheson Award, members of Supreme Council, all of whom, my friends and my brethren. 

In anticipation of this moment, I went back and I looked at the remarks made by III. Bro. McLean in 2015, 
when he stood here in my position and at that time he began by saying “What a difference a day makes.” 
I’ll say.

That continued in Scottish Rite where we 
enjoyed many, many happy meetings together and somehow or other he was even able to convince me 
to take over the job of Grand Secretary of Murton Lodge of Perfection. I have no doubt that many of you 
sitting here today have had the privilege of sharing Masonry with your father or grandfather, or your son, 
and to those of you who have been so fortunate, I’m sure you will agree with me that that relationship 
adds so much more to the Masonic enjoyment, and Masonry adds so much more to the relationship 
among you. 

There are so many people to thank, and as always I should really begin with my wife Judi, and my kids 
who always have been very supportive of my Masonic and other activities and Judi and I look forward 
with great anticipation and joy to being able to serve all of you in the upcoming years. 

Along the way, as we all have, I’ve had so many mentors, and without naming all of them I do want to 
pay tribute to my dear friends Norm Byrne and Bill Lister, both of whom played very important parts in 
this Supreme Council, were extremely helpful and encouraging and good friends of mine. We all miss 
them very much and I thank them for everything. 

To the brethren of the Hamilton Valley and to the brethren of my own Craft Lodge, Temple Lodge No. 

324, I say thank you. Many, many of those brethren are here with us today. The support that I always 
have received from Temple Lodge and from the Hamilton Valley has been outstanding and once again I 
look forward to the years to come. 

To our Past Sovereign Grand Commander, Harold Crosby, and his team who conducted the installation, 
it’s a thrill. Harold, it means so much to me that you were able to do this for me and for us and I 
appreciate that very much. 

Thanks to the London Valley for hosting this excellent 144 th Annual Session. It’s been wonderful and I 
guarantee that this is an Annual Session that I will never forget. 

I wish also to extend my thanks to III. Bro. Terry McLean, Steven Warren, Robert Brethour, and also to 
Leslie Drake. Their support and encouragement, particularly during my years as Lieutenant Grand 
Commander, has been most helpful indeed. Right from the very get go, Terry involved me in decision 
making, considering issues that have arisen, including me in emails, and I might add he has a unique 
style in some emails, so it’s been wonderful and Terry I thank you for the training that you have provided 
me. 

To the outgoing Active Members of Supreme Council, who now are moving into the ranks of Past Active, 

I express once again, my personal thanks to each of you. Congratulations on a job well done, and I’ll say 
congratulations in advance to the jobs that you still have ahead of you as Past Actives. 

To our new Active Members welcome, congratulations. I look forward to working with you in the future. 
It’s a busy four years ahead of us, it’s a challenging four years ahead of us and I’m so glad to have you 
all on our team. 

Particular credit, I think, is due to our Deputies. In my report on the General State of the Rite, I stated 
that the true general state of the Rite can be gleaned and determined by a thorough reading of the 
various Deputy’s reports, and I repeat that, and I thank the Deputies, and again anticipate on-going 
cooperation, assistance, and their overall enthusiasm for our Scottish Rite. 
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Now as you know we have four Deputies for the Province of Ontario, and we’ve taken this opportunity to 
do a little bit of re-arranging so I can indicate to all of you the Deputy Brian Gilkinson will have 
responsibility for the Valleys of Hamilton, Peterborough, Ottawa and Kingston. III. Bro. Atkinson will 
serve the Valleys of Windsor, Thunder Bay, Sarnia, and Chatham. III. Bro. Wills will be the Deputy for 
the Valleys of Toronto, London, Niagara, and Woodstock. And III. Bro. Brethour will serve the Valleys of 
Barrie, North Bay, Guelph, Sudbury, and Sault Ste. Marie. 

Brethren, I believe that the history of this Supreme Council is extremely important. We are an amazing 
organisation that goes back many years, this is our 144 th Annual Session and in 2024, we will be 
celebrating our 150 th year. In that regard, I have appointed III. Bro. Gareth Taylor, who has stepped 
down as a Deputy for Ontario, and will be appointed as Grand Historian. Now that office is not one that 
is enumerated in our Statutes and Regulations but historically it has been held by III. Bro. John Lawer 
and prior to him III. Bro. Charles Sankey. So that office has a rich tradition and I know that Gareth with 
his abilities, will serve it well. Our Grand Historian will be specifically tasked to work with a committee, 
with a goal of compiling a book chronicling our history from 1975 to date in anticipation of that 150 th 
Annual Session in 2024. The previous history covered the period of 1874 to 1974. So we look forward 
to updating that with a Volume 2 if you will, and I know that Gareth and those working with him will 
produce an outstanding result. 

To everybody who participated in the 33 rd degree on Thursday, and when I say everybody in the 33 rd 
degree, in my mind I include the wonderful Vesper Service as a part of our degree. I thank III. Bro. 
Michael Farr, and welcome III. Bro. Gordon Maitland, and to all the brethren who participated in the 
conferral of the degree itself, I offer my congratulations for a job extremely well done. 

Our previous Sovereign Grand Commander and those before him, established and championed various 
initiatives; Leadership, Membership, Education, and Communication. All of those initiatives are worthy 
initiatives. All of those have proved to be most helpful to our Supreme Council and to our Scottish Rite 
Masonry, and I will be continuing those initiatives. As in the past Leadership will be under the wings of 
our Lieutenant Grand Commander, who will work with the Deputies as in the past as that initiative moves 
forward. The Membership initiative will be continued by III. Bro. Terry McLean, it’s a subject near and 
dear to his heart, it is subject he has worked very hard on during his term as Sovereign Grand 
Commander and he will continue with that initiative. Education and Enlightenment, III. Bro. Robert 
Brethour. You saw the results, or some of the results, of their hard work thus far, in the presentation this 
morning, and he will continue to champion that initiative and we look forward to great things. And 
Communication will be under the auspices of III. Bro. David Bennett with the benefit of his superb skills in 
that area and assistance from other skilled brethren that we have. The Communication initiative will 
continue and great things will be coming from them. 

To each member of the class, congratulations. I know that you’ve received so many congratulations 
already, since Thursday afternoon but again it means so much to have a large class, an enthusiastic 
class, and such a cooperative class. This year’s class is the first class of what we now have as a four 
year term and I’m mentioning that because of course we will only have these full sessions every other 
year. So while it’s always important, I would say it’s doubly important now, that the enthusiasm, the 
brotherhood, the zest for Scottish Rite and for Freemasonry that we always experience at these full 
sessions, keep it going and even though we’re not going to be doing this next year, we’ll keep that 
enthusiasm going so that we can spread it out through the Valleys. 

We’ve heard much talk about membership, ways in which we can encourage membership, and brethren, 
obviously that’s very important, but I believe that the true measure of success for each of us, is to live like 
a Mason, to live the principles, and to display those principles to the world as part and parcel of being a 
Mason. We saw a wonderful presentation yesterday from III. Bro. Kemp, and the Northern Jurisdiction, 
and the phrase “Not just a man, but a Mason” can’t help but resonate across our country as the Masonic 
word is spread. But I would add, not just a man, but a Mason who lives like a Mason and who 
encourages others and makes it known that he’s a Mason and these are the principles by which we live. 

In the upcoming closing of the degree, there is a line which says “Let us, my brethren, rise to illumine the 
minds of our fellow men yet in darkness with the radiance of Masonic Light and the examples of virtue”. 
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It seems to me that if we can do that and we can live by those principles, men will want to be Masons, 
will want to be a part of this wonderful organisation and we will be viewed as truly a worthwhile mission. 

I conclude as I began. I’m thrilled, honoured, somewhat nervous, but terribly excited. We all share a 
Masonic life and I thank you all for giving me this incredible opportunity to work with you, to serve you, to 
share your fellowship and your friendship, and to be a part of our wonderful Scottish Rite Masonic world.

Now III. Bro. McLean, could you join me please? Terry, it gives me a great amount of pleasure to 
present to you this certificate, issued by Supreme Council, to III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33°, for having 
faithfully, zealously, and with total devotion, served the Rite in its highest office as Sovereign Grand 
Commander from 2015 to 2018. I’m presenting this certificate to you with the gratitude of every man 
here and every member of Scottish Rite. Now frankly, I have to confess I tried to get them to add 
Bonnie’s name to this but I didn’t have the necessary influence yet, but you can tell Bonnie that she 
should be on here too, because she as well has done an outstanding job. Congratulations Terry.

Independent Practitioner's Review Engagement Report 

To the Members of 

Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada 

We have reviewed the accompanying financial statements of Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite of Freemasonry of Canada, that comprise the statement of financial position as at May 31, 2018, and the statements 
of operations, changes in net assets, and cash flows for the year then ended, and a summary of significant accounting 
policies and other explanatory information. 

Management's responsibility for the financial statements 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these financial statements in accordance with 
Canadian accounting standards for not-for-profit organisations, and for such internal control as management determines 
is necessary to enable the preparation of financial statements that are free from material misstatement, whether due to 
fraud or error. 

Practitioner's responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express a conclusion on the accompanying financial statements based on our review. We 
conducted our review in accordance with Canadian generally accepted standards for review engagements, which require 
us to comply with relevant ethical requirements. 

A review of financial statements in accordance with Canadian generally accepted standards for review engagements is a 
limited assurance engagement. The practitioner performs procedures, primarily consisting of making inquiries of 
management and others within the entity, as appropriate, and applying analytical procedures, and evaluates the evidence 
obtained. 

The procedures performed in a review are substantially less in extent than, and vary in nature from, those performed in 
an audit conducted in accordance with Canadian generally accepted auditing standards. Accordingly, we do not express 
an audit opinion on these financial statements. 

Conclusion 

Based on our review, nothing has come to our attention that causes us to believe that the financial statements do not 
present fairly, in all material respects, the financial position of Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite of Freemasonry of Canada as at May 31, 2018, and the results of its operations and its cash flows for the year then 
ended in accordance with Canadian accounting standards for not-for-profit organisations.

1. Purpose of the organisation 

The Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada (the “organisation”) is 
a not-for-profit organisation which serves as the central administrative body for Scottish Rite Freemasonry across 
Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 

The financial statements are the responsibility of and prepared by management in accordance with Canadian accounting 
standards for not-for-profit organisations. The preparation of financial statements necessarily involves the use of 
estimates based on management's judgment, particularly when transactions affecting the current accounting period 
cannot be finalized with certainty until future periods. 

The significant accounting policies used are as follows: 

Cash and cash equivalents 

Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks and other institutions and term deposits 
with maturities of three months or less. 

Inventory 

Inventory is recorded at the lower of cost and net realizable value. Cost is determined using the specific item method. 

Financial instruments 

Initial measurement 

The organisation’s financial instruments are measured at fair value when issued or acquired. For financial instruments 
subsequently measured at cost or amortized cost, fair value is adjusted by the amount of the related financing fees and 
transaction costs. Transaction costs and financing fees relating to financial instruments that are measured subsequently 
at fair value are recognized in operations in the year in which they are incurred. 

Subsequent measurement 

At each reporting date, the organisation measures its financial assets and liabilities at cost or amortized cost (less 
impairment in the case of financial assets), except for equities quoted in an active market, which must be measured at 
fair value. The organisation has also irrevocably elected to measure its investments in bonds at fair value. All changes 
in fair value of the organisation’s investments in equities quoted in an active market and in bonds are recorded in the 
statement of operations. The financial instruments measured at amortized cost are cash and cash equivalents, accounts 
receivable and accounts payables. 

For financial assets measured at cost or amortized cost, the organisation regularly assesses whether there are any 
indications of impairment. If there is an indication of impairment, and the organisation determines that there is a 
significant adverse change in the expected timing or amount of future cash flows from the financial asset, it recognizes 
an impairment loss in the statement of operations. Any reversals of previously recognized impairment losses are 
recognized in operations in the year the reversal occurs.

2. Summary of significant accounting policies (continued) 

Capital assets 

Capital asset purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortized on a straight-line basis over the assets' 
estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organisation follows the deferral method of accounting for contributions. 

Restricted contributions are recognized as revenue of the Internally Restricted - Special Candidates Fund in the year in 
which the related expenses are incurred. Unrestricted contributions are recognized as revenue of the unrestricted fund 
when received or receivable if the amount to be received can be reasonably estimated and collection is reasonably 
assured. 

Dues and fees revenue is recognized as earned and collection is reasonably assured. Amounts received in advance 
are recorded as deferred revenue. 

Fundraising events revenue is recognized when the event takes place and collection is reasonably assured. 

Net investment income is recognized as it is earned in the statement of operations. 

Use of estimates 

Management reviews the carrying amounts of items in the financial statements at each statement of financial position 
date to assess the need for revision or any possibility of impairment. Many items in the preparation of these financial 
statements require management’s best estimate. Management determines these estimates based on assumptions that 
reflect the most probable set of economic conditions and planned courses of action. 

These estimates are reviewed periodically and adjustments are made to net income as appropriate in the year they 
become known. 

Items subject to significant management estimates include allowance for doubtful accounts.

8. Financial instruments 

The value of a financial instrument can be affected by changes in interest rates, foreign exchange rates, equity and 
commodity prices and credit spreads. 

Market risk 

Market risk is the potential for loss from changes in the value of financial instruments. 

The organisation is exposed to market risk in the investment portfolio as well as through non-trading activities. Market 
risk in investment activities is managed by the senior management of the organisation and every investment transaction 
is guided by policy and regulatory limitations.

8. Financial instruments (continued) 

Interest rate risk 

Interest rate risk is the risk that the fair value or future cash flows of a financial instrument will fluctuate because of changes 
in market interest rates. The organisation is exposed to interest rate risk with respect to investments in bonds. 

Liquidity risk 

Liquidity risk is the risk that the organisation could encounter difficulty in meeting obligations associated with its 
financial liabilities. Liquidity risk also includes the risk of not being able to liquidate assets in a timely manner at a 
reasonable price. The organisation is, therefore, exposed to liquidity risk with respect to its accounts payable. 
Management manages liquidity risk and monitors the cash and funding needs on a daily basis. 


9. Related party transactions 

During the year, the organisation paid and charged back costs for The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. These 
transactions are in the normal course of business and measured at the exchange amount, which are the actual amounts 
paid. The Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation is a not-for-profit organisation whose board of directors are members of 
the organisation.

Expenses 

Fixed Expenses 

Fixed expenses, i.e. salaries, rent and ongoing administrative expenses basically are fixed with little or 
no options to reduce. 

Professional Fees 

As for fiscal 2018, Supreme Council has engaged our accountants to perform a Review Engagement as 
opposed to an Audit for fiscal 2019. 

Advisory Council 

For the foreseeable future all future Advisory Council meetings will be held by teleconference rather than 
meeting in Hamilton. 

Library 

The Scottish Rite Library previously housed at the Grand Lodge building has been moved to the Scottish 
Rite offices (3 rd Floor), which will result in cost savings. 

Attendance at other Supreme Councils/Conferences 

Travel by members of Supreme Council and those who attend other jurisdictions will be carefully 
monitored and curtailed where possible, to make every effort to reduce costs. 

Supreme Council Sessions 

Costs of Supreme Council Sessions, which traditionally is the most difficult cost to manage will be more 
stringently monitored and no doubt registration fees will need to increase accordingly, to meet rising 
costs. 

Travel Allowance 

Traditionally, Active and Past Active Members receive a "travel allowance" to attend the Annual Session, 
which is in two parts, to defray travel costs and to defray hotel accommodations. It is suggested that the 
"per diem" portion of the allowance be eliminated for fiscal 2019. 

Investments 

The investments will remain unchanged and invested according to the investment plan adopted for 
Supreme Council or until subsequently altered. 

In Conclusion 

Brethren, as I have stated in the past, declining membership is the overall issue to not only Supreme 
Council, our Valleys, but all Masonic bodies and again, as Grand Treasurer-General and the Audit and 
Finance Committee, we are equally concerned about the financial health and wellbeing of our Valleys.

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

The following is a report on the state of the Rite in Alberta and NWT for the Valleys of Calgary, Central 
Alberta, Edmonton, Lethbridge and Medicine Flat. 

Communication 

All 5 Valleys in the Province of Alberta use a combination of standard printed notices and electronic 
summons to inform members of meetings and special events. E-summons are becoming more prevalent 
as more members are becoming computer friendly. In addition the Valley of Calgary uses an electronic 
RSVP system to assist in reminding members to attend. 

Leadership 

The Valleys of Calgary, Edmonton, and Lethbridge have functioning Executive Committees. The 2 
smaller Valleys, Central Alberta and Medicine Flat, do not need such committees; however, the members 
do discuss the state of their Valleys on a regular basis. The only Past Active in the province who is able 
to assist their Valley is in Calgary (Past Deputy Stan Clayton) who is in poor health, but still very 
concerned about the Rite. PSGC III. Bro. Orlan Weber, 33°, now lives in Fernie, British Columbia; thus, 
there is no Past Active member in the Valley of Edmonton. All 5 Valleys are actively involved in 
succession planning, have FUG nominating committees and have a program of degrees. Officers in 
Edmonton serve 2-year terms; all of the others use 1 -year terms. Central Alberta is “recycling” some 
officers due to low membership. It should be noted that the Valley of Edmonton again assisted the Valley 
of Central Alberta with the ceremony of installation of officers. III. Bro. Allan Long, 33° the new Active 
Member for Alberta and the NWT has settled into the duties of the office in fine fashion. Fie has been a 
great help to the Deputy. 

Membership 

Since Supreme Council receives membership statistics, provided by each Valley on an annual basis, it 
can be simply stated that the membership in each Valley is declining. This is due mostly to deaths and to 
a lesser extent demits. Central Valley has had a resurgence in membership with many new members. 
Declining membership in Medicine Flat and Lethbridge is reaching a critical point. While the Valleys of 
Calgary and Edmonton assist as much as possible, recruitment of new members must be encouraged. 

Fellowship 

In Edmonton, the Deputy attended the social functions closing the 14° and 32°reunions consisting of the 
dinners and music night. The Deputy attended Central Alberta’s “Free BBQ” in June. The Valley of 
Calgary held their centennial function. The Valley had an open rededication ceremony, and while the 
ladies were entertained the 14° was conferred, and that night an elaborate banquet was held, the 
weekend concluded with a breakfast at Freemasons’ Flail where everyone had a chance to socialize 
before heading to their respective homes. It was a wonderful weekend. III. Bro. Murray Pay 33° and the 
Brethren of Calgary are congratulated for putting on such an event. Most of the Valleys have a Christmas 
social. Calgary also has a Palm Sunday Tea. The Deputy attends any social functions following 
Reunions in the other Valleys when making his official visit. 

Unique 

Edmonton continues to provide acting and director classes to assist our casts and directors. These 
sessions are now open to any Masonic body who wishes to send members. These are given by 
professional actors/directors. Edmonton continues to annually sponsor scholarships to young musicians 
at the Alberta College Conservatory of Music. Edmonton has a well-developed system of charitable 
donations to a number of worthy groups. Calgary, Lethbridge, and Medicine Flat work together, and 
members of Lethbridge and Medicine Flat are often officers in bodies located only in Calgary or 
Lethbridge. 
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Supporting Craft Lodges 

The Deputy knows of no on-going activities that fall under this category; however, the Deputy has made 
it known that he will, at the invitation from the Worshipful Master of any Lodge, speak about the A&ASR. 

Financial Health 

Supreme Council receives annual financial forms from the Valleys. The smaller Valleys may be bordering 
on long term financial problems; however, with declining membership, all Valleys could face difficulties in 
the future. 

Overall General Statements 

Edmonton and Calgary, while having declining memberships, are strong and active. Edmonton still 
confers most of the degrees in its’ Reunions. Lethbridge, Central Alberta, and Medicine Hat are having 
membership problems; however, the members are sincere and dedicated. 

The Deputy represented the Rite at the annual Edmonton Preceptory No. 46 Christmas Observance and 
The Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Alberta.

I am pleased to submit this report on Scottish Rite Freemasonry in British Columbia and Yukon Territory. 
As requested the reports are formatted under required subtitles. 

Valley of Campbell River 

Strathcona LOP (62) 

Official Visit: 21 st November, 2017 (5 th degree) 28 th February Installation - Nanaimo 
Membership 

There was a drop in membership in this Valley over last year. The Lodge of Perfection has four craft 
lodges from which to draw membership, all about one hour away from the Valley. However the 
membership works to hold meetings in two locations over the year as well as work with the Valley of 
Nanaimo in conferring degrees of Perfection. The success of this twinning has brought both Valleys to an 
efficient presentation of degrees. The Annual Installation held in February saw a full lodge room with 
officers installed from both Valleys. The Membership continues to strive seeking new members to the 
Valley. Present members are strong supporters of their Craft Lodges and are acknowledged as Masons 
of Leadership ability. It is expected that membership will remain stable over the next years. The 
“Northern Lights Degree team” has members of Scottish Rite and Royal Arch. The popularity of the 
degree team is assisting with communicating informally about Scottish Rite. 

Communication 

Notices are sent by email with the exception of a handful still requiring mailed information, some of whom 
are regular attenders to the Valley. Some discussions have taken place about the possibility of including 
a website for the Valley, and a newsletters. However the small Valley also balances those thoughts with 
the effectiveness of expansion of communication media 

Leadership 

The main focus of the Executive is to provide leadership for members, by example, and by increased 
communication. The Executive meets regularly, discussing strategies to be used. Through these meeting 
comes the ongoing of seeking suitable officer personnel who will foster positive advancement of the

Scottish Rite. Brethren in the Valley have skills in leadership training, as the Executive offers strong and 
full support. 

Education 

Education is now scheduled as part of some meetings, papers presented, discussions initiated to 
stimulate interest of the members. A time issue hampers regular presentations. Degrees conferred take 
the most time of a meeting. 

Valley Fellowship 

For many years the two Valleys of Campbell River and Nanaimo have assisted each in the conferring of 
degrees. Campbell River Valley shares in many social events with local Craft Lodges and Chapter. 

Valley Events 

The Valley holds a special breakfast in September where Freemasons and friends are invited to learn 
about the organisation of Freemasonry. Focus is now on explaining the mission of Scottish Rite which 
has been well received by members and visitors alike. 

The Executive is exploring ways to increase the profile within and without the community. In May our 
Sovereign Grand Commander was in attendance at a joint Valley meeting with Nanaimo. The meeting 
was the conferral of the 14 th degree. This Valley is the only one in the country, which explains the 
symbolism of the Banners of each degree. 

Financial Health 

The Senior Executive including the Treasurer monitor financial trends, with the by-laws addressing 
issues should they arise. The Valley is in a healthy and positive condition. 

From the Survey 

The Valley makes every effort to remain in touch with the membership to review communication policies 
and avenues of feedback. An examination of the degree team structures is on-going, with all attempts to 
introduce new members to the work of the Valley. 

Valley of Castleqar/Nelson - Location - Trail 

Kootenay-Boundary LOP (33) 

Kokanee CRC (26) 

Official Visit: 23 rd April 2018 (Education Evening) 

Membership 

Membership in the Valley has declined over the last year as was registered 1 demit, 1 death and 2 
suspensions for NDP, 2 brethren were installed with the 14°. However, five brethren are now ready to be 
received into the Chapter of Rose Croix. 

Communication 

Two thirds of the members receive their communications by email. 

Leadership 

Commitment of the brethren attending meetings is difficult to garner. Of the total membership of thirty- 
three, eight are living out of the area and cannot attend, while of the remaining about 50% attend and 
they are the mainstay of the brethren to confer the degrees. Many of that 50% hold positions in other 
fraternal bodies in the area. Their commitment is spread very thinly across Freemasonry. Their 
continuous aim is to support as much as possible. 

Education 

In the past the education was regularly given at lodge meetings. This year all energy has been in 
conferring degrees. 

Valiev Fellowship 

The Valley does not have any social events per se under the banner of Scottish Rite as social events 
from other bodies of Freemasonry seem sufficient to meet needs. The Valley does have a dinner before 
each meeting, as many have to travel some distance after the meetings. Again all brethren also attend 
functions of their craft lodges regularly. 
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Connection/Supporting of Craft Masonry 

This small community and surrounding area are supporting 9 craft lodges, all small in numbers, Royal 
Arch Chapter, Scottish Rite and Shrine, and other appendant orders. The connection is well above 
perhaps other larger Valleys in urban areas. These Members support it all. 

Financial Health 

This year has seen work in streamlining the expenses of the Valley and with the assistance of III. Bro. 
John Teleske, 33° making certain that the Valley remains financially healthy 

Planning for future 

With five brethren applied for the degrees of Chapter of Rose Croix, plans are being organized for the 
Vernon Chapter of Rose Croix to assist in a Reunion weekend in the fall. This event is being planned 
about midway between the two Valleys - 375 km apart, about 5 hour journey from one valley to the 
other. 

Valiev of Fraser Valiev 

Langley (Fraser Valley) LOP (107) 

Fraser Valley CRC (104) 

Official Visit: 6 th December, 2017 (Installation) 

Membership 

The Valley will be scheduling a Master Mason’s Night in the fall 2018. Assistance in planning will be 
sought from Vancouver Valley which holds Master Masons’ evenings annually. A new package for 
Master Masons who attend a special evening has been made. There is a much larger class for the 
Perfection degrees this year. Already the class is showing great interest in the Rite. They have shown 
enthusiasm in their Craft lodges - it is overflowing into Scottish Rite. The continuation of building the 
Valley membership and its degree teams appear positive for the coming years. There are already 
discussions of a new mentoring program for all members - new as well as established members. The 
Vancouver Valley used the same lodge facility for a few months from September to December after 
having to move from its original premises (constructing a new building), but moved away in January. That 
move has not deterred the two Valleys continuing to work together for conferring of degrees. A new 
schedule of conferring degrees and other meetings of the Valley including the degrees of Consistory in 
the Vancouver body was updated. Successive planning of teams for the degrees, a recommendation 
from a committee, is slowly taking place. The Valley in its past, conferred all degrees of Perfection. The 
ultimate aim of the officers and Executive is to return to this position in the years ahead. 

Communication 

All notices are sent by email. Several Members not with computer receive their notices in a timely 
manner through regular mail. Discussion has also taken place with respect of a website. As yet that has 
not materialized. 

Leadership 

A number of Committees have been established this year, by the Officers, with each having a Director to 
check on progress. Like many Masonic groups leadership is a fundamental necessity for the bodies to 
work and work well. Successive planning meetings have taken place to ensure a continued support of all 
officers willing to lead the Valley. The Officers’ Guide is in place and is to be utilized by other officers has 
been spoken about and is planned for future officers as a resource. The officers are very conscious of 
maintaining a high standard of work especially when sharing work with Vancouver Valley. Consideration 
for two terms for officers is being discussed for the future to enable the continued rebuilding of active 
members of the Valley. The banquet for the visit of the Sovereign Grand Commander by the members of 
this Valley at Vancouver Valley was a great success, with many members participating in its preparation. 
The HIGs of the Valley meet to help the officers with planning for its future. Recommendations are left 
with the officers to determine the progress and immediacy of them. With the future consideration of 
conferring all degrees, the Valley is planning new director leadership roles, and seeking potential 
candidates for these positions now. 
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Education 

The Valley now has a Director of Education/Historian in place. His major responsibility will be the regular 
presentation of education at all meetings of the Valley. Where no degree is conferred the Education 
would be more extensive. The major emphasis of the Master Mason evening would be the natural and 
continued development of the Philosophy of Freemasonry through the degrees of Scottish Rite. Degrees 
are explained and discussed by a brother prior to the conferring of the next degree. This is directed 
during the time the business of the Valley is being conducted. The information papers are given out after 
the degree is conferred/communicated. The booklet containing the lectures of the degrees of Perfection 
is presented at the conclusion of the 14 th degree. 

Valiev Fellowship 

With members of the Valley being strong members of their Craft Lodges, the social events of their lodge 
tend to be sufficient for a balanced fellowship of work and play. Members use these Craft Lodge socials 
as their further enjoyment of their Freemasonry. A banquet was planned for the evening of Installation 
with the Deputy attending. As in the past the Installation was a joint Installation of both Lodge of 
Perfection and Chapter of Rose Croix. The Annual Ted Thomas BBQ in June, is always a successful 
event. The continued joint meeting with Vancouver Valley in conferring the degrees remains strong, each 
valley offering support when required. Several special events have been planned celebrating years of 
work of a particular brother in the past. A Social Committee has been formed to seek ways to include 
Ladies at events of the Valley. Events may take a few years to establish. As always ‘busyness’ of lives of 
the members hinders greater success of events. 

Financial Health 

The Valley is in good financial health. 

Valiev of Kamloops 

Thompson Valley LOP (60) 

Thomson CRC (59) 

Official Visit: 15 th March 2018 (13 th degree) 

Membership 

The Valley has maintained its membership this year, with 1 Affiliation and 1 New Candidate, however, 2 
III. Brothers passed to the Grand Lodge Above. This year the Valley chose not to hold a Master Mason 
evening as the members prefer to work individually to introduce Scottish Rite to Master Masons rather 
than plan a special Master Masons event. Their observation of keen Masons, who have already shown 
interest and diligence in the fraternity, prompts them to approach the brothers. The fraternal groups in the 
area create social gatherings and are the mainstay of connecting to all. There is interest in working 
towards programs with a strong masonic philosophy base. 

Communication 

All correspondence to members is electronic. At the present time there is no newsletter for the Valley. 

The Grand Secretary sends out to the Brethren a recap of the years: meetings, education, social events 
and Brothers who have passed to the Grand Lodge Above. There is interest in providing some type of 
newsletter, but the Brethren also indicate that sometimes they are overloaded with too much from too 
many other Concordant Bodies. At the present time no one has stepped forward to take on this 
challenge. 

Leadership 

Approximately 3V2 years ago the Valley embraced the idea of strong leadership through succession 
planning. As a result, there is in place a system of strong Brothers who will advance through the chairs in 
both Bodies. The Leadership of the Valley will be in the hands of some amazing Brothers for years to 
come. Many of the elected officers in the past and present have shown their leadership skills in the Craft 
Lodges. A strong support of Past TPGM’s, MWS’s and HIG’s continue to work, diligently seeking the best 
brethren for the job of leading the Valley. 
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Education 

This year the Valley was able to introduce different styles of education. Education found its way into 
every meeting; sometimes a short 10-15 minute talk on a Degree just conferred, to a full evening of 
discussion on each Degree, to a PowerPoint presentation on the SRCF. The Valley is very fortunate to 
have several members whose background in education makes for quality and fascinating presentations 
at meetings. 

Valiev Fellowship 

The Valley has yet to identify a specific social event, special evening or activity. The Valley is small in 
numbers with about 35 of the 60 Brothers residing locally. Most of these Brothers are actively involved in 
their Craft Lodge and Shrine Club, which already have several well-established meetings, social events 
and activities. The subject has been discussed but many of those who would take on such a task are 
already overloaded by the other Concordant Bodies. This is something that will continue to be looked at 
but at this point in time is not high on the list that was identified as a result of the Survey. 

Valley Events 

This area has been identified as being important but is similar to Valley Fellowship. This Valley continues 
to work with the Valley of Vernon. There is a very strong bond between the two Valleys. They will visit 
each other at least twice a year. They confer the 5th Degree for both Valley’s Candidates and Kamloops 
the same for the 13th Degree. Similarly, both Valleys support each other during Official Visits. This Valley 
also has initiated an Annual Scholarship Fund of $1000.00 at the Thompson Rivers University to support 
any student whose studies may be related to “Puzzles of the Mind” i.e.: Teaching, Medical Studies, 
Medical Research Studies etc. Our Sovereign Grand Commander made an official visit to the valley this 
year. The Valley chose to make it an Educational evening by creating a ‘fireside chat” with the Sovereign 
Grand Commander and their Deputy, including two rocking chairs and a food cooler between the chairs - 
a program never used before but which seemed very successful. Through some questions posed, the 
Valley was able to learn much about the happenings of Supreme Council and thoughts of our Sovereign 
Grand Commander. 

Financial Health 

The Valley is in good financial health. 

From the Survey 

- Succession Planning for present and future leaders is in place 

- Strong, focused and timely education 

- A Valley Calendar that is set in stone but has the flexibility to be adjusted by the incoming Principal 
Officer annually 

- Cooperation with Valley of Vernon, syncing of the two Valley Calendars 
Improving the delivery and quality of the conferred and communicated degrees 

- Creating an Annual Scholarship for the local University which we hope may raise the local Scottish 
Rite profile in the Community 

- The Executive Council revisits the Survey Results at every executive meeting to reprioritize the 
needs and desires identified in the survey results. Some topics are discussed at length, others are 
briefly discussed. It is important for this Valley to keep moving forward but learn to pace and prioritize 
those needs. 

Valiev of Nanaimo 

Colville LOP (105) 

Official Visit: 24 th January 2018 (7 th degree) 28 th February, 2018 Installation 
Membership 

The membership of Colville LOP continues to be strong and is listed at 105 members as of December 
31 st, 2017. The direction for 2018 is to continue to have a package put together with Scottish Rite 
Material including an application form to the Valley in Nanaimo to be handed out to all newly raised 
Master Masons in the Valley’s jurisdiction. The month of September is the targeted date for all 
applications to be received for balloting that same month. There will be a concerted effort to have the last

class of members participate in the degrees, even if it is a walk-on part. The last class saw 6 new 
candidates balloted upon and accepted in September 2017. The Valley continues to be stable and 
increasing in membership. 

Communication 

All communications of the summons are by email; where a member does not have an email address, a 
monthly summons and copy of the previous month’s minutes are mailed to him. All Communications 
received by the Grand Secretary, where he deems the membership should receive, are presented at 
meetings. 

Leadership 

The Past TPGMs and HIGs continue to play an active role in the Valley. When conferring degrees, as 
well as planning of events is undertaken, they are always requested to attend. Monthly Board of General 
Purposes are planned to ensure the Valley remains focused for the current year and future years. The 
Valley has a strong succession of officers for the future. The Valley meets with the incoming TPGM each 
year, to review his plans for the upcoming year and to offer any assistance that he may require to make 
the year a success. 

Education 

The position of Grand Orator being installed for 2018 is last year’s Grand Orator, allowing the 
continuance of Education at meetings where no degrees are undertaken and by a brother who is keen on 
Education. The Grand Orator position will not now be a progressive chair for officers. It will also become 
practice for the Grand Orator to deliver the Introduction and Summary of each degree on the degree 
nights. 

Valiev Fellowship 

The Valley has a Joint Installation with Strathcona LOP (Campbell River), with members of both Valleys 
participating in the work of the Installation. During the year, both Valleys continue to hold joint degree 
nights, moving back and forth between the Valley locations. 

For the Official Visit of the Deputy of BC and Yukon in 2017 a formal dinner was held, with overwhelming 
support from Victoria, Nanaimo and Campbell River. 

Valley Events 

Colville LOP continues to hold a joint BBQ in June with the local Nanaimo and District Shrine Club. This 
event is open to all concordant bodies and their relatives and friends. Scottish Rite Freemasons once 
again participated in the Annual “Friends of Art Berry” Memorial Golf Tournament, - Mary-Ellen Berry, 
Art’s widow, attended. Proceeds from the tournament were given to the BC Organ Donor Program. The 
Valley also participated in the Annual “Van Isle Shriners Show and Shine.” Many brethren travelled to 
Campbell River for a joint meeting of our Sovereign Grand Commander in May. He witnessed the 
conferring of the 14 th degree in candidates from both Valleys. 

Connection/Supportinq of Craft Masonry 

The Valley continues to develop a bond with a Scottish Rite Freemasonry presentation to be made at all 
Craft lodges within the Valley’s jurisdiction, where deemed possible. 

Financial Health 

The Grand Treasurer, through an annual budget and monthly reports, monitors the financial stability of 
the Valley. Colville LOP continues to balance its budget each year, however with the interest rates lower 
this year, a continuous review of the Valley’s investments will be ongoing. 

From the Survey 

The Valley is confident that the continued Education, the joint shared installations and Degree meeting 
with Strathcona, the Valley will maintain strong in both membership and fellowship. 

Valley of Prince George 

Cariboo LOP (61) 

New Caledonia CRC (56) 

Official Visit - 26 th March 2018 (13 th degree) 
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Membership 

Membership in this small Valley is holding its own with new members attending. The best method of 
seeking members is the personal contact with individual brethren in Craft lodges whom Scottish Rite 
members feel would benefit from joining the Rite. Many members of the Valley are strong members in 
their Craft Lodges as well as other concordant bodies. This has been mentioned in previous reports. The 
Valley works as a strong support of the nearest Valley to them. It just requires careful planning to find 
times when the travelling is convenient for one Valley to the other. 

Communication 

Most notices are sent by email, but because of the closeness of the Valley with the other fraternal 
organisations, some notices are hand delivered. A small group of members still receive their notices by 
mail. Degree team players are emailed separate notices for their assignments and updates of changes. 

Leadership 

A line of progression of chair officers is now being filled by newer Scottish Rite members. Senior 
members, showing their true value, are always ready to assist where support is needed. Progression 
through the chairs appears solid for the future. The Chapter has its officers hold positions for a two year 
period. 

Education 

Most meetings are for the conferring of degrees. This helps with attendance as well as maintaining 
involvement of the members in the Valley. No Education meetings are specifically planned. Through 
Craft Lodges, an Education Day is usually planned in the region. Creative presentations are becoming 
the norm, rather than a presentation of a paper. Members of Scottish Rite support these special events. 

Valley Fellowship 

An Easter Brunch is held for members and families as well as non-members. Casual get-togethers tend 
to be for a small social event rather than a formal banquet. 

Valley Events 

Through several years, reunions have been the more regular, more because of the extensive travelling of 
interested Craft Masons to join as well as officers and members attending. Travelling times of between 1 
Vz hours to 3 3 /4 hours are typical of members travelling for a meeting. Members are meeting in other 
concordant bodies regularly. 

Financial Health 

Financial health is stable. New dues structures are being planned and careful costs are closely reviewed. 

Valley of Prince Rupert 

Skeena LOP (38) 

Membership 

Membership numbers have increased this year. The class has five members. The calendar of scheduled 
degrees means that there will be fifteen members ready to progress to the Chapter of Rose Croix in the 
fall. The nearest Chapter is in Prince George, six hours away. The New Caledonia Chapter of Rose Croix 
will be offering a reunion for its new members and those from Skeena Valley in September/October this 
year. The Valley has come a long way over the past few years. Focus is on membership and increasing 
numbers. The conferral of the obligatory degrees of Perfection requires a large number of brethren. 

When that is placed on a small membership the work becomes harder to prepare. At its minimum the 
number of members for all the obligatory degrees would be about 40. 

Communication 

A new Grand Secretary was appointed during the year. He has continued to update statistics and data of 
the membership. Emails are the standard process through which members receive notices of meetings. 
Personal contacts are through emails and phone calls. 
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Leadership 

The primary focus this year has been on the building of teams to confer the degrees. Officers in some 
cases remain in their station for a two-year period. The strategy is working with members gaining more 
confidence in their work and the work of the Valley. Senior members of the Valley assist to rebuild 
confidence in the work. 

Education 

Since the focus has been on renewing better conferrals of degrees, the work of the degree has been the 
education of the Valley. 

Valiev Fellowship 

Members of the Valley meet regularly at meetings of Craft Lodges as well as other concordant bodies. 
Social events sponsored by these bodies appear to be the mainstay. A strong support of the Rite 
members in the respective Craft Lodges and concordant bodies offers opportunities to speak about 
Scottish Rite. 

Valley Events 

Plans are for officers to remain in the two-year term for the coming year. Once confidence is raised and 
quality of work improved, the Valley will consider returning to one-year terms. 

Financial Health 

Finances are in good health. There is no plan in the future for raising dues. Rent is minimal for the 
premises used.

Membership 

There has been a loss of membership in all three bodies of the Rite in the past year. The Valley 
continues to hold an Annual Master Masons evening which has always been well attended by those 
seeking knowledge of the Rite. This year it will be held at the end of May. Leadership of this event comes 
from several Flonorary Inspectors-General, the principal officers and those who are involved with the 
demonstration of ritual. The Valley holds several social events during the year and an annual barbecue 
with craft lodges (which also includes a Prince Flail Masons Lodge which meets in Vancouver) where 
donations are made to the BC Learning Centre for Dyslexia. 

Communication 

All communications are with email where possible, with some still being mailed through Canada Post. All 
details of social events are all passed to the membership electronically. 

Leadership 

The Valley has for many years had an Executive Council, which meets regularly through the year. It 
remains active and always seeking ways to create new initiatives to enhance the atmosphere of the 
Valley and bring to its members inspiring meetings. The Council is supported by an Active member, who 
guide them through ideas and new ways to improve the Valley’s work. 

Education 

Education Lectures have been set up for all three bodies. Where possible the information and summary 
sheets are given sometimes as an email following the conferral of the degree, along with the lectures of 
that degree received. The Valley works hard to have Scottish Rite Education presentations in at least 
three of its regular meetings. Several Brethren of this valley are well versed in Masonic Education. The 
addition of the Education and Enlightenment menu on the website has spurred greater interest in 
presentations. 
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Valiev Fellowship 

Already mentioned is the barbecue that is held jointly with the Scottish Rite and several Craft lodges in 
the area. An annual golf tournament is held early June. In each of the Bodies of the Rite, a Graduation 
Dinner is held, an opportunity to break bread with the new members of the bodies. This year a special 
event will be held commemorating the visit of the Sovereign Grand Commander to the Valley jointly 
hosted by Vancouver and Fraser Valley 

Valiev Events 

The governance of the bodies of Chapter of Rose Croix and Consistory are now holding for two-year 
terms - the officers willing to serve accordingly. The Lodge of Perfection remains governed by a set of 
officers for a one-year term. The Valley is working with three Craft Lodges in arranging a Golf 
Tournament in June 2018. It is planned for fraternal bonding, camaraderie and good festive time. 

Financial Health 

Financial health is stable, but collecting of dues is a full time job and a collection committee needs to be 
created. A streamlining of secretarial work to create efficiencies is now essential. One such item is the 
consideration of a national database on SQL with cloud servicing, which would allow each valley to filter 
the authorizations. A national program needs to be set up to help secretaries of each valley. There are 
benefits for both Supreme Council and Valleys.

Membership 

There has been a strong support of members to the Valley this year, with new members participating 
quickly in the work of the Valley. A solid support by senior members has increased the ‘promotion’ of the 
Rite in the lodges locally - all lodges have members of the Rite supporting their Craft Lodges. Their 
presence and contribution to their lodge has brought about more interest in the Rite. Plans are for a 
Master Mason Barbecue to be held in the summer with a discussion of Scottish Rite as part of the whole 
program. All three bodies have shown a small increase in membership this year. 

Communication 

Text messaging with calendar details has been used more this year and has heightened the level of 
communication with the membership. Discussion of a Valley Website is being investigated. All 
communications are sent by emails with very few now sent through Canada Post. 

Leadership 

Leadership in general is healthy between the officers and the leaders. There is expected more planning 
with the officers to meet more regularly in the future. An Advisory Committee meets in February and 
October. The incoming Officers meeting is held in April. Both committees are well attended and through 
them support of Valley meetings and activities are enhanced. These Committees are composed of 
Senior Officers of all three bodies, mentors and HIGs. Each Body of the Valley has its own mentor whose 
responsibility is to advise the Presiding Officer and other officers. Each degree has its own mentor 
offering coaching as well as creating the cast for the work. 

Education 

Education and Enlightenment folders are created for all candidates of the new class. Papers are 
distributed at each degree for further inserts to the folders. Further items deemed of interest for all 
members and sent from Supreme Council are sent as well such as the “Contemplations” from the SR 
website. A Google Calendar for Scottish Rite (BC&Y), which has been set up on the Grand Lodge 
website, is being populated by this Valley with its list of scheduled meetings for the year (Jan 2018 - Dec 
2018) 
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Valiev Fellowship 

The Masonic Hall has a Vernon Masonic Social Committee which is open to all members and their 
families. Because of the large number of Craft social events throughout the area, the Valley’s 
participation is more through these than a particular Scottish Rite Social Event. A committee of Craft 
Masonry, Scottish Rite, and Shrine meets monthly and conducts three major social events a year. 

Valley Events 

The Valley is strong. It works with the Valley in Kamloops in social events and conferral of degrees. This 
year the Valley is considering holding a reunion for the Chapter of Rose Croix in support of members 
from Kootenay-Boundary requesting conferring of degrees. The Officers of the Consistory have moved 
from a two-year term to a one-year term. The move has made an easier flow of the degrees conferred all 
within the one year rather than spacing them over two years. 

Financial Health 

Financial Health is strong. Reviews offer support of financial plans of the Valley, and such plans are now 
in place. 

From the Survey 

The Valley is venturing to add the 17 th degree to its schedule in January 2019. One brother with a deep 
interest in this degree, has taken the planning of the first performance and presentation. 

With the new Google Calendar on the Grand Lodge Website, the Valley will be using that which will also 
offer information to its members of other Valley schedules and probably diminish the use of the 
Communication in listing degrees being conferred in other Valleys. 

That this Valley is now creating the folders for Education and Enlightenment supports the original results 
of the Survey (2015) which showed the need for more Education.

Membership 

The Valley added another 7 members this year through the class, but over the past year there has been 
a decrease in membership. A Master Masons evening was held in January, with 15 Masons attending. 
This coincided with the Deputy’s Official Visit to the Valley. Active members, III. Bros. John Teleske and 
Karl Springer attended. They were pleased with the program and the response from the visitors of the 
program presented. The Valley is planning to hold an annual Master Mason evening in future years. On 
average the class size for LOP is about 8 a year. There is no Reunion for the work of this Valley. Each of 
5 meetings a degree is conferred. 

Communication 

Notices are published two weeks in advance of the meetings and sent by email to as many as possible. 

A few still receive notice by Canada Post. The notice will have the degree team listed and a brief 
overview of the degree to be presented. It will also include the working committees of the lodge. 

Leadership 

An informal luncheon takes place each week and is open to Scottish Rite Masons and together with 
other brethren, as well as men interested in Freemasonry. A meeting was held this year with principal 
officers of the bodies as well as the three secretaries, regarding the process of petitions as well as the 
beginnings of reviewing the by-laws of each body. 

Education 

The Valley is very fortunate to have two illustrious brethren who have a strong background in Scottish 
Rite and its history and philosophy. At event festive board one of them will add enlightenment to the 
assembly on some particular aspect of the degree, a symbol, a historical background, and philosophical 
anecdote relevant to the theme of the degree. Each member of the new class receives a copy of the 
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ritual (electronic) as well as the information sheets provided from the Website for each degree, especially 
those which are communicated. 

Valiev Fellowship 

Members will travel to the nearest Valley, Nanaimo, in support. Some will travel to Campbell River to 
show support of that Valley. Importantly these fraternal visits are necessary for the three Valleys to 
support the one Chapter of Rose Croix and Consistory on the Island. The officers encourage members’ 
support through them taking a major role as an officer. The visiting is reciprocated with Victoria receiving 
members who have travelled close to 3 hours to attend meetings. 

Valiev Event 

In October, 20 brethren attended a luncheon at the University of Victoria with guests Dr. Leigh-Ann 
Swayne who received the final grant from the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. Among her guests 
were the members of her research team. Dr. Swayne gave a presentation of her research work including 
a power point. A further event this year was the Master Masons evening. The video was shown. Three of 
the participants in the video are from the Victoria Valley. This has prompted a greater interest in Scottish 
Rite with Master Masons chatting with those brethren - all three well known Masons in Victoria. 

Connection/Supporting of Craft Masonry 

The members of the Valley hold many prominent positions in Craft Lodges on the membership role. 

Many are regular attenders of other lodges and support installations taking major parts in the work. 

Financial Health 

This is the first year of two years to have an increase in dues. A further increase is planned for the next 
year. This plan was presented to the Valley two years ago with unanimous approval. 

Attendance at practices is dwindling. This will have a negative impact on the work of the Valley. This will 
affect the experience of the candidates and participants. Discussion is taking place to determine better 
times and days of the week to hold practices. With many degree team members now seeking the 
opportunity to step down from roles they have held for decades, it is imperative that new members willing 
to take over roles find a practice time convenient to a majority of the new degree team.

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I also routinely attend the bi-monthly meetings of the Masonic Family Committee for the Grand Lodge of 
Manitoba 

We were saddened by the loss this year of Past Active Member Donald A. Murray, 33° and Honorary 
Inspector-General III. Bro. Earle Forshaw, 33°. Their lives and passing are commemorated elsewhere in 
these proceedings. These men made significant contributions to Scottish Rite Freemasonry in Manitoba 
and we mourn their loss. 

Valiev of Brandon 

Membership 

The Valley initiated two candidates into the Lodge of Perfection in the winter of 2018. The Valley’s 
membership declined by three members in 2017, an improvement over last year’s unanticipated sharp 
drop. Valley leadership continues to seek out qualified candidates. 

Communication 

The Valley issues a monthly summons, with information on upcoming meetings, degrees and events. 

The primary method of transmission is by e-mail, although some members still receive hard copies by 
post. The Valley Secretary is also diligent in providing regular e-mail alerts and updates for matters of 
interest, or when timing precludes waiting until the next summons. 

Leadership 

Valley officers serve one-year terms. Because of the small size of the Valley, it is not unusual for officers 
to repeat chairs as needed. However, the Valley does a good job of involving new members in leadership 
roles. 

Uniqueness 

The Valley supports a scholarship provided to students at the local community college. 

Financial Health 

The financial affairs of the Valley are managed prudently and the Valley expects to maintain a balance 
for each of the next 5 years. 

Fellowship/Social 

The Valley holds a number of events, notably a Fish Fry in the summer that includes families, and a post- 
Relighting of the Lights breakfast that includes the wives. 

Valley Improvement Plans 

The Valley leadership has not developed a long-term Valley Improvement Plan, but is diligent in 
addressing issues as they arise. 

Valiev of Winnipeg 

Membership 

Degrees are conferred on a monthly basis. The Valley conferred the Lodge of Perfection degrees on 2 
candidates in the fall of 2017. The Chapter and Consistory degrees were performed on both candidates 
in the winter and spring of 2018. 

Valley membership continues to decline through deaths and voluntary departures. The Valley leadership 
has recognized that the existing membership trend will make it hard to sustain the work in the future, and 
is developing a new membership program. 

Communication 

The Valley has re-established a monthly newsletter. As well, periodic e-mail notifications are sent out 
between newsletters when dates change or new events are added. 

Leadership 

Valley Officers serve one-year terms. Past officers of one body are showing interest in moving through 
the chairs of the other two bodies. As a result, all three bodies have experienced officers serving in new 
roles. Several officer positions have been filled by members who have joined in the past three years.

Incoming principal officers are responsible for identifying new officers for their respective bodies. 
Uniqueness 

Valley administrative affairs are executed through a Valley Council, composed of officers from all three 
bodies. This arrangement has been in place for years, and has been successful in ensuring that the work 
of the Valley is planned and executed efficiently and harmoniously. 

Financial Health 

The Valley has made progress in filing its missing annual reports. The Valley has a clear picture of its 
financial status now, although it will be unable to file complete reports for 2016. The transition to a 
volunteer Valley Secretary position, while relinquishing its office space in the Masonic Memorial Temple, 
resulted in significant gaps in the records for 2016. 

The hard work done by the Valley Finance Committee in 2016 to design a new operating model has paid 
off. The cost-saving measures undertaken by the Committee have stabilized Valley finances. 

Fellowship/Social 

The Valley sponsors a Luncheon Group, which has been meeting on the second Wednesday of the 
month for more than 50 years. 

The Valley holds an open joint installation of officers in May, with family, friends and distinguished guests 
in attendance. 

Valley Improvement Plans 

The Valley continues to struggle with the aftermath of eliminating the permanent Secretary position, and 
has not been able to give attention to a long-term Valley Improvement Plan. I plan on facilitating a more 
structured approach to planning over the summer and fall of 2018.

Membership 

Fredericton continues to attract new members and restore past members but at a much slower rate 
which doesn’t compensate for the losses due to deaths, demits and suspensions. The active members 
acquaint new Master Masons in their craft lodges with the Scottish Rite and invite them to join. A special 
effort should be employed to try new recruitment methods. New members are encouraged to get 
involved and share the office duties and degree presentations with a core of faithfully involved but 
dwindling number of older members. 

Leadership 

The older experienced members are taking the new members under their wings but more emphasis and 
energy needs to be applied. Pride in the presentation of ritual needs to be revitalized. Some of the older 
dedicated members are becoming burnt out. 
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Communication 

The Valley Secretary/Registrar is the central communicator and tirelessly passes on information of 
interest to the members via email, test messaging, telephone and Canada Post. The lodge notices are 
the principal means of communication. 

Fellowship 

The periods preceding and following the meetings have always been when informal discussions are held 
regarding the fraternity. These are sometimes the highlight of the evening. Within the meetings, the 
members are informed of sick and shut-in members who would welcome a visit. 

Financial Health 

The Valley is in good financial condition. However, with decreasing numbers and income and ever 
increasing expenses, this is in jeopardy. 

General Comments 

Fredericton needs a couple of its newer members to assume a larger leadership role with a couple of the 
older members acting as mentors for them.

Membership 

Membership numbers are continuing to decline. New members joining have not been sufficient to offset 
the losses dues to deaths, demits and suspensions. An encouraging factor is the younger age group of 
the new members. The valley continues to promote membership with dinner meetings, talks, videos and 
fellowship using a table lodge format. Interested guests, Masons and Scottish Rite members are 
welcomed. These events have provided a special evening for Scottish Rite members, further insight for 
Masons interested in Scottish Rite and guests who may be interested in Masonry. During the past two 
years 18 new members were received into Scottish Rite. 

Leadership 

Training sessions are held to assist in the ritual and floor work associated with the opening, closing and 
presentation of degrees. Knowledgeable degree directors and committee members coordinate this 
important task. 

Communication 

Communication consists of distribution of notices, brochures, etc. by email and Canada Post when email 
contact is unavailable. Personal contact via telephone is used for special events. The importance of 
personal contact has led us to emphasize this communication method to further strengthen our fraternal 
contact with our brothers. 

Fellowship 

The members assemble after each meeting for a light lunch and conversation before returning home. 

The Masonic Club continues to be a popular location for patrons of the building. Masonic lodges, Eastern 
Star, Shrine and Scottish Rite members gather to socialize on Friday evenings and for special events. 

Special Events 

The Robbie Burns night and a couple of other events took place to assist the Learning Centre. The 
Master Masons/Scottish Rite evenings have yielded very positive results. The excellent program was 
enjoyed by all in attendance and resulted in eighteen applications to Scottish Rite over the past two 
years. The widows of our members were recognized at Christmas. Financial assistance was provided to 
the DeMolay boys and volunteers assisted with their fundraising activities at the Atlantic Nationals Car 
Show in July. The Valley continues to participate in the Tri-Valley reunions. In addition, we hold our 
Lodge of Perfection reunion in Moncton to encourage participation and involvement of our new Scottish 
Rite members. A team of Miramichi Scottish Rite Masons portrayed one of the degrees and have 
expressed an interest in expanding their involvement. We will again hold our last meeting before the 
summer break in the Miramichi area with a special evening planned. 
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Craft Lodge Liaison 

Work is continuing with assigning representatives in each Craft Lodge in our area and is nearing 
completion. Both Craft Lodge and Scottish Rite Masons are assisting with the Learning Centre. 

Financial Health 

Both bodies are experiencing a net reduction in membership. A notice of motion to raise Lodge dues by

General Comments 

The valley is well represented by a relatively small group of dedicated members but the effects of age 
and health are having a detrimental impact. Action on the calling committee, the assignment of 
representatives in the area lodges and appropriate attention to our dues situation are viewed as critical 
steps to improve our overall well-being. We anticipate that continued focus on special programs and 
events will have a positive impact on recruitment and, just as important, retention.

Membership 

We have had assigned representatives in each craft lodge in our area for numerous years, but with the 
number of new members decreasing dramatically, we realize it is now necessary to remodel our 
approach and be more aggressive to avoid losing members to other Masonic bodies. An information 
package is being prepared to be given to all new Master Masons and follow-ups will be pursued. Special 
event nights are to be organized to expose Master Masons to the Scottish Rite. The content of our 
meetings has greatly improved with education and enlightenment being added which we hope will lead to 
better retention numbers. We are always available to speak at Craft Lodges when invited to do so. 

Communication 

Lodge notices and other information are distributed by email or Canada Post. Membership lists and 
brochures are available at the meetings or upon request.

Leadership

ritual. Our Advisory Committee consisting of the senior officers, Treasurer, Secretary/Registrar and HIGs 
provide guidance, suggestions and recommendations. Succession planning is discussed within the 
Advisory Committee. 

Fellowship 

We have increased fellowship time immensely with dinners before or lunches after meetings. The 
members really enjoy this time to exchange news of family, work, lodge and other topics. Each time that 
it’s required, a small group of members visit a sick or shut-in member which is always appreciated. A 
rose at Easter and chocolates at Christmas are delivered to each widow at which time we ascertain that 
all is well with our widows. 

Special Events 

For several years, we have held a Wine & Cheese Party just before Christmas. The admission fee is 
small but several hundred dollars are raised by a silent auction. From this auction, we are able to donate 
funds to the Moncton Learning Centre. We are now a summer picnic or some other family involved 
event. 

Craft Lodge Liaison 

Our representatives are present in each Craft Lodge talking of Scottish Rite. We are endeavouring to 
improve on this arrangement by having membership packages available to better promote our Rite. As 
always, we welcome the opportunity to attend a lodge to speak about the Scottish Rite. Each year, at the 
Grand Lodge Communication, the Deputy represents the Scottish Rite and extends greetings from the 
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Sovereign Grand Commander and Scottish Rite. Again, when the opportunity presents itself, he relates 
the tremendous work done with the dyslexic kids at the Learning Centre. 

Financial Health 

Our financial health is poor. Our expenses are too high for our membership base and it is worsening. We 
have used fund raising and room rentals but this past year, we further depleted our investments. We are 
scrutinizing our financial transactions very closely but our financial future is not bright. 

General Comments 

We have many things to improve. We have a small nucleus of dedicated members who devote their time 
to several Masonic bodies. We must increase our membership and in so doing, our financial picture will 
in turn improve. Because so many of our degrees are communicated, we have introduced talks and 
discussions on the different degrees. In this, we hope to retain members through education and 
enlightenment.

Membership

Notices are sent out by email or regular mail. These notices are detailed and informative, in order to 
attract as many members as possible to the meetings. 

Leadership 

The officers serve for a one year term, but it is becoming common for some to serve more often. The 
officers are selected by a nominating committee, which seeks out Brothers who are willing to commit to 
serve the Valley. 

Fellowship 

Although they are currently based in North Sydney, they do have meetings in other locations such as 
Glace Bay and Baddeck. This gives the Brothers in these areas a chance to attend the meetings and 
enjoy the fellowship, which follows each meeting. 

Last June the Valley had a visit from the Deputy. Due to the cancellation of their flight, the Sovereign 
Grand Commander and those accompanying him were unable to attend this event. This visit involved a 
lobster social with the Ladies and Guests of the Valley. A good time was had by all in attendance. 

Support of Craft Lodges 

There is no specific support program in place but each Scottish Rite member is encouraged to attend his 
Craft Lodge. 

Uniqueness 

This is a very close core group of Brothers, who have the best interest of the Scottish Rite at heart. 
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Financial Health 

I have been informed that this Valley is in very good financial shape. 

Valley of Summerside, PEI 

Membership 

The Valley has a total of 57 members, as all members are members of the amalgamated Valley, with 
Albert Edward Lodge being the fiscal agent. Dues are not separated, but all are a single amount of $ 
100.00 regardless of the associated body. 

They had two applications, but one could not meet the schedule of the Valley, due to work commitments. 
The same applies to another candidate from 2016, who has been moved around by his office. They hope 
to have both in line for 2019. 

Communication 

They had four meetings of the Lodge of Perfection, two of which were joint meetings with the Chapter. 
These were held on the 4th Tuesday of April, May, September and October. The average attendance 
was 16 members. 

The Chapter met for Maundy Thursday Ceremonies and Relighting with 18 at the former and 10 at the 
latter. 

A notice paper is emailed out and a personal call is sometimes made to remind members of the 
meetings. 

Leadership and Succession Planning 

No changes in leadership occurred in 2017. The changes of leadership (Chairs) were voted upon at the 
Semi-Annual joint session, where new officers were elected to be installed at the joint session in April. 

Fellowship and Unique Charitable Activities 

Their annual lobster supper continues to be one of their main social activities. At this year's (2017) 
function a total of $1000.00 was raised with the proceeds going to support the Halifax Learning Centre. 
The Deputy was in attendance and as requested by the Valley, presented the Deputy's Provincial 
Charitable Donation to the Alzheimer's Society of Prince Edward Island. 

Financial Health 

Although they have lost a number of members, their finances appear to be in good health. This year an 
essential purchase of a sound system for the Red Room put them over budget by $1,000.00. Their 
records indicate a payout of $4,000.00 for rent, which was a prepayment for 2018. The Secretary of the 
Temple Company inadvertently cashed it prior to their fiscal year. Otherwise, they are in good financial 
health and they expect to grow in numbers, albeit, slowly over the next couple of years. 

Valley of St. John’s, NL 

Membership 

In 2017, the Valley of St. John's experienced a modest growth in membership. They were fortunate to 
have 5 Brothers initiated into the Lodge, 9 became members of the Consistory and 2 members rejoined. 
However, in all 3 Bodies, there were 4 resignations, and 3 were suspended for non-payment of dues.

Communications 

The Valley held 8 Executive Committee meetings, 7 meetings of Centennial Lodge of Perfection, 4 
meetings of the MacGillivray Chapter of Rose Croix, and 4 meetings of the Newfoundland and Labrador 
Consistory. There was an increase in attendance at all meetings that took place. 

Email continues to be the main source for the Valley Communications. The executive continues to 
encourage Brethren to utilize the Supreme Council website. The notice paper continues to include links

to communication and Valley leadership, interesting educational pieces and local pictures covering 
Valley activities. 

Leadership and Succession Planning 

In 2017, at the Supreme Council Session held in Montreal, it was announced that III. Brother John 
Mercer will be coroneted at this year's session to be held in London, Ontario. This will add 1 Honorary 
Inspector-General to their members. In 2017, the Grand Secretary position was divided in all three 
bodies, adding a notice paper editor. Except for the notice paper editor, this was a failed experiment, as 
the Grand Secretary for the Lodge of Perfection did 90% of the workload. This year the position has been 
filled with the Grand Secretary/Registrar, and a notice paper editor. 

Fellowship and Unique Charitable Activities 

On May 23rd, 2017, the Valley presented the Provincial Deputy's Charitable Donation to the Dr. Bliss 
Murphy Cancer Care Foundation. 

In October, the Deputy and his delegation were received in due form. 

Also, in October, another successful Walk-A-Thon was held with the proceeds of approximately 
$2800.00 going to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. 

In February of 2018, Grand Secretary of the Centennial Lodge of Perfection, was asked by the District 
Grand Master of Avalon, Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and Labrador to give a presentation on Scottish 
Rite for their district meeting. This was not to be a recruitment session, but an educational piece. This 
was successful and raised the profile of Scottish Rite in the Grand Lodge of Newfoundland and Labrador. 

On March 29th, 2018, 34 Sovereign Princes attended the Maundy Thursday Services with the 
extinguishing of the Lights and the Feast of the Pascal Lamb. 

On April 7th, 2018, they continued their new practice of conducting the Re-lighting Ceremony on the 
Saturday morning following Easter Sunday. Once again, it was preceded by a breakfast. I might add the 
breakfast was cooked and served by two new Scottish Rite Brethren. 

Financial Health 

The Valley continues to enjoy a healthy financial situation. Actively pursuing dues arrears has resulted in 
several members bringing their membership up to date, and two former members have returned to the 
Valley - one of them after a lengthy absence. With membership numbers increasing, the Valley is looking 
forward to a continued good financial health.

I am pleased to report on the state of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valleys of Plamilton, Guelph, 
Niagara and Toronto. 

We were saddened by the passing of those Brethren whose names are inscribed in the Obituary records 
of these Proceedings. We miss their presence at our gatherings and remember and honour their 
contributions to the Fraternity. 

Valiev of Hamilton 

Membership 

Once again, initiations in the Valley have held steady from last year. Murton Lodge of Perfection initiated 
21 new members this year compared to 24 last year. The Plamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix 
initiated 26 members compared to 19 last year and Moore Sovereign Consistory initiated 92 members 
compared to 96 last year. Actually, looking at total initiations in all three bodies, there were 139 initiations 
both this year and last. 

Unfortunately, due to the large cohort of members who were born in the 1920’s and more diligent 
examination of the membership base, deaths, demits and suspensions increased this year. Murton 
Lodge of Perfection lost 58 members this year compared to 55 last year. The Plamilton Sovereign 
Chapter of Rose Croix lost 44 members compared to 46 last year but Moore Sovereign Consistory lost 
419 members compared to only 275 last year. 

Happily, the Valley did not lose any Honorary Inspectors-General this year. 

Communication 

The ongoing development of the Valley website continues apace. This project is still under the co¬ 
chairmanship of III. Bros. Allard B. Loopstra and George F. Benton. Allard and George have continued in 
their roles of Co-editors-in-Chief as well. The website has now been live for over a year and members 
are using it more and more all the time. Any member of any Body in the Valley of Hamilton is entitled to 
register and contribute to this website. If you haven’t seen it yet, we strongly urge you to “check it out” at 
www.hamiltonvallevscottishrite.com . If you encounter any difficulties, please contact Administrative 
Secretary Ken Adamson at 905-522-1622 Ex 22. Even if you are not a member of the Valley we urge you 
to have a look at the website. 

As we noted last year, the ongoing success of the website project largely depends on the ability of the 
Valley to convert as much of its communication as possible to e-mail. The cost of traditional mail 
continues to increase even as its reliability continues to decrease. The Valley now has approximately 
3200 members converted to e-mail. Website issues aside, the savings realized from this project are 
hugely significant. 

Leadership 

III. Bros. Robert S. Whitmore, Lieutenant Grand Commander and Allard B. Loopstra, Grand Chancellor 
and Thomas A. Wills, Grand Master of Ceremonies along with the Past Active Members of Supreme 
Council continue to provide tremendous leadership for the Valley. There is also a strong cadre of 
Honorary Inspectors-General who also provide strong leadership for the Valley. 

Valley Fellowship 

The Scottish Rite Club of Hamilton has always played an important role in the life of the Valley of 
Hamilton. The Club was established as the social arm of the Valley in 1924, shortly after the Valley 
occupied its current premises at 4 Queen St. S. The Club has continued to fill that role for almost one 
hundred years. This year the Club ran two well attended “Cigar Symposiums”. It also hosted its annual 
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“Al McIntyre Scotch Night” on February 9. Needless to say this is always an extremely popular evening. 
At Christmas, the club has historically run a week of spectacular Luncheon Buffets. This past Christmas 
season was no exception with the buffets being held from December 11 through 15. A wonderful time 
was had by all. 

Over the years, the Scottish Rite Club’s role has expanded into hosting banquets and weddings for 
outside individuals and organisations. Under the skilled guidance of General Manager Jeffrey Boyle and 
Chef Jolene Poore, the Club has recently won both the local “Consumers Choice” and the CHCH TV 
“Viewers Choicer” awards as the favorite banquet and wedding centre. We congratulate the Club on this 
very significant accomplishment. 

Once again, Santa paid his very first “official” visit of the 2017 Christmas Season to the Valley of 
Hamilton on Saturday December 2. Under the always capable chairmanship of III. Bro. Ken Wallace, 
breakfast was served to over 275 Masons and Non-Masons along with their children and grandchildren. 
Because the breakfast was so early in the Christmas season, Santa was able to bring Mrs. Santa along 
with him to take “orders” for the 24th. 

The Annual 33rd’s Christmas Dinner was held a week earlier than normal this year on Friday November 
24, 2017. The dinner was chaired by III. Bro. John L. MacPherson. Sixty-nine Brethren, spouses and 
widows were in attendance and once again, a good time was had by all. The 2018 dinner will be chaired 
by III. Bro. D. Kenneth Laliberte. 

The long tradition of holding the Hamilton Valley Golf Tournament at the height of the monsoon season 
almost continued in 2017. This is despite the fact that III. Bro. George Benton has not been the Chairman 
for several years. In what appeared to be a futile attempt to avoid a deluge, the tournament was moved 
to Southbrook Golf and Country Club in Binbrook. As the morning of June 23rd dawned, the day seemed 
to be promising the wettest tournament ever in the already soggy history of the Valley of Hamilton. Most 
happily, Mother Nature intervened about half an hour prior to tee-off and the precipitation abruptly 
stopped. The sun did not really emerge but there was no more rain for the duration of the tournament. As 
a result of this reprieve, forty-five golfers were able to complete their rounds and approximately 
$10,000.00 was raised for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. The tournament was won by a group 
of four “ringers” from Ionic Lodge No. 249 led by III. Bro. Bill Paul, the Worshipful Master of the Lodge. 
The 2018 tournament will once again be held at Southbrook. The date is June 22 and hopefully the 
sudden change in weather last year marked the end of the Hamilton Valley Golf Jinx. 

Murton Lodge of Perfection has a long tradition of having a Ladies Dinner at the Erie Beach Hotel in Port 
Dover each year. Last year was no exception with the dinner being held on Friday June 16, 2017. Once 
more, all cravings for delicious Lake Erie perch and pickerel were satisfied and a good time was had by 
all. This year’s dinner will be held on Friday June 15. 

The Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix always ends the Masonic season with a picnic for 
Officers and their wives. For a number of years now, the picnic has been held at the home of Barbara 
Skinner in rural Haldimand County. Barbara is the widow of the late Richard Skinner, a Past Most Wise 
Sovereign of the Chapter. The 2017 picnic was held on Saturday June 17, 2017. A great time was had 
by all. This year’s picnic was held on Saturday June 2. For the first time ever, candidates who received 
their 18th Degree this year will be invited to the picnic in order to welcome them as “part of the family”. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

In January of 2018, all three bodies in the Valley held their biennial Ceremonies of Installation and 
Investiture. Moore Sovereign Consistory held its ceremony on Monday January 8. This was followed up 
by the Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix holding its ceremony on Tuesday January 16 and 
Murton Lodge of Perfection holding its ceremony on Monday January 22. Ill Bro. James M. Harper 
became the Commander-in-Chief of Moore Sovereign Consistory. III. Bro. John L. Macpherson is now 
Most Wise Sovereign of the Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix and III. Bro. Stephen J. McQuade 
is Thrice Puissant Grand Master of Murton Lodge of Perfection. 
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Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley did not hold a Master Masons’ Night in 2018. In lieu of this, the Hamilton Sovereign Chapter 
of Rose Croix has put together a Second Degree team to go out to Craft Lodges and promote the 
Scottish Rite. An excellent degree was presented at St. John’s Lodge No. 35 in Cayuga on Thursday 
April 5. Another presentation is scheduled for Wednesday September 26 at The Barton Lodge No. 6. 
There likely will be a Master Mason’s Night in 2019. 

Financial Health 

From the information provided the Valley of Hamilton appears to be in good financial condition. 

Survey - Valiev Improvement Plans 

The Valley of Hamilton website was a major part of the Valley’s Improvement Plan along with increased 
use of e-mail as a means of communicating with Valley members. These are detailed above under 
Communications. 

General 

My Official Visit to the Valley was coincident with the Spring Assembly of the Hamilton Sovereign 
Chapter of Rose Croix on March 29, 2018. Approximately sixty Brethren attended the dinner prior to the 
18th Degree, Mystic Banquet and the Extinguishing of the Lights. 

There were four members of the Valley who became Honorary Inspectors-General in Montreal in 
September of 2017. III. Bros. William R. Denison, Robert G. Gordon, Brian T. Kiernan and Joseph W. 
Lewis all received their 33rd Degree at the 143rd Annual Session of Supreme Council. Our 
congratulations are extended to III. Bros. Stephen J. McQuade and Edward L. Burns who will become 
Honorary Inspectors-General at the 144th Annual Session in London this year. 

Valiev of Guelph 

Membership 

Royal City Lodge of Perfection has a membership of 381 and the Guelph Chapter of Rose Croix consists 
of 361 members. This year showed a loss in membership with only 4 new candidates initiated into the 
Lodge and Chapter. Deaths, Withdrawals and Suspensions resulted in the loss of 49 members from the 
Lodge and 47 from the Chapter. 

Communication 

There are the regular printed communications and Summons issued as per the By-Laws. This is quite 
costly taking both printing and mailing costs into consideration, not to mention time consuming. Efforts 
continue to be made to solicit from the brethren of the Valley up-to-date email addresses for more 
frequent and cost effective dissemination of information to the membership of the Valley. Reminders of 
upcoming degrees and events in the Valley. 

Leadership 

The Valley Executive is working very hard to continue to keep the Valley moving forward; the Executive 
is well aware of the challenges the Valley faces and will continue to need to deal with in order to 
succeed.

Valiev Fellowship 

The Annual 33rds Ladies night was held in late October. The Valley has for a number of years held an 
annual summer BBQ and in 2017 the BBQ was held on Saturday, August 19 in Harriston. Plans are 
underway for the 2018 BBQ. 
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Uniqueness of Valiev 

The Valley covers a large geographical area extending to and including the shorelines of Lake Huron, the 
Bruce Peninsula and the shoreline of Georgian Bay. With this diverse geographic area comes a great 
diversity in the background of its membership. A strength that can be built on. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

As part of the Valley’s “rebuilding program” it is anticipated that there will be a greater outreach and 
connection to local Craft Lodges. 

Financial Health 

Financially, Valley of Guelph is in good financial shape. 

Survey - Valley Improvement Plans 

Although there were not specific items addressed from the survey, the efforts undertaken as described 
above are a definite plan for Valley improvement. 

General 

My Official Visit to the Valley of Guelph was for the Election Evening of both the Lodge of Perfection and 
Chapter Rose Croix. This afforded me an excellent opportunity to meet with many of the Executive 
Committee to discuss the challenges for the Valley and their future plans. 

I was also able to attend the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Official Visit to the Valley of Guelph on the 
evening on Wednesday May 30, for the Ceremony of Installation for both the Lodge and Chapter. The 
open Installation Ceremonies were very well done with good attendance. 

The Valley of Guelph continues to face significant challenges, plans are in place to start to address these 
challenges but this will be a slow and challenging process. 

Special thanks to III. Bro. Jeffery R. Dickson, 33° Active Member and Grand Marshal for his continued 
support. 

Valley of Niagara 

Membership 

Membership in the Elgin Lodge of Perfection and Niagara Chapter decreased from the previous year 
where there were 413 and 352 members respectively. There was a class of 9 this past year and 11 
deaths, so membership was stable. The Niagara Chapter Rose Croix is in a similar situation, with 352 
members after adding 4 new members and deleting 11 by death. 

Communications 

At the present time, the Valley communicates with the whole membership by mailing out the summons, 
the blue envelopes for the Hamilton Dyslexia Centre and a brief newsletter in September and in January 
as well as mailing out the booklets for the Easter Celebrations in March. The Valley continues to work on 
increasing electronic communications with its members. 

Leadership 

The Valley has established a committee to assist the TPGM and the MWS in getting qualified members 
into positions of leadership. This committee meets several times during the year and is available for 
approaching and instructing the men who are willing to go into the Chairs. 

The Valley Executive has three meetings during the year, with a dinner meeting in May. 

Fellowship 

The Valley has an annual Ladies Night held in the fall. For the last several years it has been held at the 
Skylon Tower in Niagara Falls. Over 70 were in attendance last October. The Rose Croix starts off each 
year with a reunion banquet before the 15 th Degree in the fall, and Lodge of Perfection closes their year 
with a reunion dinner in the spring at the 14 th degree ceremony. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The Valley’s continued portrayal of the all the degrees from the 4 th to the 18 th Degree in sequential order 
provides the candidates with a very fulsome degree experience. 
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The Officers of the Elgin Lodge of Perfection serve one year terms while the Niagara Chapter Rose Croix 
Officers serve two year terms. 

Niagara Valley has a long history of support for both Brock University and Niagara College. They have 
just completed their financial commitment to Brock University for a scholarship endowment which is in 
excess of $100,000. The Valley also has two installments left to complete the establishment of an 
endowment at Niagara College in the amount of $50,000. 

The Valley is also partnering with the Valley of Hamilton in funding the establishment of the Hamilton 
Learning Centre with a generous donation of $25,000 over a 5 year period. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley has re-established a Niagara Valley Third Degree Team and hopes that this will be a good 
way to reach out to the two Niagara District Lodges to help promote Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the 
Niagara area. 

Financial Health 

From the information provided the Valley of Niagara is in a good financial condition. 

Survey - Valley Improvement Plans 

Education and Enlightenment is the Valley’s focus from the Survey results. This includes the production 
and use of introductions to the various degree portrayals. 

General 

This year marked a tremendous transition for the Valley of Niagara. After 95 years in Niagara Falls, the 
Masonic building was finally sold on July 4, 2017 and a move was necessitated. The Valley had settled 
on the new location of the former Grace Anglican Church in St. Catharine’s. A very hectic summer 
ensued to make the necessary alterations to the interior of the building including the moving of pews, 
new carpeting, adding a new wall to create an entrance area, new supports to hold the curtains and 
back-drops to the degrees, etc. All of this work was accomplished in time for the start of the Masonic 
year in September. 

I was able to attend the Sovereign Grand Commander’s Official Visit to the Valley of Niagara which took 
place on Thursday November 16, 2017. The Sovereign Grand Commander was able to address the 
Brethren during dinner and had the opportunity to see the 15 th Degree portrayed. 

My Official Visit to the Valley of Niagara was for the 14 th Degree evening on April 12, 2018. I was the 
guest of honour and spoke at a special dinner on that evening. 

Special thanks to III. Bro. Thomas E. Lewis, 33°, Grand Treasurer-General for his support and efforts 
promoting the Scottish Rite in the Valley of Niagara and to III. Bro. Ronald Muha 33°for his assistance 
with the preparation of this report. 

Valiev of Toronto 

Membership 

In the last year, there were 36 new members of the Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection and 29 new 
members of the Toronto Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix. The membership count for the Toronto Grand 
Lodge of Perfection currently stands at 1,620 and the Toronto Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix at 1,353. 
Overall membership numbers decreased this year. However that was in large part due to an extensive 
review of our life members who the Valley no longer was able to contact. The Valley was able to 
determine that many of the members had passed away, demitted or were suspended from their Craft 
Lodges. This resulted in 341 members being removed from the membership roll of the Lodge of 
Perfection and 287 members from the Chapter Rose Croix. 

The Valley held its annual Master Mason Night on Thursday May 17 th . There were over 70 Master 
Masons present from the 5 Greater Toronto Area Districts and Ontario District along with 80 Valley 
Members and guests. The Master Masons were informed about the Scottish Rite and saw a presentation 
of a part of the 7 th Degree. It has proven to be an invaluable asset as part of the membership recruitment 
initiative of the Valley. 
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This year the Valley lost a number of members. The Valley was deeply saddened by the passing of M.W. 
Bro. C. Edwin Drew, Past Grand Master, Past Active Member of Supreme Council on June 1,2018. III. 
Bro. Drew’s wise council will be missed not only in Toronto, but across the Province and Canada. 

Communication 

The Valley continues to actively pursue the use of electronic distribution of Summons and other notices 
to its membership. Email addresses are now available for over 52% (850 members) of the Valley. In 
addition, all members that the Valley has email addresses for receive a reminder of the upcoming 
degrees. This has proved to be a very successful means of Communication. 

The Valley of Toronto produced two editions of the Toronto Valley News, one in the spring and a fall 
edition. Ill Bro. Roger Tumminieri 32° is to be congratulated on this excellent magazine. 

The Valley of Toronto continued to update and add functionality to its website ( www.valleyoftoronto.com) 
this year. The site includes a calendar system with the degree and rehearsal dates available. Further 
functionality for the membership will be introduced in the near future. The Valley thanks III. Bro. David 
Traves 32° for his continued efforts with this project. 

Leadership 

The Valley has an Officer Nominating Committee and extensive participation of Active and Past Active 
members of Supreme Council. 

The HIGs are engaged in the Valley through the Advisory Council which meets twice a year. This has 
proved to be a useful forum for a variety of workshops and other activities. 

Valley Officers serve one year terms with the Annual Installations being held in May. 

Valley Fellowship 

The Valley supports two Clubs, the Toronto Scottish Rite Club and the Oshawa Scottish Rite Club. 

The Oshawa Scottish Rite Club, composed of members from the Toronto Valley continues with their 
tradition of holding a Strawberry Social in June and a Fall Flarvest dinner in October. These very 
pleasant events attract Masonic brethren and their ladies from across Southern Ontario. 

The Toronto Scottish Rite Club holds regular dinner meetings throughout the year and supports 4 
charitable endeavours through the 1001 Club Charitable Foundation. 

The Valley continues to have special recognition of members who have achieved 25 years, 50 years and 
60 plus years in Scottish Rite Freemasonry. These presentations take place at the 14 th Degree in 
January and the May Lodge of Perfection Reunion. In addition, some of these presentations are made in 
person if Brethren are unable to attend the Valley’s meetings or mailed out due to distance. 

Uniqueness of Valiev 

The Valley offers degrees in both the reunion format and also the more traditional format of being spread 
over several months. The Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection starts in October and ends with the 14 th 
Degree in January while the Lodge of Perfection Reunion is held in May. The Toronto Sovereign Chapter 
of Rose Croix continues the degrees in February and ends at Easter. The Rose Croix Reunion is held in 
November. This combination has proved to be quite successful in offering candidates options as to when 
they can take their degrees. 

There is also strong support for the Consistories in Barrie and Plamilton and the Valley of Toronto 
presents the 21 st Degree in both Consistories every second year as well as the 31 st Degree drama. 

Valley’s Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley Membership Committee has representatives from each the 5 Greater Toronto Area Districts 
as well as from Ontario District. These District Representatives in turn have contacts in many of the over 
100 Craft Lodges within these Districts. This allows good promotion of the Scottish Rite within these 
Districts. 
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Financial Health 

The Valley of Toronto is in good financial health at this time. The Trustees meet with the investment 
council several times a year to review the portfolio for the Valley. 

The Valley has been reviewing its fee structure for both the Lodge and Chapter with plans for increases 
in upcoming year. 

Survey - Valiev Improvement Plans 

The Valley of Toronto has an Action Register in place to monitor performance in a number of key areas. 
This year focussed on continuing to update and upgrade the Valley website along with continued efforts 
to improve communications with the Brethren. 

Education continues to be a focus during the past year. Primarily by using the material provided by the 
Education and Enlightenment Committee during the regular meetings and also through the meetings of 
the Toronto Scottish Rite Research Society (TSRRS). The TSRRS is now meeting twice a year on the 
Valley’s Ballot/Election evenings in September and April. 

General 

My Official Visit to the Valley of Toronto was for the Toronto Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix Fall Reunion 
on Saturday November 4, 2017. I was the guest of honour and spoke at the luncheon during the 
Reunion. 

A major challenge for the Valley continues to be commuting times in the Greater Toronto Area (GTA). 

The membership is widely distributed in the GTA and traffic gridlock is becoming more and more of an 
issue for many members trying to attend meetings. 

The Valley of Toronto again hosted a production of the Magic Flute, Mozart’s Masonic Journey on 
January 25 and 27, 2018 at the York Masonic Temple, 1100 Millwood Road. In 2015, Premiere 
Productions Ottawa created a unique concert performance, presented in German but with an English 
narration especially prepared to chart the Masonic mysteries hidden throughout the Magic Flute. These 
performances were open to the public. Over 250 Masons, family and friends attended these two fantastic 
productions.

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

I am pleased to report on the state of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valleys of Barrie, Kingston, 
Ottawa and Peterborough. 

I regret sincerely the passing of many members of this Supreme Council as set out in the Obituary 
Records of these Proceedings. I also celebrate their positive influence within their families, communities 
and our Fraternity and hope that we will all be mindful of them and re-dedicate our own efforts, in their 
honour. 

Valley of Barrie 

Membership has continued to decline and the trend of deaths outnumbering newly admitted members 
continues. The passing of every member is a cause for concern, however, this Valley was particularly 
hard hit by the deaths of many Plonorary Inspectors-General, with significant impact on the ranks of 
those expected to provide, in conjunction with officers and others, Valley leadership. 
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The Valley set a goal of attracting ten candidates for the degrees at each of its reunions and was able to 
attain it. The enthusiasm of these candidates was evident. This, combined with very organized attempts 
to stimulate engagement of members, bodes well for their participation and retention. 

Communications 

The Valley continues to utilize tried and true communications vehicles, including The Triangle newsletter, 
meeting notices with specific degree conferral information, meeting schedules covering upcoming events 
and updated messages on Valley news and events. Some messages are widely distributed to other 
Valleys as needed, both to promote support for initiatives and as part of its Consistory functions. The 
Valley has forged close ties with the Valleys of Toronto, North Bay, Sudbury, Hamilton and 
Peterborough, to name a few. The Valley office has both a Grand Secretary/Registrar and Assistant 
Grand Secretary/Registrar who work well in coordinating the communications necessary for the effective 
conduct of reunions and the administrative work of the Valley. 

Full use is made of the resources designed to educate and enlighten the candidates and others attending 
the reunions. They are available on the scottishritecanada.ca website and there is a promise of more to 
come. Both Active Members, III. Bro. Robert Brethour, 33° and III. Bro. John Harrison, 33° are fully 
engaged in the communications activities within the Valley and between the Valley and those with an 
impact of its processes. In particular, III. Bro. Harrison conducted a seminar for Deputies at the Montreal 
Session designed to improve the annual return process concerning Audit and Finance matters by 
encouraging enhanced communications between them, the Grand Secretaries, Valley reviewers and the 
Supreme Council Office. It is hoped that this will make the duties of all engaged in both membership and 
financial returns to Supreme Council easier to discharge. 

Fellowship Activities 

The Scottish Rite Clubs in Muskoka, Victoria and Barrie continue to thrive. Each promotes social 
activities that can involve guest speakers and families. The Valley organizes an annual pig roast and also 
an annual golf tournament. Both attract many members and non-members alike, with Masons hailing 
from many other Valleys. The pig roast is designed to meet the capital needs of wardrobe and set-up 
functions while the proceeds from the golf event are directed to supporting the Barrie Scottish Rite 
Learning Centre. 

Families are included in some activities associated with annual meetings, meeting of Valley members of 
Supreme Council etc. 

Graduation ceremonies of the Barrie Learning Centre give all an opportunity to witness an important part 
of the Valley’s work in contributing positively to the life of young people who can benefit from the free 
tutoring it provides. Many from outside the Valley attend and receive a great lesson in what dedicated 
tutors and students can achieve. 

The Valley covers a wide geographic area. Its efforts to encourage the members to observe the Easter 
Ceremonies of Spry Chapter of Rose Croix by conducting them in several locations throughout the Valley 
also increase the opportunity for Valley fellowship, not likely possible for those unable to attend at a 
central location. 

Collaboration with Craft Lodges 

The Valley continues to provide degree teams that confer third degrees in Craft Lodges on request. 
Recipients are provided with information packages detailing the opportunities available through 
membership in the Rite. The Valley will also provide educational presentations as requested. Master 
Masons events are used as a means of educating Master Masons interested in the Rite and in assisting 
them to make an informed decision regarding Rite membership. 

Finances 

The Valley is in very good financial condition thanks to the oversight of III. Bro. Sid Woods, 33°, Grand 
Treasurer, and the co-operation of the officers and brethren. Careful attention is paid to the need to 
minimize expenses without compromising the experience afforded to members and candidates. Attention 
paid to the recruitment of candidates has helped in ensuring that revenue exceeded expenses during the 
latest reporting period. 
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I appreciated the ability of the Valley to provide the latest financial information possible notwithstanding 
that the Valley had yet to finalize the AF return to Supreme Council. The Valley has many capable 
members but is careful to recognize and follow the professional advice it solicits regarding financial 
matters. This is expected to have an impact on reserve funds held by the Masonic Temple Co. Ltd., and 
also on some expenses incurred by the Valley. 

The Valley is active in providing effective support to the Learning Centre and the needs of its members 
relating to increased space for the former and increased storage space for the latter. 

The Valley is committed to taking a close look at its five year forecast and creating a comprehensive 
response to the trend of declining membership and need for adequate revenue. This will include the 
continued use of education and enlightenment resources and the application, in some fashion, of the 
“Path Forward” programme, recently highlighted at the Conference of Grand Masters of North America in 
Indianapolis. This may address other areas beyond financial stability. 

Valley Improvement Plan 

The Valley continues to use a schedule itemizing initiatives and action items designed to accomplish the 
resulting goals. It is continually updated regarding progress on existing goals, the accomplishment of 
others and the addition of new goals deemed necessary for Valley improvement going forward. 

It is comprehensive, both regarding those initiatives identified by Supreme Council as critical to future 
Valley health, but also regarding goals that address the unique situational needs of the Valley. It is a five 
page document impossible to replicate here, however, any Valley interested in receiving guidance in 
establishing an excellent approach to meaningful Valley improvement should contact III. Bro. James 
Anderson, 33°, Grand Secretary, and request a copy. It is important to note that the reports of 
committees and members, given at the installation and annual meeting in January of each year, are a 
good update to the general membership both regarding the plan and the work performed to accomplish 
its goals. 

Progress in achieving initiatives set forth last year was noted. Many hands make light work. The Valley 
offers many opportunities for membership engagement and communicates both verbally and in written 
form setting out them out. 

Part of the strategy to raise the profile of the Valley in Craft Lodges is the provision of the Scottish Rite 
membership jewel, without cost, to new candidates. I know it to have stimulated a discussion leading to 
at least one of the candidates I met this year applying for the degrees of the Rite. 

The 300th Anniversary Project 

It was noted that the Valley took a leadership role in the staging of the Open Flouse initiative requested 
by The Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario. The experience underscored the need for 
early and effective communication giving guidance to the Craft Lodges in order to ensure the success of 
the project. That said, the displays set up at the seat of the Valley on Morrow Road were impressive, 
although the number of people seeing them was not. The collaboration between Masonic bodies is a 
positive take-away from the experience. 

Uniqueness 

This Valley’s diligence in identifying a required function and appointing people as chairmen to oversee 
and report on it is probably a unique feature of Valley activity, in that it creates accountability that 
promotes a corresponding diligence on the part of those chairmen to achieve success. Regularly 
reporting requirements also engender a continual analysis on possible improvement in the discharge of 
the various functions. 

Valiev Concerns 

No new concerns were voiced during my meeting with Valley leadership. It was a pleasure to note that 
Supreme Council is taking steps to identify a model or process by which to offer enhanced training to 
Grand Secretaries/Registrars in the performance of their duties. 
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General Comments 

This is a well-run Valley. It enjoys a close brotherhood of “capable officers, Honorary Inspectors-General 
and Active Members adept at providing sound guidance and advice as needed. Actions to increase 
member engagement are varied. The Valley’s financial condition is sound, guided by experienced people 
who seek and rely on professional advice as necessary. 

On my visits to the Valley the ritual work in the conferral of degrees was of a high standard. No reading 
of ritual occurred except on the rare occasion when someone had to fill in at the last moment due to 
unforeseen circumstances. 

I was privileged to visit the Valley on: 

1. October 14, 2017 for the Learning Centre Graduation and Awards Ceremony. 

2. January 20, 2018 for the Ceremony of Installation of the Officers of the constituent bodies. 

3. February 23 and 24, 2018 for my Official Visit to the Valley’s Lodge of Perfection. 

I was also able to attend and participate in the Valley’s inaugural golf tournament in the summer of 2017, 
held to raise funds for the Barrie Learning Centre, and to address the Barrie Scottish Rite Club on 
October 4, 2017. 

It was a pleasure to see well deserved honours bestowed on III. Bro. James Jones, 32° and on III. Bro. 
Lockie Jack, 33°. 

My appreciation is extended to all Valley brethren who made these visits enjoyable for me and productive 
in furthering the work of the Valley. As usual, III. Bro. Robert Brethour, 33° Grand Secretary-General and 
an Active Member of the Valley, provided critical assistance in anticipating my need for information in 
preparation for the Official Visit. He continues to be an invaluable source of updates on Valley news and 
events. III. Bro. John Harrison, another Active Member as well as Chair of the Audit and Finance 
Committee of Supreme Council, was also of great assistance in his efforts to open up more 
communication between Deputies, committee reviewers and Valley personnel charged with making 
annual returns to Supreme Council. III. Bro. John McKillop, 33°TPGM was a gracious host for my Official 
Visit to the Lodge of Perfection. III. Bro. Clifford White, 32° MWS of Spry Chapter of Rose Croix and III. 
Bro. John Clarke, 32° Commander-in-Chief of the Barrie Consistory also provided valued input and 
advice regarding the Valley and their respective constituent bodies. Finally, I express appreciation to III. 
Bro. James Anderson, 33°for his capable support in organizing the documentation necessary for the 
conduct of my business with the Valley and for his prompt response to any inquiries I had during the 
year. 

Valley of Kingston 

Membership 

Total membership has declined from 188 to 168 in the last year. Thirteen deaths, six demits and two 
suspensions outweighed the one admitted to Valley membership. This level of decline was not 
anticipated and the excess of losses over gains illustrates the need to continually review strategies to 
attract new members and support Craft Lodges in their attempts to do the same. Demits involved 
withdrawals from Craft Lodges, with the consequent loss of membership in the Rite. These unanticipated 
declines also require a re-examination of five year forecasts to ensure projections of future needs and 
resources are realistic. 

The Valley has recently moved to expand its database on members to include their skills and interests, in 
an effort to readily identify those who could be approached to assist in the work of the Valley. This 
improvement coincides with a communications structure that appoints two members to each of the three 
Masonic districts comprising the Valley, to work with Scottish Rite members in the craft lodges to 
communicate to craft lodges news of Valley events of interest and to offer assistance to craft lodges 
where possible. These innovations are evidence of a new focused approach on identifying issues and 
formulating solutions to address them. 

The presiding officers also propose to form telephone committees to keep in touch with members not 
attending meetings, among them those with less than five years of membership in the Rite.

Communications 

The notice of meetings/summonses continues as the primary means for communicating with the 
membership although the initiatives noted above will enhance Valley communications once fully 
operational. Notices are sent by email to approximately one hundred members with the rest going by 
ordinary mail. 

The Valley also has regular contact with the Valley of Ottawa to stage a degree conferral in Brockville. 
This allows for inter-Valley fellowship and for a greater number of Valley members to attend a meeting 
closer to their homes in the eastern region of the Valley. 

Increased communication with the Valley of Peterborough is presently under consideration. This has 
often occurred in the past when a candidate in the Valley required a degree, missed in Kingston, to catch 
up with other members of his class. This need resulted in a fraternal visit of III. Bro. Raymond Winfield, 
32°TPGM and a candidate for the latter to receive the 18° in the Peterborough Chapter of Rose Croix on 
March 29 ,h . 

Collaboration with Craft Lodges 

Please refer to the discussion under Membership for initiatives designed to improve communications and 
collaboration with Craft Lodges. A letter sent early in September offering assistance with degree 
conferrals and Masonic education will enable Lodges to determine their needs for the remainder of their 
Masonic year and allow Senior Wardens to incorporate these options into their upcoming year as 
Worshipful Masters. 

There is a recognition in the Valley that it can be proactive in forging links that should promote more 
applications for the degrees from Master Masons. The enthusiasm to do so was evident during my 
Official Visit to the Valley. 

The 300 th anniversary open house project, requested by the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of 
Ontario and to which the Sovereign Grand Commander of our Rite pledged assistance and support, was 
a tangible opportunity to work in collaboration with the craft lodges. No open houses were held in 
Kingston, however, two were held in Napanee and Gananoque. While attendance numbers were low, 
nevertheless, this was a good first step in having Masons work together to accomplish a common 
purpose. 

Finances 

The Valley is in good financial health. It follows a very conservative investment policy that has served the 
Valley well over several years. III. Bro. Doug Scott, 32° MWS, has relinquished his role as Grand 
Treasurer/Treasurer to III. Bro. Scott Bates, 32° after a few years of valued service in organising the 
financial affairs of the Valley. 

Valley Improvement Plan 

The Valley has recently addressed the need for this plan, to address both the initiatives identified by 
Supreme Council as crucial to the long term viability of the Valleys and those of a more local nature. The 
plan is a good start on setting and tracking initiatives. At present the plan is very much a work in progress 
but it is encouraging that current leaders recognize the value in using this device as a means of driving 
improvement. 

The Valley needs to incorporate performance measures into its plan to drive goal attainment within a 
specified time frame and to provide for accountability on the part of those spearheading particular 
initiatives. 

Valley Concerns 

A request has been made for education to officers in the discharge of their duties. This request will be 
addressed once the details of its delivery are put in place. The Valley leaders are committed to creating 
educational and fellowship activities. They are presently considering ways to accommodate degree 
meetings and meetings dedicated to these pursuits. 
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The Sovereign Grand Commander’s response to the desire, previously expressed, for training for Grand 
Secretaries/Registrars with the appointment of an ad hoc committee to investigate how best to achieve 
this, was communicated to the Valley. 

General Comments 

The Valley of Kingston is well situated to make great improvements in membership recruitment and 
retention over the coming years. It is in stable financial health and the craft lodges in the area represent 
fertile ground for increased contact and collaboration with the Valley in addressing issues of mutual 
concern. Communication and membership initiatives presently being discussed are relatively novel in this 
area. The Valley is tracking in a positive direction. 

The Valley has some work to do in limiting, if not eliminating, the amount of reading of ritual during the 
conferral of degrees. This detracts greatly from the impact of the degrees and it extends beyond the 
emergency situations of last minute fill-ins. There are excellent ritualists within the Valley and with the 
capable leadership demonstrated by the current presiding officers I am confident that this too will 
become another area of improvement achieved. 

I attended the Valley’s installation and investiture of officers of both constituent bodies on January 25, 
2018 and again on my Official Visit to the Rose of Sharon Chapter of Rose Croix on March 15, 2018. My 
appreciation is extended to III. Bro. John Trousdale, 33° Active Member and to III. Bro. Donald R. 
Thornton, 33° Past Active Member for their contributions and advice over the past year. I wish to 
congratulate III. Bro. Douglas Scott, 32° Most Wise Sovereign and III. Bro. Raymond Winfield, 32°Thrice 
Puissant Grand Master for hitting the ground running after their installation into office in January. The 
immediate actions undertaken to improve administrative functions and processes are much appreciated 
and the enthusiasm of their supporting officers and others was very evident. III. Bro. Stephen Hannah, 
33°, Grand Secretary/Registrar provided great assistance in keeping me updated on Valley 
developments. It was unfortunate that he suffered a fall and an injury prior to my Official Visit to the 
Valley and the business meeting held in conjunction with it. He is recovering nicely, good news for both 
the Valley and the Rite in general. Finally, I would like to congratulate the Immediate Past Thrice 
Puissant Grand Master, III. Bro. Marvin Switzer, 32°for the competent manner in which he discharged 
the duties of his office during a time of significant challenges to his health. He is an object lesson in great 
dedication that will be remembered for a long time to come. I wish him well in his recovery. 

Valiev of Ottawa 

Membership 

Membership declined moderately in 2017, by 17, 20 and 26 in the Ottawa Lodge of Perfection, Murray 
Chapter of Rose Croix and the Ottawa Consistory respectively. Total Valley membership figures are 
approximately 314 for Lodge of Perfection, 288 for Murray Chapter of Rose Croix and 372 for the 
Consistory. The Valley does track demits and dues carefully to see which are preventable and to address 
them, however, most demits are a result of health issues related to an aging membership. 

A Long Range Planning Committee has been formed to devise strategies to recruit and retain members. 
Three, five and ten year plans are being formulated to execute strategies with the resources expected to 
be available at those time periods. A mentorship programme is also being considered. A telephone 
survey has been drafted to survey fifty recent members and a committee will make personal contact to 
determine if the Valley meets their expectations. 

Contact is made with new candidates as they approach the end of the Consistory degrees to offer the 
opportunity to participate in Valley functions. Two candidate dinners were held, designed to make the 
candidates and their spouses more comfortable with each other and forge social ties. This met with 
mixed results. The Chapter has initiated dinners for Past Most Wise Sovereigns to do the same and 
retain their involvement in the Valley. 

It was evident from the discussion with Valley leaders that many initiatives designed to have a beneficial 
impact on membership and fellowship have been introduced. Time will determine their success but these 
leaders deserve commendation for their willingness to try new things. 
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Communications 

III. Bro Ivan Harris, 33° continues his involvement with the Valley website, an excellent vehicle for 
distributing news and information about both past and upcoming events. He, along with III. Bro. Ron 
Taylor, 33° and III. Bro. Alan Arbuckle, 33°, Active Member, produce the Valley Newsletter. III. Bro. 
Arbuckle also authors intriguing teasers about the degrees to be conferred at upcoming meetings. They 
are a pleasure to read and should spark the interest of any member reading them. They form part of the 
meeting notice distributed to the brethren. In addition, III. Bro. Donald Mumby, 33° researches and writes 
interesting articles about material relevant to the history and degrees of the Rite. 

Communication between the Valley and the Supreme Council Office was described in positive terms but 
it was determined that enhanced communication is needed between the Valley Grand Treasurer and the 
Audit and Finance reviewer assigned to the Valley. The Valley is experiencing difficulty in populating the 
AF slate of forms and resolving this is central to ensuring that Supreme Council receives accurate 
information on which to assess the financial condition of the Valley. 

Fellowship 

The Valley is diligent in thinking of ways to increase fellowship among the brethren. Periodic brunches 
that were commenced last year have been continued. Often it is the same group of people that attend 
these events but there are enough new faces appearing that continuing them is merited. News of good 
things and good times takes a while to become common knowledge. 

The Chapter dinners for Past Most Wise Sovereigns is another example of an initiative to increase 
fellowship. 

There has been a practice of regular communication between the Valley and those of Montreal and 
Kingston, both of which deal with fraternal visits and the conferral of degrees. The Valley has provided a 
means for candidates missing meetings in the sequential meeting Valley of Kingston, to attend and 
receive the degree there. Fourteen brethren attended a meeting of the Valley of Kingston in Brockville 
and conferred the 12 th degree in the late winter of 2018. 

III. Bro. Jeff Christie, 33° noted that food and refreshments are often provided for those attending 
executive meetings and sometimes at other meetings of the Valley. The Valley pays as a way of 
encouraging increased attendance. 

The Valley has had consistent success in gaining good attendance at its portrayals of the Allegory part of 
the 32 nd degree. 

Collaboration with Craft Lodges 

Valley Scottish Rite degree teams conferred craft degrees on four or five occasions in the last year. The 
teams are comprised chiefly of Honorary Inspectors-General. III. Bro. Harris maintains contact with 
lodges to offer assistance and the lodges have responded well. 

It was reported that Scottish Rite members do a good job of promoting the Rite in their craft lodges and 
some social media platforms have assisted in raising the profile of the Valley and the Rite. 

The Valley participates in the Open Doors programme followed by a number of municipalities to allow the 
public to attend and see significant buildings on a set date. As this occurs in a building housing craft 
lodges, the concordant bodies and the Shrine Club, it is an excellent opportunity for collaboration in 
presenting a positive programme for public consumption. 

Finances 

The Valley has significant investments. Those investments, together with annual income derived from the 
membership, have enabled the Valley, to continue operating. 

The accuracy of information supplied to Supreme Council in some of the AF forms has been a source of 
concern. I hope that the Grand Treasurer, with further assistance of the Audit and Finance committee, 
can clarify the manner of reporting. Details of specific issues will be addressed. The Grand Treasurer 
and I have undertaken to make this improvement to the financial reporting process a joint responsibility, 
once he communicates in detail the areas with which he has difficulties. 
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The rental cost of space at the Ottawa Masonic Centre is burdensome. The newly formed Long Range 
Planning Committee is wrestling with this issue and it may be some time before any viable solution to the 
issue is forthcoming. It was noted that all Masonic bodies occupying the Centre experience the same 
burden. The prevailing view suggests that this situation is a very difficult one to resolve. 

In summary, the Valley is financially sound at present and likely for the foreseeable future should 
investment returns remain stable. 

This Valley is fortunate to have a core of leadership that is dedicated to addressing issues head on, to 
thinking of ways to address them and to enacting new methods to meet the needs of the Valley, not only 
in the areas of finance but in membership recruitment, retention and engagement. This is evident in the 
Valley’s report on its improvement plan. These initiatives are interrelated and a coordinated approach to 
Valley improvement is being taken. 

Valiev Improvement Plan 

III. Bro. Arbuckle, 33“authored a good update on the improvement plan established last year. Much has 
been said of Valley initiatives enacted and with what result. The report is a mixed bag of actions and 
results, however, the willingness of the Valley leadership to address many areas is appreciated. 

As stated, there have been a number of fellowship initiatives introduced and time will eventually reveal 
their degree of success. Educational initiatives have been assisted by the excellent research and 
presentation skills of III. Bro. Don Mumby, 33°. 

Each year this sequential degree conferral Valley names the class of candidates in honour of a 
distinguished member whose responsibility it is to mentor the class through the degrees. Further areas of 
outreach to educate and retain the class participants are on-going. 

A new goal for the Valley is the endeavour to host the Annual Session in 2024, the 150 th anniversary of 
the Valley formation. III. Bro. Ronald Taylor, 33° has commenced his duties as General Chairman of the 
Valley Host Committee and is reaching out to others for the benefit of their experience. 

General Comments 

The Valley of Ottawa is blessed with leaders that think about issues and who are not afraid to identify 
possible solutions and expend the energy to enact them. They stay the course to give initiatives a fair 
chance to be judged appropriately. Like most Valleys, a minority of the membership perform the tasks 
necessary to ensure effective governance of the Valley. 

The ability of most officers to perform excellent ritual work demonstrates a Valley that communicates 
expectations to its officer lines and assists them in achieving success in fulfilling them. 

The ritual is done to a high standard. Too few are charged with the responsibility of doing too much of it, 
therefore, there exists a great opportunity to identify and engage more members in this aspect of Valley 
life. 

The leadership group is close knit and personable. Its members are dedicated to the Valley and its work 
in support of Supreme Council but also of the opportunity to support the work of the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation. I had the opportunity to attend in Ottawa on October 30, 2017 to present research 
award funds to two accomplished researchers with the Ottawa Research Institute. Present was the 
Valley representative to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, III. Bro. Stephen Thomson, 32° and the 
Active Member, III. Bro. Arbuckle, 33° III. Bro. Ivan Harris, 33° and the Peterborough Valley members 
who accompanied me, III. Bro. Robert A. Keay, 33° and Frank Groves, 33°. 

It was a matter of regret in October to learn that III. Bro. Sam Kalinowsky, 33° was suffering from serious 
health issues that prevented his attendance at the research award presentations, however, he has now 
recovered and was fully able to engage in Valley activity by the time of my Official Visit to the Ottawa 
Consistory on April 13, and 14, 2018 when I was again accompanied by III. Bro Keay. I thank III. Bro. 
Gavin Hall, 32° Commander-in-Chief of the Ottawa Consistory and his officers for the courtesies 
extended to us during this visit. 
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I also express my sincere appreciation to III. Bro. Arbuckle, 33° III. Bro. Kalinowsky, 33° III. Bro. Jeff 
Christie 33° and III. Bro. Jeff Noseworthy, 32°for their able and willing assistance in making my dealings 
with the Valley productive, enlightening and enjoyable. The business meeting was well attended and I 
appreciate the contributions of all present, including III. Bro. John Gunn, 32° Thrice Puissant Grand 
Master and III. Bro. Burton Panke, 33° who was honoured by having the class denominated in his name. 

Post Script: After the completion and submission of this report to the Sovereign Grand Commander, we 
all learned of the unexpected passing of III. Bro. Alan Arbuckle, 33° on May 27, 2018. It is safe to say that 
Alan was the lead hand in the Valley of Ottawa, working well with others but always the one looked to for 
guidance and support of the many initiatives underway in the Valley. III. Bro. Jeff Christie, 33°, Executive 
Secretary of the Valley, described Alan as the ideas man who inspired the brethren and who worked with 
them to achieve success. The description by Valley brethren of the impact of his loss on the Valley 
brought to mind the “utter confusion” into which the Valley has been plunged. This, the Valley will 
overcome and with the talent available in the officer line and among the brethren it will prosper. Alan was 
its leader and its advocate, an Active Member of Supreme Council and a very effective Chair of its 
Communications Committee. He accepted the assignment of special projects willingly and discharged his 
duties to the Rite with honour and reputation. The membership of the Rite in general is also profoundly 
affected. Many of us were fortunate to call him friend. Virtually all who met him could. More importantly, 
and as evidenced by the eulogies given at his funeral, he was an invaluable member of his community, 
his church and a beloved member of his family. He did indeed live respected and died regretted. Our 
sincere sympathies are extended to Diane and his family. 

Valiev of Peterborough 

Membership 

Membership experienced only a slight decline in 2017 due to an increased number of new members. A 
loss of eight members in both the Lodge of Perfection and Chapter of Rose Croix occurred. Smaller class 
sizes in the fall of 2017 and spring of 2018 will present a challenge in maintaining membership for the 
coming year. 

The Valley needs to increase its recruitment activities in two of its Masonic districts. There is also a need 
to better utilize membership data in forecasting future Valley conditions regarding membership and 
revenue. 

The Valley has worked to improve the engagement of new members with many assuming supportive 
roles in the conduct of reunions. The introduction of a new degree to the conferral list also provided an 
opportunity for more members to become involved in degree conferral. 

Communications 

The reunion notice of meetings remains the primary method of communicating with the membership. 

This reaches 168 by email out of a total membership of approximately 600. Increasing the use of 
electronic distribution of notices and the introduction of communication updates between reunions is 
necessary. 

The introduction of an Assistant Grand Secretary/Registrar position a few years ago has not resulted in 
anticipated improvements in expanding work on needed initiatives. This issue has been communicated to 
the presiding officers. Hopefully a training programme for the position will be established and a 
meaningful division of labour within the Valley office will be effected. 

An excellent discussion regarding improved use of the Valley website occurred within the leadership 
group of the Valley at a well-attended business meeting in March, in conjunction with my Official Visit. 
Many members apart from those with direct leadership responsibilities attended the meeting, thereby, 
allowing for increased education on the administration of the Valley and its activities. Those present 
learned that concrete steps to revamp the website are taking place so that it may become a more 
valuable communication tool both for the benefit of the general public, other Masons and for Valley 
members. 
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The meetings of the Valley Advisory Committee occur twice per year in the spring and fall. Both are open 
to any member of the Valley seeking to gain a better understanding of issues the Valley addresses and 
the ultimate decisions of the presiding officers regarding them. 

Regular emails do occur between some members, groups and committees regarding activities but these 
are not generally available to the general membership unless they are included in the reunion meeting 
notices. The website and increased electronic distribution will assist in this regard. 

There exists a communications pyramid that designates a representative in each craft lodge to inform the 
brethren of relevant Scottish Rite activities, such as the annual fundraising golf tournament and the 
annual Master Masons Night. 

A discussion also occurred regarding changes to the Valley’s business meeting and installations to 
accommodate better committee reporting functions and enhanced accountability. This too will benefit 
those members interested in learning more about Valley functions. 

The request of the Valley of Kingston for a seminar on the roles and responsibilities of Valley officers 
may lead to a joint event with the Valley of Peterborough and other interested Valleys. Communication 
with the Thrice Puissant Grand Master, III. Bro. Walter Howell, 32°, suggests that he and the Most Wise 
Sovereign, III. Bro. Brian Manson, 32°would welcome this. 

Communication with other Valleys generally relate to the visitation of candidates requiring degree 
conferrals in Peterborough to make up for missed degrees elsewhere. This has been a means of 
collaborating with the Valley of Kingston for many years. The Valley also receives many communications 
from the Valleys of Hamilton and Barrie regarding Consistory activities. The Valley has numerous 
members in both Consistories and an appointed representative to the Hamilton Consistory, therefore, the 
exchange of information with these Valleys is extensive. A number of the Valley members have 
proceeded through the officer rotation in the Barrie Consistory or are in the process of doing so. 

Communication with the Supreme Council Office was described as good. 

Fellowship 

As mentioned the annual golf tournament, held in August of each year, is an important aspect of 
fellowship. Scottish Rite members, other Masons and members of the general public attend and join in 
raising funds for the Barrie Scottish Rite Learning Centre. Many of those attending this event come from 
other Valleys, most notably Barrie, Hamilton, Toronto and given the dedication of III. Bro. David Bennett, 
33° Deputy for Ontario, from North Bay. 

The Valley has conducted open installations from time to time. Valley members of Supreme Council hold 
an annual Ladies Night in the fall and an annual business meeting in the spring. 

III. Bro. Grant Parnell, 32° has taken on the lead role in fund raising to support the property and wardrobe 
efforts of the Valley. Within one year he has organized a boat dinner cruise in Peterborough, attendance 
at a theatrical presentation in Port Hope and attendance at a dinner theatre event in Cobourg. All were 
very successful and significant funds have been raised. The events were all open to Mason and non- 
Mason alike. Each event involved families and friends. One aspect of concern for these events was the 
participation of members of the Valley. Valley participation by ticket sales reveal that between five and 
ten percent were purchased by members. The figure improved with each event but it is still a concern to 
those wondering what needs to be done to engage members in Valley activities. The Valley needs to be 
satisfied with presenting opportunities for participation and for giving good value to those participating. III. 
Bro. Parnell has accomplished this very well and increased participation in future events may be the 
result. 

Collaboration with Craft Lodges 

The Valley has resolved to send letters, each October and April, to each craft lodge within its area. 

These letters will inform the lodges of the willingness of Rite degree teams to confer the third degree or 
to present a programme of Masonic education to the lodge brethren. The timing of the communication is 
designed to inform Senior Wardens of these opportunities as they prepare for their upcoming year as 
Worshipful Master. Craft lodges have requested both conferrals and educational presentations in the 
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past. Both have resulted in new applications for the degrees and, at the least, have planted a seed for 
future consideration of membership. 

As mentioned, Scottish Rite liaisons are present in each lodge to inform the brethren of pertinent Scottish 
Rite activities. 

In the coming year significant Scottish Rite dates will be added to the trestleboard of the incoming District 
Deputy Grand Master. I thank III. Bro. Frank Groves, 33° for taking this decision to raise the profile of the 
Rite during his year of service as DDGM to his Masonic district. 

The June 3 rd 300 th anniversary open house held in Peterborough was a great success. Other open 
houses were held throughout the Valley area with varying degrees of success. All required the 
collaboration and efforts of many craft lodges, other concordant bodies and, at least in Peterborough, the 
Kawartha Shrine Club, to stage an event enjoyable for those that attended. The increase in fraternal 
feeling and affection was palpable. 

Finances 

The Valley’s Grand Treasurer has been working diligently to organise the Valley finances to present an 
accurate picture of fiscal reality to the membership and to Supreme Council. This continues to be a work 
in progress but the light at the end of the tunnel burns brighter. Increased communication between the 
Audit and Finance reviewer and III. Bro. Russ Palin, 33° will assist. Significant changes in the handling of 
commuted dues will result in changes to the manner in which returns are populated in the next period. III. 
Bro. Palin will be communicating with the Supreme Council Office and the reviewer regarding them. 

The Valley Finance Committee is engaged in restructuring the manner in which information and funds 
are supplied from its investment firm. This will result in better compliance with the regulations of Supreme 
Council and a clearer picture for the membership on the cost of investment administration. 

The Valley has an impressive amount of funds invested, however, there is an on-going examination to 
determine if the full value of revenue gains by the Valley are being maximized. The Trustees are in the 
midst of this examination and results should be obtained in the near future. 

Valiev Improvement Plan 

This is very much a work in progress and little was accomplished in formulating a viable plan in the last 
year or in addressing, systematically, the initiatives set by Supreme Council. Examples of plans that set 
measurable goals, give responsibility, set a date for completion or reporting to ensure accountability and 
allow for modification or new goals, were supplied to the presiding officers. 

A new plan, following an action register format, will be available shortly. 

General Comments 

This is a Valley that is well run but in certain areas is working to improve, to face the necessity of being 
more systematic in countering the effects of declining membership and in maximizing its financial 
resources. 

A new set of by-laws provides a good committee structure to address the initiatives of Supreme Council 
but the specified committees require a detailed Valley Improvement Plan, setting goals and creating 
accountability, to make meaningful progress. This is happening to a greater extent than in the past and 
this bodes well for the future actions of all committees. 

This Valley shines in the performance of ritual work, not only during degree conferrals but in the ritual 
work done during its installation and investiture ceremonies. The reunions were conducted well and the 
candidates receiving the degrees were very impressed by the quality of the experience. There is a 
concerted effort to create double casts for the degrees to engage more members. This is progressing 
and will involve every degree at some point in the near future. 

The Valley has a very collegial group of officers and members of Supreme Council. Segments of both 
groups work well together as members of the Valley Advisory Committee. It is a group that considers 
needs of the Valley and provides a training ground for senior officers of both bodies before they assume 
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the role of presiding officer. The presiding officers preserve the benefit of the immediate past presiding 
officers’ experience by including them on the committee. 

I am fortunate to receive the support of this Valley’s membership and sincerely appreciate the efforts of 
its officers, under the leadership of III. Bro. Walter Howell, 32° and III. Bro. Brian Manson, 32°. The efforts 
of III. Bro. Russell Palin, 33°Grand Treasurer, the Finance Committee members and the Trustees are 
also appreciated in this time of significant transition in the Valley’s financial affairs. I look forward to 
working with both III. Bro. Ron McMillan, 33°Grand Secretary/Registrar and III. Bro. Robert Keay, 33°as 
the Valley moves to streamline its day to day administration. I appreciate the efforts the former has 
accomplished to aid me and Supreme Council in the discharge of my duties.

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada.

Over 170 families, 
friends, Masons and Scottish Rite brethren were in attendance at the Saturday afternoon luncheon. 
Chandra’s family came from all over Canada, the United States of America and Europe. His two nieces 
gave a heart-warming explanation of Chandra’s involvement in the lives of all the family members. The 
Rainbow for Girls, Fort Assembly #26 presented Chandra with gifts before their afternoon meeting.

It proved 
to be a wakeup call for all the Valleys. They came up with some interesting and different ideas to go 
forward. I look forward to returning next year to see how their 2 nd year of the plan is progressing and what 
they learned from the 1 st year. 

It was a pleasure to take part in many inter-valley visitations and social functions. 

Valiev of Chatham - Established in 1950 

Chatham Lodge of Perfection (145) 

Kent Chapter of Rose Croix (124) 

Membership 

Raw numbers submitted to Supreme Council as of December 31,2017 show a net decrease of 7 
members, 7 passed to the GLA, 1 suspensions, with 1 new member brought in last year for Lodge of 
Perfection, and 6 as a decline for Chapter of Rose Croix with 7 passed to the GLA, and 1 new member of 
Rose Croix. We have an information session each September during our Annual George Morris Night, 
which is an informal kick-off to the second half of the Masonic year. Not only are Master Masons invited, 
but also men who are not yet Masons with a presentation on Masonry for non-members and Scottish 
Rite for those who are Craft Lodge members. 
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Communication 

Meeting notices are sent out via post to those members who have not signed up for electronic version. 
We have had a push since January 2016, using a variation of the Consistory letter which proved most 
successful in getting transfers to on line notice delivery. We have reduced on land mail delivery to 24 
notices going out. Notices regarding events (deaths etc) are sent out as necessary via email. 

Leadership 

There is a Valley Executive Committee in place that meets twice a year (May and October) that oversees 
the Valley and makes sure that planning is on schedule for upcoming large events, like reunions. Officers 
have a 1 year term, while Executive Committee Chairs are in for 2 years and the Executive Secretary for 
5 years, for continuity. The officer line-up is one of the areas that the Executive Committee makes sure 
that things are on track. There is a nominating committee for HIG’s in place with a Past Active member 
as the Chair. The primary nominating committee consists of 4 with our Past Active as Chair. The overall 
nominating committee consists of all the present HIGs, and meets usually once a year in the spring, at 
the call of the Chair. 

It should be noted that while this format will continue, our Past Active III. Bro. Robert Waddell, 33° has 
passed to the GLA in April 2018 and a new committee chair will need to be approved by the HIG’s of 
Chatham Valley. 

Education and Enlightenment 

There is in place a director responsible for the ritual of the 14 th and another for the 18 th . That is the part of 
the degree that the current officers are expected to portray. They have a number of practices, to make 
sure each officer is well prepared for his part. We have just recruited a new degree director and assistant 
degree director for the 9 th , 11 th and 13 th degrees. This will allow us in 2018 to return to a portrayal of 
every degree from 4 th to 18 th . We have had an HIG in 2016 and 2017 give a synopsis and overview of 
both of these degrees that was exceptionally well received by all Brethren present. 

Valiev Fellowship 

The aforementioned George Morris Night is a very enjoyable way to come off summer hiatus and start 
thinking about the fall meetings. It is a casual steak fry and education night for invited men who may be 
Master Masons or who may not yet be Masons. 

In May there is an Inter-Valley Dinner, with Windsor and Chatham alternating as host, and inviting Sarnia 
and London Valleys. This event is generally well attended and enjoyed by all present. 

Uniqueness of Valiev 

Probably the unique thing that happens down in this end of the province is the very special feelings and 
affinity the Valleys of Windsor and Chatham have for each other. We install each other’s Rose Croix 
Officers each year; we share an Inter-Valley Night; the 33rds of each Valley visit back and forth with a 
steak BBQ in August in Windsor and a pre-Christmas dinner in Chatham Valley. 

We have had occasions where we have degree work for a candidate of either Valley finish his work 
either in Lodge of Perfection or Rose Croix where his schedule fit the opposite Valley but not his own. 

Valley Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

A member of SR has been identified to be our representative, one for each area - covering all the lodges. 
This rep is there to offer assistance to SR members in the lodge, or to answer questions from others 
about SR. There is currently a plan to carry out an education process in all the lodges of the area 
regarding SR and what it has to offer. This was done about 5 years ago, and it is felt that it is time to go 
out again. Planning for this effort is underway at this time. 

Financial Health 

Financially sound for the foreseeable future. We are financially viable for the foreseeable future while we 
attempt to exercise financial restraint. We did approve a small dues increase in both bodies in 2016 to 
offset some cost increases so as not to need to deplete capitol. The increase caused no demits of 
members. 
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5 Year Plan and Progress 

We had for a couple of years, a full reunion with all degrees portrayed in their entirety but with no 
candidates. In 2016 we had 2 candidates who received both their 14 th and 18 th degrees. In 2017 we had 
1 candidate who received both his 14 th and 18 th degrees. 

By the end of 2017 we had received 1 application for readmission and 3 applications for the Spring 
Reunion. 

Our overall general decline in the past several years has been due to an aging membership and the 
numbers passing to the GLA. Our aim at this juncture is to try to get some younger candidates to help 
offset this trend. 

General 

The Valley of Chatham, as well as all the surrounding Valleys will miss the warm smile and friendly 
banter of III. Bro. Robert Waddell 33° Past Active. 

The warm friendship of the Valley with the invitation to the neighbouring Valleys for the Pre-Christmas 
Party and the Inter-Valley Saturday luncheon is appreciated by all.

Membership 

In 2017, the Lodge of Perfection initiated 6 new members and 1 affiliation. In the spring of 2018 they 
initiated 11 new members. Chapter of Rose Croix initiated 4 new members in 2017. 

In 2017, 64 members of the Valley of London passed to the Grand Lodge Above and in 2018 they lost III. 
Bro. William Pellow 33°. 

Communication 

Meeting notices are mailed 5 times each year (January, February, March (March and April notices), 
September and October (October and November notices). The Valley Update is published in January 
and July; the latter mailing also includes a newsletter (Vox Pop) from the London Consistory Club. 
Separate inserts for the Chapter of Rose Croix Easter Ceremonies and the Family Christmas Gathering 
are included in the March and October mailings. 

Reminders of events and important news are distributed via email to those for whom the Scottish Rite 
Office has a valid email address. 

Leadership 

The Senior Officers of each body discuss and decide the issues. Subjects of common interest are 
discussed at the Valley Advisory Committee for discussion and amendment, if needed. A 
recommendation with regard to the proposal is then taken to Lodge and Chapter meetings for approval 
by the membership of each body. The proposal and the rationale for it are included in the notice for the 
meeting at which the proposal will be approved. 

Recommendations for HIGs are generally solicited annually from the current HIG’s who are asked to 
complete the nomination form as far as they can. The completed forms are to be sent to the standing 
HIG Committee for review and forwarded to the Deputy. The Valley of London attempts to balance the 
number of HIGs between Past TPGM’s, Past MWS’s and the general membership. 

The HIG Committee currently consists of 5 members: the Active Member of Supreme Council from the 
Valley of London, the Valley Grand Secretary/Registrar and 3 senior HIGs with knowledge of the Valley 
membership. 
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Education and Enlightenment 

The Chapter of Rose Croix is offering short pieces of education at their regular meetings and having a 
speaker for Easter Sunday. 

Education and Enlightenment degree explanations are distributed to new members at reunions on 
completion of the 14 th and 18 th degrees. 

Valiev Fellowship 

Each calendar year commences with the Family of Freemasonry Luncheon at which a prominent Mason 
is invited to be the keynote speaker. This is followed by the open installation ceremony of the officers of 
the London Lodge of Perfection. 

The Consistory Club BBQ is a stag event held in August. Individuals who are not members of the 
Scottish Rite are welcome to attend. 

The Valley of London Golf Classic is also held in August; again those who are not members of the 
Scottish Rite are invited to attend. 

The Family Christmas Gathering is held the fourth Monday in November. This event includes the 
graduation ceremonies for the London Scottish Rite Learning Centre, the presentation of the Kingsmill 
Meritorious Service Award, some entertainment and a carol sing, followed by refreshments. 

An Annual Family of Freemasonry Luncheon which precedes the Lodge of Perfection Open Installation 
ceremony. 

Uniqueness of Valiev 

The Valley of London Consistory Club is a growing identity, in the City of London, as they help out 
everyone by loaning out medical assistive devices free of charge to all who need them. They have also 
offered medical devices and advice to the Valley of Windsor as they attempt to copy the Valley of London 
Consistory Club. The fellowship that occurs twice a week when the Consistory Club assembles to clean 
and repair the medical equipment is a great social outing for the Valley members and helps to keep the 
Consistory Club going. 

The degrees in the Scottish Rite are portrayed by different Masonic Districts in the area. This is a great 
way to keep the membership involved and recruit new members. 

The London Scottish Rite Learning Centre is one of nine in Canada. 

Valley’s Connection to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley of London Consistory Club helps the local Lodges with financial support to modernize 
facilities. Individual members create the connections as representatives of the Scottish Rite. 

Financial Health 

The finances of the Valley of London Lodge of Perfection and Chapter of Rose Croix are in good, stable 
condition with a good return on investments. 

Commuted dues investments portfolios are more than double the value recommended by Supreme 
Council (Regulation 10.2). 

Income from investments are sufficient to cover expenses. 

5 Year Plan and Progress 

The Valley has identified the areas and issues that need to be addressed and have held brief discussion 
at the last Advisory Committee meeting. Concrete action items still have to be developed. 

General 

A large number of deaths is depleting the membership numbers, but it is not depleting their desire to 
portray excellent degrees. The Valley’s many social activities keep the membership engaged and 
present a good image to the Masons of the London area. I wish III. Bro. James Ford, 33° well as he 
retires from the position of Grand Secretary/Registrar. The Valley has 2 members who have stepped 
forward to assume the duties of each Office.

Leadership 

The TPGM is the Lodge leader; he runs the business while in office. They have a Rite Club that meets a 
Vz hour before every meeting. This is where most of the decisions are made and debated. 

The HIGs meet to discuss and promote the next Valley Member to become a 33 degree HIG. 

Education and Enlightenment 

The Valley holds a Master Masons night in September. Last year they received 8 new applicants. This 
year they received 2 new applicants from the Master Masons Night. This has proven to be a great way to 
inform the Craft Lodge members about Scottish Rite in the Valley. Before they started holding the Master 
Masons Night, they would get 1-2 members. 

Valiev Fellowship 

The Valley puts on several well attended events throughout the year. They hold their Master Masons 
Night, Bonspiel in the winter and a social night at a Golf Club. These events are put on by the Scottish 
Rite Club. 

Uniqueness of Valley 

The Valley has a good mix of membership in regards to the age of their members. The Valley of 
Chatham portrays the 5 th degree during their reunion.

Christie Johnston the TPGM the team put on degrees at Moore Lodge, Cassia 
Lodge, Liberty Lodge and Victoria Lodge. 

Financial Health 

The Rite Club assists them with a $3,000.00 donation every year. They seem to be in good financial 
shape. 

5 Year Plan and Progress

donations. They need to look more into the future growth of the Valley. They will look more into creating 
a 5 year plan this year. 

General

Financial Health 

The Valley uses a professional investment firm to manage their portfolio. Regular communication with 
the investment firm keeps the Valley up to date on their financial investments. The Valley uses a CPA, 
CA firm for annual audit purposes. 

5 Year Plan and Progress 

The MWS, Sean Frye 18° prepared a very detailed plan, outlying the objectives for each year of the plan. 
A committee of 7 met with the SGC on his Official Visit to explain the Valley’s ideas for the future of 
Scottish Rite in the Valley. That committee has prepared bylaw changes for the Valley to expedite the 
plan. 
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General

Membership 

Membership is slowly declining at a rate of about 3% per year. 

They gained 5 new members in the Valley last year, consistent with recruitment results of previous years. 
The Valley lost 9 members to death. With the decline in Craft Lodge members at 3% and only 20% of 
Craft Lodge members joining Scottish Rite, it is evident that in 20 years there will be 50% fewer members 
in the Valley of Woodstock. 

Communication 

The Valley communicates with its members by email, and Canada Post for those without emails. They 
have held, and plan to hold, at least one Master Masons Night each year in Craft Lodges in their District 
and in neighbouring Districts from which they attract new members. 

Leadership 

The work of the Committee on Guidance and Improvement continues to exhibit strong leadership. They 
must strongly support and encourage the Craft Lodges in their Valley. They are looking at ways to renew 
interest, and promote the participation of their existing membership. 

Education and Enlightenment

Their Annual Ladies Night, is increasing in popularity, while the Open Installation of Officers (and meal 
following) continues to be a moderate success. 

Uniqueness of Valiev 

The Valley is certainly to be admired for portraying every degree from the 4 through 18 on an annual 
basis. It is their habit to emphasize degree work rather than social and other activities. They strive to be a 
haven of spiritual and moral guidance, and fraternal support, for a significant number of “good men and 
true”. 

Valley’s Connection to and Support of Craft Lodges 

Scottish Rite continues to be the backbone of all the Craft Lodges in their area. They would like to revive 
the old practice of providing Scottish Rite Degree teams to help out in the Craft Lodges. 

Financial Health

General

Valley of Montreal 

Membership

Valley of Quebec 

I was received with all the Fionours due to the 
Supreme Council. On this occasion, I had the privilege to partake in the Feast of Lamb at the Maundy 
Thursday celebration with Quebec’s Illustrious Brethren.

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers, and Brethren: 

It is my pleasure to report on the condition and activities of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valleys 
under my Jurisdiction, namely Saskatoon and Regina. 

Along with official visits to each Valley, I made fraternal visits for Reunions, Installation, Christmas 
Celebrations, and Degree team visits to Craft Lodges. 

Valley of Saskatoon: 

Membership 

The Valley of Saskatoon consists of the Saskatoon Lodge of Perfection with 140 members consisting of 
10 new members, 0 restoration, 3 deaths, 1 withdrawal, and 0 suspensions with a total gain of 6 
members over last year. The Saskatoon Chapter of Rose Croix has 132 members consisting of 8 new 
members, 0 restorations, 3 deaths, 1 withdrawal, and 0 suspensions, for an overall gain of 4 members 
over last year. The Saskatoon Consistory has 127 members, consisting of 8 initiations, 0 restorations, 3 
deaths, 1 withdrawal, 0 restorations, and 0 suspensions, for a total gain of 4 members over last year. 

Communication 

Regular Lodge Notices are sent out to cover a two month span. Most of our notices are now sent out by 
email. Those wishing hard copies receive them. Special notices are sent by email, or regular mail for 
Reunions. We only confer degrees at Reunions in February (Perfection), Easter (Rose Croix), and 
October (Consistory). Email notices are sent out as reminders for executive meetings, practices, or any 
special meeting as required. 

Leadership 

In the last few years, Saskatoon has been fortunate to have no overlap of officers in all three bodies. This 
year our long serving Secretary and Treasurer became ill and was incapable of fulfilling his duties. This 
of course was a major issue. Fie was replaced with a new Secretary and Treasurer. I congratulate these 
two new officers, and thank the Supreme Council Office for their valued assistance in assisting these two 
Brethren, who are doing an excellent job. Most of the Flonorary Inspectors-General take an active role in 
the degree work as participants or Directors. They are hardworking, and provide both leadership and 
mentoring roles. 

Valley Fellowship 

At the Consistory Reunion in October, Regina members come to Saskatoon to assist with the Tents and 
Standards. Likewise some Saskatoon members go to Regina and assist with the work in their 32 nd 
degree. In the past few years Regina has requested the Saskatoon 24 th degree travelling team to go and 
portray the 24 th degree. 

Uniqueness of Valiev 

The Saskatoon Valley has a high percentage of younger thirty-thirds. As long as I have been Deputy, I 
have tried to elevate a younger member, and then a more mature member. The ritual work is very good, 
but we are lacking in social activities. In January, we usually have an installation banquet in the evening 
(which follows the installation of officers in the afternoon).The ladies are invited, as well as the fraternal 
ladies. This year we decided to hold the Banquet in October to coincide with the visit of our Sovereign 
Grand Commander. This change of date proved to be quite successful, as we got more Fraternal Ladies 
out, because the weather was so much better, and they didn’t have to worry about falling on the ice. The 
Fraternal Ladies are all introduced, given all courtesies, and presented with a small gift as a token of our 
appreciation for their attendance. This has proven to be a very successful evening, but that is all we do. 
We need to do more. In accordance with this, we had a BBQ in May (last meeting before our summer 
break), and then we will have another BBQ in September to start the fall season. These were both one 
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dollar burgers, and two dollar refreshments. Both of these events turned out to be very popular and well 
attended, so we will continue them. 

Valiev's Connections to and Support of Craft Lodges 

The Valley of Saskatoon has a second degree team, which confers the second degree in full costume. 
They portray this degree in and around Saskatoon. Many of the members of this degree team are 
younger members who do excellent work. This has a lasting impression on the members of those 
Lodges who are not members of the Scottish Rite. It also helps that many of our Scottish Rite members 
are regular attenders of their own craft Lodges (including five Grand Masters). 

Financial Health 

The Auditors Report indicates that this Valley is in a good financial position, and I know that our new 
Secretary and Treasurer are fully competent, and will do an excellent job. 

General 

The Valley of Saskatoon is an excellent place to visit. The environment in the room is warm and friendly. 
The more mature brethren are willing to give the younger ones a chance, even to make mistakes, and 
learn by them so they improve. As stated earlier, the thirty-thirds are hardworking and co-operative. This 
positive attitude has done, and will continue to serve the Valley of Saskatoon well. 

Valley of Regina 

Membership 

The Regina Lodge of Perfection consists of 280 members, with 14 initiates, 9 deaths, 0 withdrawals, 1 
suspension, and 1 restoration, for an overall gain over last year of 6 members. The Regina Chapter of 
Rose Croix has 260 members, including 5 initiates, 8 deaths, 0 withdrawals, and 1 restoration for a total 
loss of 2 members over last year. The Saskatchewan Consistory has 245 members, including 6 initiates, 
8 deaths, 0 withdrawals, and 1 restoration for an overall loss of 1 members over last year. 

Communication 

The major form of communication is through monthly notices, again mostly email with some mail outs for 
those who don't have computers. The Regina Valley, like Saskatoon portrays degrees at Reunions three 
times a year (fall, Easter and spring). Reunion notices are complete with cast members, officers, and of 
course candidates. 

Leadership 

Although there is very little overlap of officers in the three bodies, there is difficulty at times in getting 
those officers to commit. Of course there are very experienced Actives and Past Actives in this Valley, as 
well as hardworking HIGs. 

Valley Fellowship 

On the Saturday of the Perfection and Consistory unions, a sumptuous lunch is held for the members in 
the lower hall of the Masonic Temple. In late November, a Christmas dinner and fraternal ladies night is 
held. This is a wonderful occasion, full of goodwill, good food, fellowship and some degree of excitement 
over the approaching Christmas Season. The turnout for this occasion has been excellent. 

Uniqueness of Valiev 

As mentioned previously, Saskatoon and Regina visit back and forth and help each other in the portrayal 
of the work. This provides an opportunity for goodwill and fellowship which both Valleys enjoy. 

Valley's Connections to and support of Craft Lodges 

A majority of the members of the Regina Valley are active members and officers in the Craft Lodges in 
their area including three Grand Masters. 

Financial Health 

This Valley is in good shape financially, with an excellent Secretary and Treasurer at the helm. 

General 

The Valley of Regina is a place where visitors are welcomed with open arms, and their hospitality is 
second to none. I attended the Consistory Reunion in Regina on May 14 last year to observe the 
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portrayal of the 32 nd degree. This degree was put on by new and younger Consistory Officers. This 
degree was put on in an exemplary manner by these young officers, with some help from the 
experienced HIGs. I attended the 32 nd degree again this year. We also bought the travelling 24 th degree 
from Saskatoon as well. This was the best 32 nd degree I have seen in Regina, and I congratulated them 
on their performance.

It is with great sorrow that the Valley of Ottawa has witnessed the passing of 
Alan Douglas Arbuckle-33°, unexpectedly, at his home in Manotick, on May 28,

daughters, Shiela, Jennifer and Pamela and cherished grandpa to 6 
grandchildren. 

Alan Douglas Arbuckle was born in Ottawa on June 14,1948 where he attended 
school, graduating from Carleton University in Journalism (Honours) in 1971. 
That year he married Diane Kirkpatrick and they moved to newspaper jobs with 
the Calgary Herald and Regina Leader Post reporting on labour, city hall and 
financial editor. Subsequently, he joined The Canadian Press wire service and 
worked as a reporter/editor, legislative reporter and parliamentary reporter in 
Ottawa. Upon his departure in 1982, he joined the Communications Branch of 
Energy Mines and Resources Canada, rising to the position of Deputy Director 
General, before retiring in 1989. His thirst for reporting, in his candid, down-to- 
earth style, continued into the private sector, becoming a partner in D.R. Harley Consultants Ltd until it was 
sold to GPC Communications, finally retiring in 1999. 

As a volunteer, he was always in high demand, given his polished communications skills, serving with such 
diverse groups as Special Olympics, Carleton Retirement Lodge, Ottawa Library (Manotick), Manotick and 
South Gloucester United Church, Habitat for Humanity, Ottawa Little Theatre, Rideau Valley Conservation 
Authority as Chair of the Board of Directors and the Manotick Curling Centre.

Charles Edwin Drew was born May 6, 1931 and educated in Blackpool and 
Manchester, England. He served with the Royal Naval Air Service before 
coming to Canada in 1951, where he was employed by the Avro Aircraft 
Company, in Malton, working on the Avro Arrow project until 1959. It was at 
Avro that Ed met Ellen Orr Patterson and their life together began. Ed 
subsequently joined Allstate Insurance Company in Markham as a General 
Agent and remained there until his retirement in 1994. 

His father, Bro. Charles Drew sponsored Ed’s application to Georgina Lodge 
No. 343, G.R.C., in 1955, which was the beginning of a decorated Masonic 
career that lasted over 63 years. He served as Worshipful Master of Georgina Lodge in 1972 and 
subsequently as District Deputy Grand Master of Toronto District 3 from 1976 to 1977.

It is with great sadness that we announce the passing of Thomas Edward (Ed) 
Bate of Edmonton, Alberta at the young age of 99 years. 

Ed was born in London, England, in 1918. He was brought to Canada as an 
infant, and raised in Chancellor, Alberta, until he was 12, when his family 
moved to Calgary so that he could attend high school. 

After graduating, Ed joined the Royal Canadian Corps of Signals. He left the 
Corps in 1938 and joined the Ministry of Transport: his skills with radios and 
weather were essential services during the war.
